
Lincoln-Eliot 
gets addition 

The $1.22 million bond issue to enlarge the Lincoln-Eliot 
School was passed unanimously by the Board of Aldermen 
Monday night. 

A vote of 23-0, with Sidney Small absent for the roll call, 
passed the Lincoln-Eliot bond issue subject to approval of 65 
per cent reimbursement from the state School Building 
Assistance Bureau (SBAB). 

The Board action Monday night came close to the April 
10 expiration of bids on the construction of the long-sought 
school building addition. 

If the bids had expired before the Board approved 
bonding, new bids would have had to be obtained, meaning 
another increase in cost and another delay. 

Public Buildings Commissioner Gene Larson will not be 
able to confirm SBAB approval of the 65 per cent reim¬ 
bursement until at least April 23, but said he is confident 
that the present low bidders will sign contracts before 
SBAB approval has been granted. 

The go-ahead on the construction, which will add nearly 
half again the total space to the Lincoln-Eliot School, came 
after more than three years of agitation by the Lincoln- 
Eliot community, and had its turning-point during Public 
Buildings Committee meetings over the past month. 

Community and school leaders, including members of 
the School Committee and School Department, expressed 
their support for the project, often on the grounds of below- 
average scholastic ability of many pupils attending Lin¬ 
coln-Eliot and below-average income for the neighborhood. 

The school serves as a focal point for community ac¬ 
tivities, proponents said, and because of the lower 
scholastic achievement of many of the students has extra 
educational needs, in spite of a declining enrollment. 

The sole publicly stated disagreement with the 23-0 vote 
came from Aid. Sidney Small, chairman of the Finanace 
Committee. 

Small had announced at a Finance Committee meeting 
last week at which the bond issue was voted 7-0 with Small 
abstaining, that he might “charter” the measure at the 
Board meeting. Such a postponement by charter objection 
would have either required a special meeting to be called 
for the full Board to vote, or if Small were joined by three 
other aldermen, would have put a vote over until the next 
regular meeting, beyond the bid expiration date. 

Monday night Small said, “Maybe serving on the 
Finance Committee makes one fiscally conservative, but 
I’m worried about what is taking place. We're now talking 
about bonding one and one-quarter million dollars at the 
same time the School Department and the School Com¬ 
mittee are examining one, two or three schools where there 
_ might be closings.” 

“We are sure to have a decline in enrollment in the 
years ahead — if it were not for the parochial school 
students coming into the system, the decline would have 
been dramatic,” Small said. 

Commenting on some aldermen’s description of the 
projected new Lincoln-Eliot gymnasium as “a bargain for 
$170,000,” the estimated amount too be saved if the building 
addition were redesigned without a new gym, Small said, 
“This is no bargain.” 

“This is like so many things our School Department has 
done and is doing now. We never did anything to stop it We 
should have made corrections before,” Small said 

Aid. Louis Egelson said he was “disturbed by the 
sophistry that we’re getting a bargain.” 

Egelson called the building “over-designed,” and noted 
that it is 2,000 square feet over the specifications called for 
by educational requirements established by the School 
Committee. 

“We should at least warn people in the neighborhood 
that if conditions are not met (SBAB approval of reim¬ 
bursement) or if the bids increase, the item might come 
back to us and not fare so well next time.” 


Tree now has a 
price on its head 

The tree in front of Arthur Obermayer’s house at 239 
Chestnut St., West Newton, is worth $100,000. 

At least that’s the amount of the bond required by a 
judge to keep it untouchable, according to City Solicitor 
Howard Levine. 

Obermayer, who has been fighting the city’s plans to 
take down the sugar maple in front of his house, obtained a 
temporary restraining order on March 24, forbidding the 
city to remove any tree on Chestnut St. 

Tuesday Judge Robert J. Hallisey of Middlesex 
Superior Court lifted the restraining order against any tree- 
cutting on Chestnut Street with the exception of the Ober¬ 
mayer tree, on the condition that Obermayer post a $100,00 
bond for any liability the city might face because of the 
tree. 

The tree was ordered cut down last month by Mayor 
Theodore Mann on the grounds that it presents a hazard to 
public safety. According to city and other tree experts, the 
tree has large areas of rot and fungus and many dead limbs. 

Obermayer presented another tree expert’s opinion 
which stated that the tree may have as much as 10 more 
years of life. 

According to Levine, who represented the city at court, 
Judge Hallisey denied Obermayer’s lawyers’s contention 
that a prior injunction issued last summer, when eight trees 
were threatened with removal in connection with a street- 
reconstruction project on Chestnut, was still in effect. 

That injunction forbade the removal of the eight trees. 

Hallisey ruled Tuesday, Levine said, that when the 
street work had been completed, the injunction had been 
dismissed. 

Obermayer’s bill of complaint also maintained that a 
public hearing is necessary before the tree can be cut down, 
and that the cutting down of any tree on Chestnut Street 
violates the Scenic-Roads Act. Chestnut Street was 
designated a “scenic road” by an action of the Newton 
Planning Board shortly after the summer’s legal action 
regarding the trees. 

Levine said Tuesday that Hallisey agreed with Levine's 
interpretation that the law clearly allows the mayor to

Aldermen cut 
budget slightly 


The Board of Aldermen has cut the $62.9 
million budget by a total of $784,977 so far and 
has put $124,340 in budget reserve for the 1974- 
75 fiscal year. 

At last Saturday’s review, more than half 
the two-volume budget was gone through, 
giving hope that the Board can get through 
the rest of it at a special meeting tonight 
(Thursday). 

Following is a summary of the mayor’s 
recommended budgets for each department 
reviewed up to now, with the amount cut. 

Most changes in the budget were 
recommended by the Finance Committee and 
approved by the full Board. 

Executive Department (total requested 
budget $148,975)—$23,039 cut, with $20,000 put 
into budget reserve for the new position of 
chief financial officer, which will begin on or 
after July 1. 

The $13,000 salary for Thomas Keefe, who 
has been the mayor’s liaison with the Pur¬ 
chasing Department, was deleted. Keefe is 
reportedly to become deputy sealer. 

Retirement Board ($2.2 million)—Cut 
$ 8 , 200 . 

Licensing Board ($21,996)—Cut $5,813. 

Jackson Homestead ($21,537)—Cut 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Boards, commissions, committees 
($13,875)—Traffic Commission cut by $6,000 
from consulting fees. 

Redevelopment Authority ($15,870, city’s 
30 per cent share of state-aided project)-Cut 


solicitor was cut from $23,500 to $22,000, for 
two assistant city solicitors from $16,800 to 
$15,000 each, and for another from $14,500 to 
$14,000; $11,000 was cut from money for 
judgements and settlements. 

City Clerk ($91,000)-Cut $100. 

Board of Aldermen ($91,506)—No change. 

Public Buildings Department ($898,783)— 
Cut $71,765, with $13,840 put in budget reserve. 
The comparatively small cut here probably 
reflects the confidence the Board of Aldermen 
have in the new Public Buildings Director and 
renewed emphasis on keeping up schools and 
other public buildings. 

Election Commission and conduct of 
elections ($158,441)—Cut $11,999. 

Planning Department ($132,106)—Cut 
$ 100 . 

Conservation Commission ($48,810)-€ut 
$250, with $20,000 put in budget reserve. For 
the first time the Conservation Commission 
has its own budget, mostly for maintenance of 
ponds and conservation land. 

Fire Department ($4,158,193)—Cut 
$186,507. A new assistant chief and five new 
firefighters were not allowed. Cuts were also 
made in new equipment. 

Police Department ($4,071,717)—Cut 
$320,638. Four new patrolmen, two new 
lieutenants and one new sergeant were not 
allowed. Overtime pay was slashed. 

Animal Control ($81,452)-€ut $14,850.

Life Care halted again 


The revelation by Planning Director 
Charles Thomas that the Life Care Center site 
plan is deficient stopped action on the 
proposal by the Board of Aldermen Monday 
night until a subsequent meeting. 

After approval by the full Board of the 
petition to amend the city’s zoning ordinance 
to include the definition of a residential care 
facility and modified permissive-use 
requirements for the facility, the news of the 
problem came like a bombshell. 

Thomas explained the defects in the site 
plan, which must be approved as part of the 
granting of permissive use, as excessive 
building height, absence of underground 
parking layout and too-small and improperly 
located outdoor parking spaces. 

Uncertain as to whether they could 
proceed with a vote on a second petition, to 
change the Stanton Avenue parrcel from 
Residence A to Residence E zoning in the face 
of the deficient site plan, the Board voted 16 
yes and 8 no. An affirmative vote of 18 was 
necessary to pass the zone change 

Bfore the vote Board President Eliot 
Cohen warned the Board, “We are treading 
on very dangerous ground.” 

Thomas, asked why the Board found out 
about the site-plandefects on April 1, when the 
plan was dated Feb. 12, replied that the 
Planning Department “had consistently 
found the building higher then the Life Care 
proponents say it is.” 

Thomas says the building is 60.9 feet in 
height, exceeding the allowed height by less 
than one foot. The architect for the building 
claims that the height is 54 feet. 

All the defects can be easily remedied, 
Thomas said. 

Aid. Robert Tennant called the hesitancy 
in voting on the incorrect site plans, even

School shortage 
not yet resolved 

The April 1 date requested by the School 
Committee for information from Comptroller 
Arthur Marr on how much surplus is 
available for the School Department has not 
yielded any firm figure. 

The School Committee is faced with a 
$649,000 shortage of funds with which to pay 
teachers’ salaries in June and according to 
Marr, the city surplus account does not have 
that much free money. 

School Committee Chairwoman Eleanor 
Rosenblum last month announced that no 
action would be necessary by the School 
Committee until April 1, but “if the necessary 
funds have not been made available at that 
time it will be necessary to cut off funds for 
adult education, all community uses of school 
buildings, athletic programs and all in¬ 
structional materials.” 

On Wednesday morning, School Depart¬ 
ment Budget Director Harry Vienneau said 
that he had not heard “officially” from Marr 
on how much surplus would be available to 
the School Department. 

Marr on Tuesday estimated that the city 
had $450,000 in surplus at the end of March, 
not all of which can be spent, since the city 
will need some reserve. No more money 
collected or received after March 31 can be 
used during this fiscal year, Marr said.

Steel blades have broken against his 
body. He is asked how many people he has 
killed. 

No, not Errol Flynn; not even Basil 
Rathbone. Its a 16-year-okl fencing champion 
from Newton South High School 

Alan Brand, a junior at Newton South, 
won first place in the advanced saber 
category of the New England Interscholastic 
Fencing Championships last month. 

Alan started fencing when he was 12 
year sold, becoming interested in the sport 
after an older brother began fencing. 

In describing fencing, Alan said “it could 
tie in with judo and karate. It is also a mind 
game like chess. It can get very com¬ 
plicated.” 

He explained that the mechanics of 
fencing can be learned in two years, “but that 
is not sufficient for competition.” 

Alan said that it is important to observe 
both a prospective opponent and the judge 
before a match. 

To prepare for a match, “you observe 
your opponent, try to find a weakness, and 
make plans.” 

He noted that there are “tactics you can 
use to find out about an opponent duricg a 
match, but you can lose a competition by 
experimenting.” 

There are three types of fencing com¬ 
petition; saber, epee and foil. Alan competes 
vcly in saber. 

In a saber match, the first fencer to score 
five points wins. Decisions about points are 
made by a director aftjr a judge raises a hand 
to signaf a touch. Saber fencers can aim for 
any part of an opponent’s body above the 
waist. They may touch with either the point or 
the side of the weapon. 

To be awarded a point, a fencer must 
show “continuous threatening.” A director 
must make decisions about which fencer has 
“right of way,” and a touch does not 
automatically result in a point. 

“There is a common factor of human 
error,” Alan remarked. “A judge may not see 
a touch at all.” 

He noted that a fencer needs to consider 
the judges. He may “have to play what they 
see.” A judge’s interpretation of what an 
attack is may differ from that of the fencer.

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Students to 
get awards

The Riley House service committee will present its 
award in mid-May to house members who have rendered 
outstanding service in the community and school. 

The committee was instituted in the fall of 1971 because 
of the dissolution of the National Honor Society. Teachers 
were finding that faculty recognition did not mean much to 
kids. 

“Kids only wanted national honors for college,” ex¬ 
plained Rudolph Satlak, former faculty advisor. 

A group of teachers met and decided that the average 
student who participated in activities in and outside of 
school should be rewarded because he rarely expects it. 

“It’s nice to know that someone appreciates you,” 
commented Mike SUton, a former recipient. 

The teachers concluded that the award would be more 
meaningful if the recipients were chosen by a group of 
peers. The committee, as it now stands, is comprised of a 
member of the Riley House Council, representatives of the 
three classes, and a few teachers. There are no criteria for 
the award except to keep it non-academic because there are 
so many awards for academics already. Each person is 
judged individually within the context of the group’s in¬ 
terpretation of outstanding service. 

The committee will send information sheets telling 
about the award and how to submit nominations for it to the 
house offices, to teachers, to homerooms, and to places In 
the community where high school students work. 

In the committee’s infant stage, teachers and ad¬ 
ministrative personnel did a lot of the nominating, but in 
keeping with the theory behind the awards, nominations are 
readily accepted from peers. 

"Because my award came from other kids, I felt a 
sense of accomplishment in my own right It was a war¬ 
ming feeling,” said a former recipient 

At the end of April, when the recipients have been 
chosen, the committee will invite them to an award 
presentation and reception. The award will take the form of 
a framed certificate and will be presented by students. 

I^ast year, some of the people who received the award 
were candystripers, people who had worked with the blind 
and mentally retarded, people who were on the 
"Newtonite,” people who worked in the school library, and 
people in church groups.

Staff will 
be reduced

As a result of a February decision by the Newton School 
Committee, 32 positions in the city’s school system have 
been eliminated for the 1974-1975. Seven of those positions 
eliminated will be coming from the Newton South faculty 
and staff. 

The staff eliminations which, according to Supt Aaron 
Fink, will save the city close to $450,000, were apparently 
made, in large part, due to a decline in the overall student 
enrollment in the Newton school system. In 1967, for 
example (the year of peak enrollment), 1679 students were 
enrolled at Newton South and 1462 were enrolled In 1973, a 
drop of some 13 percent 

"I don’t like the cuts,” said South principal Ernest Van 
B. Seasholes. "I knew that the positions were going to be 
deleted. I just hoped they wouldn’t be as severe.” 

It was the School Committee that made the decision 
that the 32 positions would be eliminated. Fink decided that 
seven of those cuts would be at Newton South, and it was up 
to Principal Seasholes to decide just who of the faculty and 
staff would have to go. 

"People aren’t quite sure who they should be upset 
with,” Seasholes said. 

In a statement to the faculty and staff, Seasholes said, 

"I have given a great deal of time and thought as to how 
best to make the cuts. I have tried to listen carefully to the 
needs and concerns of each department head-teacher-in¬ 
charge, to analyze data such as numbers in class and 
teaching loads, and to consider the personal, human 
dimension for each individual affected.”

The elimination of one position doesn’t necessarily 
mean eliminating one teacher. 

A number of those leaving are part time teachers, for 
example. And with the South cuts, there are still some 
questions remaining: some of those who are leaving are 
actually retiring, other staff eliminations are open to 
question or open to juggling. 

Ms. Martha Eldridge-Martin, a South English teacher 
for two years, was one of those affected by the cuts. 

Did she feel any resentment? 

"Not really,” she said. "I guess there’s sort of a sad¬ 
ness over a job that’s uncompleted. . . not being able to 
finish the program that I’m in (a three-year internship 
program). Another reason is that I really have Invested a 
lot of myself in this chool, there was a lot of personal in¬ 
volvement 

"I’ve grown close to a lot of students at South, and that 
closeness is going to be lost Teaching, 1 feel, is a lot more 
than what goes on in class, it’s more than just knowledge 
being transferred from one person to another. The personal 
interaction is the real business, people trying to touch one 
another.” 

Ms. Eldridge-Martin is one of two South English 
teachers let go. Both she and Frederick Olson are non- 
tenured teachers, and therefore, according to the laws of 
tenure, had to be considered for removal before a tenured 
teacher could be. 

As a result of the teacher cuts, Ms. Eldridge-Martin has 
taken a serious look at that whole question of tenure, "and”, 
she said "questioned whether tenure itself is valid.” 

She says, "It’s true that with tenure one has job 
security, but at the same time, with tenure, one is not forced 
to reevaluate the kind of teacher he is, to reevaluate his 
relationship with the students and with the whole school. 

"One can become routine and blase about the job if he is 
not continually being reevaluated.” 

Teachers, said Ms. Eldridge-Martin, must change with 
•the times, and keep up with the new approaches to 
education. With tenure, she says, "the whole system can 
become bogged down.” 

She would like to see all teachers evaluated on a regular 
basis (as it stands now, a teacher is evaluated every year 
for the first three years of his teaching. After the third year, 
he is either recommended or not recommended for tenure 
standing. If he is given tenure, that is normally the last time 
he will ever be evaluated). 

Teachers, she said, should be evaluated by other 
teachers (not necessarily of the same subject), by ad¬ 
ministrators, by department heads. 

Students should also evaluate the teachers, she says, 
"in human terms,” not necessarily on an academic basis. 
And in the reports sent to the principal, she said, the 
teacher himself should have a certain amount of input, 
providing a self-evaluation. 

A continual evaluation procedure, she said, "forces you 
to grow, to examine, to change, to justify, to understand. 
It’s true that it’s frightening. Many teachers don’t want to 
feel vulnerable, they might not be strong enough to handle 
the whole procedure... But someone who can’t handle the 
evaluation maybe doesn’t belong in teaching.” 

She also said, "If people are really committed to 
teaching, they have to be able to admit that they have to 
give up job security for the more positive effects of 
education.” 

But though she is obviously sad at leaving South, the 
decision, she said, has opened up other doors. Come Sep¬ 
tember, Ms. Eldridge-Martin will be moving to Nor¬ 
theastern Pennsylvania along with her husband (a teacher 
at the UncoUvSudbury High School) to work in a free 
school. 

Frederick Olson, another English teacher, was also one 
of those tentatively not rehired. As with Ms. Eldridge- 
Martin, Olson is not a tenured teacher, having taught at 
Newton South now for two and a half years.

Proposed regulations for 
containerizing commercial 
rubbish, limiting the amount of 
rubbish picked up, and charging 
for collection of more than eight 
oreithaaiSight barrels are being 
held in the aldermanic Public 
Works Committee. 

Similar recommendations 
were first proposed in July, 
1973. 

The proposal would impose a 
$300 per year collection charge 
for more than eight barrels or 
for one seven-cubic-yard 
container from nonresidential 
establishments. 

Commercial and other 
nonresidential collections would 
be limited to 20 barrels or one 
seven-yard container, and 
residential collections to eight 
barrels weekly. 

The decision as to whether to 
pick up outsize loads of rubbish 
now has no firm criteria and 
depends on the judgment of 
individual truck drivers.

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Turnabout still 
without funds

The mayor’s Health Advisory Committee 
came under fire this week from Tuna bout 
Director John Lynch who asserts the com¬ 
mittee “did not give us an objective review” 
at a Feb. 13 meeting too determine whether or 
not Tuna bout should be funded. 

Lynch’s statements came as hopes dim¬ 
med for a renewal of the $32,000 funding for 
the crisis drug intervention program, despite 
a last-minute appearance by Lynch before the 
Boarrd of Aldermen, sitting as a “committee 
of the whole” last week to hear pleadings 
from the city mental health services, in¬ 
cluding Tunabout. 

Mayor Theodore Mann had struck 
Tunabout funds from the budget and in¬ 
dicated that he would not restore the money. 

Portions of Tuna bout’s program are funded 
through the State Division of Drug 
Rehabilitation, and cessation of local funds 
would terminate the program in Newton. The 
group is hoping the mayor will respond 
favorably to Aid. David Cohen’s resolution, 
introduced last Saturday at an aldermanic 
budget hearing requesting the mayor to 
return the money intoo the budget. 

To date, the mayor has backed his advisory 
committee which, under the chairmanship of 
Dr. Alan Sostek, sent him a letter advising 
him to stop funds for Turnabout Sostek stated 
the committee felt there is “a duplication of 
services.” He wrote that Tunabout was 
superseding some counseling services in the 


city and was also superseding the School 
Department of Prgramming “which is 
adequately funded” to handle these 
problems. 

Sostek further stated that the use of 
“breathing exercises and yoga are highly 
questionable.” Tunabout had introduced 
these elements as part of an expanded drug 
prevention program. 

Lynch labeled the items listed in the letter 
“highly debatabble if not false.” He asserted 
the meeting with the Health Advisory 
Committee was simply “just for the record.” 
Two weeks after that meeting, Lynch alleges 
he sae a printed copy of the budget in the 
mayor’s office which indicated Tunabout fund 
deletion was already made. 

“We have worked closely with the schools, 
who sanctioned what we did,” says Lynch. 
Commenting on the breathing exercises and 
yoga, Lynch pointed out that these are offered 
as an alternate to Newton South High School’s 
physical education program. He said this 
came about as a result of Tunabout’s work in 
this field. 

A suggestion had been made at the 
aldermanic meeting by Rev. Charles Coyle 
that Tunabout be partially funded for 30 days 
while the Youth Commission tried to oversee 
the agency and resolve some of the questions 
that have been raised. 

A VOTE ON FUNDING Tunabout in the 
amount of $15,000, which would be disbursed 
by the Youth Commission, failed in budget 
hearings.

Mayor Mann launches Red Cross campaign 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann met 
recently with the steering 
committee for the 1974 mem¬ 
bership and funds drive of the 
Newton Chapter, American Red 
Cross.

Dr. John Athans, city 
physician and head of the city’s 
Health Department echoed 
Mayor Mann’s remarks and 
added his special thanks to 
Robert Keyho, executive 
director of the Newton Chapter 
for his constant cooperation. 

Athans stated, “Too few 
people appreciate the hard and 
dedicated work of these quietly 
competent people. Whenever 
there is a fire or local disaster, 


the Red Cross is there to help. 
They have always been most 
cooperative when, as city 
physician, I have requested 
their assistance. 

Keyho commented on ac¬ 
tivities of the Chapter such as 
sponsoring youth programs in 
schools and safety programs 
which teach first aid and 
swimming to children and 
adults. It has also assisted local 
industry by conducting certified 
courses which help the com¬ 
panies comply with the recent 
Federal Occupational Safety 
and Health Act. 

Keyho stated that another 
important function of the 
Chapter is its participation in 
recruitment and processing of 
blood donors. Bloodmobiles 
meet industrial, civic and 


religious groups throughout the 
City. 

Participating as a donor 
assures a person blood 
coverage for his immediate 
family for one year in any 
hospital in the United States. 
“Immediate family” includes 
husband and wife, children 
under 17 and parents and 
grandparents of both husband 
and wife. 

Anthony Medaglia, mem¬ 
bership chairman, stressed the 
great need for volunteers in the 
various programs sponsored by 
the Chapter. Volunteers are 
especially needed for the 
disaster team which provides a 
multitude of services in the 
event of a local tragedy. 

Medaglia stated that 
volunteers may be called upon 
to assist during national 


emergencies, such as the recent 
floods that swept Pennsylvania 
and New York, in which 
members of the Newton 
Chapter participated. 

High school students, 
housewives, senior citizens, etc. 
may call the volunteer office at 
the Chapter House (527-6000). 

Medaglia stated that many 
Newton citizens will soon 
receive membership ap¬ 
plication forms through the 
mail and that volunteers will 
also be set up at local shopping 
centers in an effort to get 
greater community par¬ 
ticipation in the Red Cross 
programs. 

Mrs. Patricia Bishoff, who is 


on the executive board of the 
Newton Chapter and active in 
Red Cross affairs statewide and 
nationally, commented that the 
Newton Red Cross is made up of 
concerned citizens who make 
possible the community effort 
needed to provide volunteer 
blood for hospital patients, 
immediate assistance for 
disaster victims, youth ac¬ 
tivities, first aid, water safety, 
health programs, and 
assistance to the members of 
the armed forces, veterans and 
their families.

Posting of health violations in 
restaurants sought by Pines 


Legislation to require the 
Commissioner of Public Health 
of Massachusetts to notify the 
public of violations of health 
regulations by restaurants, to 
adopt a uniform health in¬ 
spection form and to set stan¬ 
dards for certification of in¬ 
spectors, was heard last by the 
Social Welfare Committee. 

House Bill 5147, sponsored by 
Rep. Lois Pines (D-Newton), is 
directed at assuring that the 
consumer be provided with 
wholesome food. 

Rep. Pines testified: 
“According to the United States 
Public Health Service, there 
were 14,000 reported food 
poisoning cases in the United 
States. These statistics may be 
deceptive, since it appears that 
as many as five to ten times this 
number actually occurred.” 


“It is time that the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
take action to end the 
haphazard approach to control 
and inspection of food service 
establishments across the state. 
The consumer has the right to 
know whether or not a 
restaurant meets sanitary 
conditions established by the 
Department of Public Health. 
We know that many restaurants 
do not meet thise standards,” 
Pines said. 


This legislation would require 
affirmative action to secure 
stringent standards for food 
service establishments across 
the state. 

“Public notification of health 
hazards is critical to the ef¬ 
ficient operation of any health 
inspection system. The health of 
millions of visitors to the 
Commonwealth and the health 
of our own citizens dictates that 
this legislation be passed,” 
stated Rep. Pines.

Life Care

At this point, it seems to me it would be easier to staff 
an elephant through a keyhole than it would be to approve 
the development known as the Life Care Center. 

This proposal, also known as an “elderly hotel” or 
“luxury hotel” sometimes, has graced the docket of the 
Land Use Committee for what seems like an interminable 
length of time. 

And for good reason. 

This plan, more than any other considered by the Board 
of Aldermen in recent history, raises severe policy 
questions for the city, and its discussions and possible 
approval of this plan discussed for more than a year will 
merely set the stage for lawsuits that could impede 
development for more years. 

I see two major objections to this proposal. 

The first is the possible unfairness of rezoning land now

in the most restrictive zoning, Residents A, to the least 
restrictive, Residence E. 

It’s a long way from A to E. And abutters on Stanton 
Avenue have a legitimate gripe when they say this is unfair. 

If zoning changes like this become a policy, the motto of 
all prospective homeowners in Newton would have to be 
“don’t buy a house near any vacant land, no matter what 
it’s zoned.” 

As the developers keep pointing out, there are 
legitimate, operational Life Care Centers scattered all over 
the country that appear to be giving neighbors no unusual 
nightmares. 

It’s at this point the second objection, most frequenUy 
raised by Alderman Joseph McDonnell, enters the picture. 

With one exception, aU of the other Life Care Centers 
are run by churches or other non-profit organizations not in 
the housing business to make money. 

And, as one observer pointed out, the developers of the 
private Life Care Center in Newton must be going to make a 
profit, this must be a good business venture, or what could 
possibly prompt them to fight for more than a year for 
permission to build? 

The developers have consistently avoided answering 
the question of what their profit margin will be and have 
avoided with silence inquiries on whether or not they’d like 
to become a non-profit organization. 

The reluctance on the part of aldermen to approve this 
development should be evident to all by now. If anything 
ever looked like a lost cause, it’s the Life Care Center.

A stiff five-way battle for the Democratic nomination 
for Attorney General is now shaping up between former 
Lieutenant Governor Francis X. Bellotti, former State 
Representative George Sacco, Somerville Mayor S. Lester 
Ralph; former Federal Crime Buster Edward F. 
Harrington of Needham who was endorsed by the Mass. 
Caucus 74; and Norfolk County Register of Probate Barry 
T. Hannon. 

State Representative Paul Guzzi was picked by the 
Caucus to stand against Secretary of State John F.X. 
Davoren in the Democratic primary, but it is not yet clear 
whether there will be any other contenders in that fight. 

Some of the actions before and during the Caucus 
spoasored by the ADA and other liberal organizations at the 
Framingham Town Hall were difficult to understand. 

Both Bellotti and Davoren were invited to seek the 
endorsement of the Caucus and declined. Either could have 
packed the hall with enough of his supporters to have 
gained the endorsement, but neither made the effort. 

Bellotti said, in effect, that he did not believe in con¬ 
ventions and that the Caucus was a form of cpnvention. 
Davoren, a former Speaker of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives and a competent Secretary of State, did 
not explain his dicision not to participate in the Caucus. 

The original purpose of the Caucus was to select one 
candidate to back against Davoren. To this observer it 
seemed that it would have been quite a political coup if 
Davoren had stepped in and gained the endorsement of the 
liberal Caucus. Davoren apparently didn’t think so. 

Ex-Representative George L. Sacco, Jr., of Medford 
submitted himself to the Caucus but made no effort to ob¬ 
tain its endorsement. In fact, Sacco told those attending the 
Caucus that he had intentionally not encouraged his sup¬ 
porters to attend and that he did “not especially seek the 
Caucus endorsement.” That probably cost him the support 
of some on-the-fence delegates who might otherwise have 
voted for him. 

Sacco declared that the reason he himself appeared to 
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address the Caucus was that he wanted them to know him 
better and that he had made a personal commitment to 
present his views to all the people at every opportunity. 

“I come to this Caucus for that purpose-and not 
especially to seek its endorsement,” asserted Sacco, who 
pointed out that his public career began in 1959 when he was 
elected to the Medford School Committee as a reform 
candidate. 

Harrington’s campaign for the Democratic nomination 
for Attorney General unquestionably got a big boost when 
he was endorsed by the Caucus. He had an excellent 
background and record. Whether he has the political 
firepower to contest with candidates of the strength of 
Bellotti and Sacco is a question only time will answer. 

Sacco, incidentally, was first elected to the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives in 1962 and rather 
quickly made his mark in that body, rising to the position of 
vice chairman of the powerful House Ways and Means 
Committee. House Speaker David M. Bartley and a number 
of other legislators are supporting the popular Sacco. 

Newton’s Representative Paul Guzzi, who was 
probably the biggest winner at the Caucus since his two 
opponents there are supporting him, faces an uphill fight 
against Secretary of State Davoren who must be considered 
a favorite to win renomiuation and reelection. 

Boston City Councillor Lawrence S. DiCara was bat¬ 
tling Guzzi almost neck-and-neck when he suddenly with¬ 
drew after the second ballot on which he trailed Guzzi by 
only a small margin. DiCara said he was pulling out of the 
fight because he was “more interested in a reform-oriented 
candidate than I am in my own future.” 

While Secretary of State Davoren declined to attend the 
Caucus, Republican State Senator John M. Quinaln of 
Norwood would have contested for its endorsement if he 
had been allowed to do so. 

Quinlan is seeking the Republican nomination for 
Secretary of State, and this was strictly a Democratic 
Caucus. The only qualification required of the delegates 
was that they be Democrats and . possess the intention of 
voting in next September’s Democratic primary. 

Nevertheless, the colorful Quinlan was eager to match 
strength with Guzzi, DiCara and Representative John A. 
Businger of Brookline. But the sponsors of the Caucus 
wanted no part of Quinlan who was obliged to do his 
campaigning outside the Town Hall where he glad-handed 
visitors as they arrived. 

Representative Guzzl’s father, the late A1 Guzzi, was 
Newton’s first Democratic Alderman at a time when the 
Garden City was solidly Republican. He was a city worker 
and the representative of the union of municipal employees. 
He was a dedicated, hard-working man. 

His son is serving his second term as a State 
Representative from a Newton district. Paul Guzzi 
graduated from Harvard where he was a member of the 
football team. He was the star of the last game of his college 
career-the traditional contest with Yale. 

Democratic members of the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives will be split over the primary fight shaping 
up between Secretary of State Davoren and Representative 
Guzzi. 

The older members, who knew, liked and respected 
Davoren as their Speaker, for the most part will support 
him for renomination. Some of the younger members, who 
were elected to the House after Davoren had moved over to 
suceed Kevin H. White as Secretary of State, wiU back 
Guzzi. 

It should prove a highly interesting contest. _ _ 


Sarge wrong in stand 
on death penalty bill 

Governor Francis W. Sargent helped himself by ac¬ 
complishing the election of a friendly chairman to head the 
Republican State Committee and hurt himself by vetoing a 
controversial death penalty bill. 

Neither actually was a clearcut victory or a decisive 
defeat, and it’s not easy to decide whether Mr. Sargent 
achieved a net gain or sufferend an overall loss. 

This onlooker is disposed to believe that he lost more 
than he gained. 

In fairness, the matter of deciding whether to place the 
death penalty law back on the statute books-whether to 
dust off the electric chair and return it to use-is a difficult 
decision to make. 

This writer, long an opponent of capital punishment and 
the life-for-a-life principle under which a murderer’s life is 
snuffed out in retaliation for the crime he committed, has 
found himself wavering under the impact of kidnappings, 
hijackings, cold-blooded killings and other blood-chilling 
crimes of violence. 

But to this observer Governor Sargent is wrong on one 
big point. As we see it, we should have either an all- 
encompassing death penalty law or no death penalty law at 
all. 

Mr. Sargent declared that he would consider signing a 
bill providing that the murderers of law-enforcement of¬ 
ficers and prison guards be put to death — if the Supreme 
Court rules that such a law would be constitutional 

That’s where we part company with the Governor. It’s 
a terrible thing to kill a police officer or a prison guard, and 
if the threat of death in the electric chair as the punishment 
for such crimes would prove a deterrent to the prospective 
murderers, we’re all for it. 

But killing a prison guard is no worse than gunning 
down the proprietor of a small store who is killed in cold 
blood by a hopped-up bandit while he is working long hours 
to support his family. 

Who is to say that it is a more heinous crime to murder 
one human being than another? Not this reporter certainly! 

Many police officers with whom we have talked are 
embarrassed that Governor Sargent is willing to execute 
the murderer of one of them but not the killer of an ordinary 
citizea They favor a much broader law than does the 
Governor. 

Of course, there are many thousands of people in 
Massachusetts who believe there should be no death 
penalty for any kind of crime. They are disappointed that 
Mr. Sargent is wUling to sign any form of capital punish¬ 
ment bilL Hie irony of it all is that the Supreme Court 
probably will rule any death penalty law unconstitutional 

Meanwhile, the question presumably will not be 
resolved before next November’s election, and it almost 
certainly will be an issue in the election. 

Governor Sargent succeeded in accomplishing the 
election of a Republican State Committee chairman of his 
own choice. That should help him in his maneuverings at 
the unofficial GOP State Convention in June-if one is finally 
held. 

This observer has never seen a more abrasive 
collection of individuals than the members of the 
Republican State Committee. Sarge would have to be a 
diplomat of the ages to get along with them. You might 
think the members of the Republican State Committee 
would be jumping through hoops for a Governor of their 


own party. No way! Sarge should get Henry Kissinger to 
come on to try to make peace with them. 

Back through the years, it has been an accepted fact of 
political life that a Republican Governor picked the 
chairman of the Republican State Committee. Who else? 
Sarge did achieve the election of William Barnstead of 
Arlington by a 45-13 vote. But from the comments of some 
State Committee members, including several women, you 
would have thought it was an outrageous thing, Barnstead, 
incidentally, succeeded Otto Wahlrab who was hostile to the 
Governor. 

Governor Sargent sent a letter to Barnstead in which he 
held out the olive branch. He promised more patronage for 
Republicans. He pledged his support of fund-raising ac¬ 
tivities. He said, in effect, he would help the State Com¬ 
mittee in a number of ways. 

‘Tm looking forward to working with you, Sarge told 
Barnstead at the close of the letter. From the reaction of 
some of the committee members you might have thought 
Sarge had just delivered an ultimatum of all-out war. 

‘ ‘This sounds like a sub-rosa deal between Wahlrab and 
the person who wants in,” declared Marian Hunt of 
Lexington. 

“How did Sargent know Barnstead would be elected 
tonight?” asked Cynthia Barone of Winchester. 

“I resign,” announced Bertha Farnsworth of Franklin- 
Hampshire County. 

“This is the most bagged election I’ve ever seen,” 
asserted GOP Committeeman Theodore Vaitses of Melrose, 
a former State Representative. 

A surprising note of conciliation was voiced by Com¬ 
mitteeman Edward King of West Roxbury who in the past 
has been a sharp and outspoken critic of the Governor. 

King said that “delicate negotiations” between 
Wahlrab and Sargent had made possible a cohesive relation 
between the State Committee and the Governor. He backed 
Barnstead. 

It sounded like Henry Kissinger trying to negotiate a 
truce between the Syrians and Israelis instead of one 
Massachusetts Republican talking to another. But that 
apparently is the way it is in the Bay State GOP these days. 

Witch fired from job 
but quickly reinstated 

Robert G. Williams, 45, prison psychologist at the 
Kansas State Industrial Reformatory, disclosed in an in¬ 
terview published in a Wichita, Kansas, newspaper that he 
believed in and practised witchcraft He was fired from his 
prison job within a matter of days. 

Williams appealed his dismissal to the Kansas State 
Civil Service Commission on the ground that be had been 
fired solely because of his religious belief in witchcraft. 

A prison official testified that he had been dropped from 
his job because he had lost his effectiveness, was distrusted 
and had become the but of jokes at the reformatory after his 
disclosure that he practised witchcraft. 

Several inmates told the Commission they had lost 
rapport with Williams. 

However, the Commission, by a 3-2 vote, ordered 
Williams reinstated in his job after deciding that Williams 
had been fired for his religious belief in witchcraft and that 
prison officials had failed to show he was dismissed for any 
other reason.

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Medicare reform legislation 


To the editor: 

On March 27,1 introduced the Medicare 
Reform Act of 1974 (H.R. 13769) which I feel 
will provide needed services for the aged and 
disabled to insure them full and adequate 
health care and which will greatly reduce 
hospital costs. 

Statistics show that older Americans face 
the highest incidence of illness and disability. 
The out-of-pocket payment for health care 
costs in 1972 by the elderly was three times 
the amount paid by nonsenior citizens. 

It is a recognized fact that limitations 
in various health programs have caused 
many elderly and disabled Americans to go 
without adequate health care because they 
fear that they will incur personal costs that 
they cannot afford. This in turn has caused 
many to wait until they are seriously ill before 
they seek help. I feel that such occurrences 
would be greatly reduced through a more 
comprehensive Medicare program. 

My legislation builds upon the existing 
Medicare program with the aim of improving 
and extending it to a national health plan for 
the aged and disabled. Parts A and B of 
Medicare would be combined into a single 
integrated program. The premium payment 
and the deductible would be removed and 
nominal co-insurance payments would be 
determined by income and the type of ser¬ 
vice. 

A unique feature of the bill would be the 
pre-determination and pre-negotiation of all 
. fees to be charged to Medicare patients by 
physicians and other practitioners. Con¬ 
currently, participants would be required to 
agree to accept the Medicare payment plus 
any co-insurance payments as full charge for 
their service. These factors, I feel, would 
keep medical costs down. 

The bill provides for unlimited inpatient 


and outpatient hospital coverage, unlimited 
skilled nursing facilities services, in¬ 
termediate care facilities services and home 
health care services. Taking into con¬ 
sideration that dental problems, eye trouble 
and the need for prescription drugs all in¬ 
crease in old age, my bill would include 
coverage of most dental care, as well as 
prescription drugs, medically necessary 
devices such as eyeglasses, hearing aids, 
prosthetic devices and walking aids and also 
the services of optometrists, podiatrists and 
chiropractors. There is also a provision for 
the coverage of ambulances and other 
emergency transportation. 

For the first time public employees, 
teachers, policemen and firemen would be 
automatically eligible for Medicare upon 
reaching age 65. All persons aged 65 or older 
would be included. 

Recognizing that some provision must be 
made for insurance in instances of 
catastrophic illness, the measure contains an 
innovative program for catastrophic illness 
insurance based upon an income ceiling. 

The legislation incorporates all present 
Medicare cost control and utilization review 
provisions. The additional costs, upon 
enactment, would be approximately 3 billion. 
This would be met in general revenues and 
there would be no increase in the Social 
Security tax. 

I feel that enactment of this measure 
would provide a security to which the aged 
are entitled. No period of life requires such a 
spectrum of health services as that of old age. 
The current federal and state efforts are 
unable to provide many vital health com¬ 
ponents. The Comprehensive Medicare 
Reform Act of 1974 is designed to meet these 
pressing needs.

Personal speed limits 


Dear Editor 

Last Saturday afternoon, just as I had 
escorted my children across Washington 
street in Newton Comer, a car and an MBTA 
bus sped along Washington street apparently 
engaged in a race to be the first onto the in¬ 
bound access ramp to the turnpike. 

As we watched in disbelief, the race 
ended in a tie, with both vehicles crashing 
through the guard rail. As if this weren’t 
enough, the drivers then engaged in a kicking, 
punching, and “rassling” match, each 
shouting “You tried to kill me.” 

Neither one realized that there were six 
defenseless pedestrians who could more 
easily have been killed. 

But who cares if we had all been run 
over? Who cares that drivers bring their 
murderous and suicidal tendencies into our 
neighborhoods, our sidewalks, and even our 
lawns? Certainly not the City of Newton. 

Neithborhood indignation to pedestrian 
fatalities is cynically bought off by a week or 
two of police traffic surveillance. Certainly 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, which 


has sole power to post speed limits in our 
neighborhoods, doesn’t care. In fact it of¬ 
ficially encourages such reckless driving by 
posting speed limits relative to a median 
speed. The more speeding we have on a 
street, the higher will be the posted speed 
limits. 

What is wrong with this city and this state 
that speeders can set their own speed limit 
even on residential streets, but a hundred 
children walking to school on the same street 
cannot influence it at all? Why is it that people 
can see loss of life and property on their street 
due to reckless driving, and can see obvious 
ways to end it, yet are told by the city and the 
state that nothing will be done to change the 
situation? 

Why does the power of traffic regulation 
rest with people who care more for speeding 
than for human life? Why doesn’t the power of 
traffic regulation belong to elected officials in 
our city who must be responsible to the 
voters?

To the editor: 

In reply to last week’s editorial on the 
awarding of our Distinguished Service 
Award to six politicians in six years: 

Names are placed in nomination by 
members of the general public, and 
judges, drawn from the business com¬ 
munity outside the Jaycees, select the 
D.S.A. recipient. This is by no means a 
“cop-out,” but rather a testimony to the 
impartiality of the judging. Incidentally, 
only one of the nine judges in three years 
has been associated with a political office. 

In my three years as a Jaycee, I have 
been closely associated with the D.S.A. 
program and, quite frankly, the 
“politician” has always had two strikes 
against him (or her). Our first concern 
was the unpleasant thought of our award 
being used for personal gain rather than 
personal enjoyment and the second, as 
your editorial mentioned, is the thought 
that the reward of being voted into office is 
sufficient payment for expended efforts. 

Both of these concerns were expressed 
to the judges before the selections. In 1974, 
we added what we thought might be the 
third strike — a stipulation that only 
service outside one’s normal occupation 
could be taken into consideration for the 
award, thus changing our direction from 
the “outstanding young American” to a 
“volunteer community” servant award. 

It has always been our desire to give 
the “unsung hero” deserving notority. If a 
politician were to win, his or her political 
activities would not be taken into account. 


In tribute to this year’s winner, I list 
Mike Upof’s community contributions 
outside his Aldermanic duties:

Marr said that he did not believe that the 
School Department needed the full $649,000, 
since on the basis of a salary estimate he had 
done for one month that proved to be accurate 
to within a few hundred dollars, he feels the 
actual money needed is more like $500,000. 

I^arry Marino, Marr’s assistant, met with 
Vienneau Tuesday afternoon to try to 
reconcile the discrepancy in estimates of 
money needed.

Vienneau wouldn’t listen.” 

Vienneau said on Wednesday that he ex¬ 
pects and "hopes” that the shortage of money 
and its consequences will be the subject of 
next Monday’s School Committee meeting.

Weights and Measures ($23,230)—No 
change. 

Civil Defense ($12,816)—Cut $744. 

City Physician ($20,820)—Cut $975. 
Health Department ($637,215)—Cut 
$1,369, with $70,500 put in budget reserve for 
the Newton Guidance Clinic; $50,500 was 
allowed outright. 

Veterans’ Services ($187,545)—Cut 
$10,820.

apparently hoping to reaffirm the failure to 
change the zone. 

The entire debate was punctuated by 
amendments offered as further safeguards to 
the future residents of the Life Care Center, 
the neighborhood, and the zoning laws of the 
city. 

Requiring residents’ association, 
minimum staffing requirements, requiring 
the deeveloper to pave a portion of Stanton 
Avenue were among those passed. 

A move to reduce the number of units from 
179 to 160 failed. 

Added to the 16 conditions already im¬ 
posed on the project is a termination 
agreement which spells out in detail a 
schedule of refunds to be given a tenant upon 
his or her departure from the Life Care 
Center, up to five years after occupancy of the 
apartment. 

The Life Care Center developers, Dr. 
Edwin Guiney and Arthur Ullian, will provide 
a one-room apartment for an initial fee of 
$10,000, plus $3,900 a year for food and rent. 

One abutter to the proposed building fias 
threatened to bring court action if the Life 
Care Center is approved.

order a tree cut down if the tree is judged to be a danger of 
an obstruction. 

The ban against cutting down trees on a designated 
scenic road is pertinent only when street maintenance or 
construction is being done, Levine said, and was upheld by 
Hallisey. 

Obermayer’s lawyers, Joseph T. Fahy and Francis J. 
Lawlor, indicated that they would try to obtain the $100,000 
bond to keep in effect the restraining order preventing the 
tree from being removed. Obermayer was not present in 
court Tuesday. 

Levine said there will still be a trial on "the merits of 
the city’s actions,” which he expects to take place in the 
next week. 

Obermayer and Samuel Robbins, of 300 Prince St., 
were scheduled to appear at the trial at Newton District 
Court today (Thursday). 

Obermayer was charged by Newton police with assault 
wjth a dangerous weapon, and Robbins was charged by a 
Forestry Department employee with threat to do bodily 
harm in connection with an incident March 14, when the two 
men tried to prevent the cutting down of the tree. 

Forestry Department personnel arrived to remove the 
tree ahead of time, according to Public Works Director 
Richard Dudman, who had expected to talk to Obermayer 
about the tree that day. 

Obermayer, seeing the men working on the tree, called 
the police and argued with the men, and when these 
measures failed, allegedly jumped into the sky worker truck 
and rocked it back and forth by shifting gears.

Consumer credit law to be 
strengthened by Fishman 


Senator Irving Fishman (D- 
Newton) is working to 
strengthen the consumer credit 
law by requiring creditors to 
divulge the contents of adverse 
reports to the consumers. 

"The Fair Credit Reporting, 
land mark consumer legislation 
which I successfully fought for 
in 1971, does not go far enough in 
protecting the rights of in¬ 
dividuals,” Fishman said. 

Under the current law in¬ 
dividuals are not informed 
when their credit ratings are 
downgraded or adverse reports 
are entered into their files. 
Furthermore, individuals are 
denied the opportunity to see 
exactly what information is 
contained in their consumer 
credit files. 

Fishman is sponsoring 
legislation designed to correct 
these problems. One bill would 
require credit reporting 
agencies to notify consumers 
whenever their credit ratings 


are downgraded or adverse 
reports are placed in their 
credit files. 

The companion bill, co¬ 
sponsored with Rep. David 
Mofenson of Newton, specifies 
that "whenever credit or in¬ 
surance for personal, family, or 
household purposes or em¬ 
ployment involving a consumer 
is denied or terminated, or a 
consumer’s credit rating has 
been changed, or the charge for 
such credit or insurance is 
increased either wholly or 
partly because of information 
contained in a consumer report 
from a consumer reporting 
agency, the user of the con¬ 
sumer report shall so advise the 
consumer against whom such 
adverse action has been taken 
and supply the name and ad¬ 
dress of the consumer reporting 
agency making a report, and 
shall divulge to the consumer 
the contents of such consumer 
report or furnish the consumer 
with a copy thereof.”

Chess 

Chatter

Article one of the laws of chess state 'chess is played 
between two opponents. . .and yet there Is nothing to 
prevent Individuals to Join and call themselves a team and 
play against other teams. 

The usual number of players is five, and such a match 
is naturally called a team match. The best player is called 
'Board One’, down to the lowest board five player. 
Worldwide, the official chess federation FIDE holds a 
tournament of teams from different nations every two 
years called the chess Olympics for the world team title. 
Here In Boston recently, the Prudential Insurance Com¬ 
pany sponsored the annual five-man High School team titles 
for Eastern Massachusetts. 

Newton South fielded a team which consisted of Daniel 
Shiman on top board with a USCF rating of (1668), Captain 
Jason Arbeiter (1564), Ittai Kan (1377), Michael Kan (1300) 
and John Hooker (1256). South’s team rating, the average, 
was 1435 which seeded them 4th behind Boston Latin (1626), 
Waltham (1541), and Marblehead (1496). 

South started strong in the five-round tournament held 
over the March 16-17 weekend. They beat Milton 5-0, 
knocked off Watertown 4^-4%, downed higher Marblehead 
3^-1%, and drew top seeded Latin in round four. In the 
critical fifth, with first place still in grasp, they lost to BC 
High narrowly, 2-3. South therefore finished tied for 4th, 
while Waltham came in first 5-0, BC High second 4-1, and 
South scored 3V4-1H. 

Ittai Kan, playing South’s 3rd board, distinguished 
himself by scoring a perfect 5-0, thus winning the all-around 
3rd board prize. Daniel Shiman also remained undefeated 
with four draws and a win, while Arbeiter finished 4-1, 
Michael Kan 2-3 and John Hooker 2-3. South played well, 
except In the last round where some good chances were 
missed as shown in this week’s game. 

From round five, Michael Kan as White takes on Paul 
Sbardelli of BC High. Sbardelli, ironically enough, lives in 
Newton and has won the city tournament two years in a 
row. Of course Black’s 19. . .Q-Kl is a blunder, but White 
also erred with 25 P-KN3, allowing the Black Knight to 
penetrate. As shown in the diagram, Black picks up his 
material with the check N-K7 on his 28th. His fine 33. . .Q- 
Q4ch swaps off the last remaining White hopes, and easily 
will win the 5-3 pawn ending. BC High certainly lucked out 
here! 

CHESS SHORTS: The annual Newton Speed Tour¬ 
nament is on April 10. Details in two weeks. Arthur Lewis 
and John Melngailus are both 4-0 in the city championship 
and have a twice-adjourned game to finish. It is decisive to 
the winner.

The Passover celebration, which this year 
begins at sundown on Saturdiay, April 6, is a 
warm blend of tradition and ritual. Considered a 
home holiday, the first two nights are spent with 
the family in an elaborate feast, called the Seder. 

The story of Exodus is read from the 
Haggadah, a guide book which utilizes ritual, 
song and representative foods to recall the 
exodus of the Israelites from their bondage in 
Egypt Foods eaten during Passover differ from 
those of the rest of the year because of the 
prohibition against leaven. Foods containing 
baking powder, baking soda and yeast are for¬ 
bidden, as well as such legumes as dried peas, 
dried beans and grains. 


The usual flours are replaced with matzo 
meal and matzo meal cake flour (finely ground 
matzo meal) and potato flour.

CRISPY MATZO BREI 
4 sheets matzos 
Hot water 
2 eggs, beaten 
4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon pepper

For some, the holiday would not be complete 
without their favorite breakfast Matzo Brei, a 
matzo omelet You can serve it “as is” or with a 
mixture of sugar and cinnamon, sour cream, 
spicy stewed fruit or jelly. Actually, there is no 
one “right” way to prepare this dish — like 
scrambled eggs, Matzo Brei can be creamier or 
crisper depending upon the cook’s inclination

2 tablespoons chopped parsley

Saute onion in oil until tender. Beat egg yolks 
with cold water, salt and pepper. Gradually beat 
in onion.

Stir about V 4 of egg whites into batter, fold in rest 
lightly. Turn into ungreased, unlined 10 x 4-inch 
tube pan. Bake in preheated 325 degree oven for 1 
hour and 20 minutes, or until cake tester comes 
out clean. To cool cake, invert pan and place the 
tube over the neck of a bottle so it is raised above 
table. When cooled completely, loosen cake with 
a spatula and remove from pan.

44 to 54 cups tRfeifted flour 
4 cup sugar 
14 teaspoons salt' 

2 pkgs. active dry ys^t 
4 cup milk 
4 cup water 
Vi cup (4 stick) marga 
2 eggs (at room tempera t|fe) 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 


In large bowl thoroughly mix dfie and two- 
thirds cups flour, sugar, salt and MjUssolved 
active dry yeast. Combine milk, ™er and 
margarine in a saucepan. Heat over w heat 
until liquids are warm. (Margarine do^ not 
need to melt) Gradually add to dry ingn 
and beat for 2 minutes at medium speeflfrpf 
electric mixer, scraping bowl occasionally, 
eggs, vanilla and 4 cup flour, or enough flour \ 
make a thick batter. Beat at high speed for 
minutes, scraping bowl occasionally. Stir in 
enough additional flour to make a soft dough. 
Turn out onto lightly floured board; knead until 
smooth and elastic, about 8 to 10 minutes. Place 
in greased bowl, turning to grease top. Cover; let 
rise in warm place, free from drafts, until 
doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. Punch dough 
down; turn out onto lightly floured board. Divide 
dough in half. Roll each half into an 18 x 0-inch 
oblong. Brush with melted margarine. Combine 
14 cups sugar, two-thirds cup seedless raisins 
and 2 teaspoons ground cinnamon. Sprinkle 4 
over each piece of dough. Roll each up as for 
jelly roll to make 18-inch rolls. Seal edges firmly. 
Cut each roll into 12 pieces, about 14 inches 
wide. Place, cut side up, in 2 greased 9-inch 
round cake pans or 2 greased 9-inch square pans. 
Cover; let rise in warm place free from drafts, 
until doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. Bake in 350 
degree oven about 25 minutes, or until done. 


Remove from pans and cool on wire racks. Serve 
plain or frost with confectioners’ sugar frosting 
and sprinkle with sliced nuts.

14 teaspoons salt 

Vi teaspoon pepper 
Vi teaspoon paprika 

2 tablespoons flour 
14 cups boiling water 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 teaspoons sugar 

Lightly brown the onions in the fat. Add the 
liver and cook over medium heat for 5 minutes. 
Sprinkle with salt, pepper, and paprika and 
flour. Add the water, lemon juice and sugar, 
stirring constantly until mixture reaches the 
boiling point. Cook over low heat for 5 minutes. 
Taste for seasoning and serve with Spaetzel.

Answer: Your husband is sure to enjoy this 
old world dish. It’s best to buy as large a head of 
cabbage as possible for easy rolling around the 
meat mixture; and the seasoning of the sauce is 
a matter of personal preference. 


STUFFED CABBAGE 

1 large head cabbage, 2-3 pounds 

2 pounds ground beef 
2 eggs, beaten 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

2 tablespoons molasses 
1 cup water 

1 can tomato soup 

1 small can tomato sauce 
Juice of 2 lemons 

4 cup brown sugar 
4 cup granulated sugar 
Vi cup raisins 

Trim core of cabbage. Place cabbage in 
large pot one-third full of water. Cover and allow 
cabbage to simmer for 15 minutes. Cabbage 
leaves will then separate easily. Trim thick 
membrane of cabbage leaf. In bowl, combine 
meat, eggs, salt and pepper. Place a heaping 
tablespoon of meat mixture on cabbage leaf and 
roll, tucking in sides. Place rolled cabbage in 
pressure cooker or large pot; cover with 
molasses, tomato soup, sauce, lemon juice, 
raisins, sugars, salt and water. If using pressure 
cooker, cook for 15 minutes. If using pot, bring to 
boil; lower heat and cook for 4 hour. Remove 
rolled cabbage to a roasting pan; cover with 
sauce and allow to brown in a 350 degree oven for 
1 hour.

CHINESE CHICKEN AND ALMONDS 

2 whole chicken breasts, boned, cut into 1- 
inch pieces 

1 egg white 

4 stalks celery, cut up

12 water chestnuts, cut in fourths 
1 teaspoon sherry 
1 teaspoon monosodium glutamate 
4 cup toasted almonds, slivered 
Vi cup water mixed with 1 tbs. cornstarch 

Mix salt, egg white, sherry, cornstarch 
together and put chicken pieces in and stir. Set 
aside. Heat 2 teaspoons oil until very hot. Add 
celery and water chestnuts and stir oc¬ 
casionally; add 4 teaspoon salt and M.S.G. 
Cook, stirring for 3 minutes. Remove from pan. 
Heat remaining oil and drop in chicken pieces, 
cooking until they turn a very light color. Add 
vegetable mixture and fry quickly, stirring 
constantly, for 1 minute; add water mixture and 
bring to a boil. Serve immediately with toasted 
almonds sprinkled over all. Serves 4.

as “Mother Lupus” because of 
her Intelligent and impassioned 
work to increase awareness of 
the need for more medical 
research on lupus. Her ex¬ 
perience with the disease is 
chronicled in an article "Ordeal 
Into Triumph” in the current 
issue of the Newton-Wellesley 
Quarterly, published by 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 

Lupus is described in the 
Quarterly article aa "one of the 
more lurid faces of arthritis.” 
Technically, it is a chronic 
inflammatory disease which 
affects the blood vessels and 
connective tissues. It can start, 
the article continues, with skin 
rashes and joint pain inflamed 
by exposure to the sun. The 
disease becomes most 
dangerous when it spreads to 
such vital organs as the heart, 
liver, kidneys or brain. 

Lupus, for reasons unknown, 
is most common in young 
women in their child-bearing 
years. Five thousand die of it 
each year and 50,000 new cases 
come to medical attention in a 
similar span. 


Mrs. Aladjem's lupus has 
been in remission for 15 years. 
Her crusading work to promote 
awareness of the strange 
disease has continued 
unabated. Lupus is a curious 
disease because it mimics 
characteristics of other 


“The lupus patient charac¬ 
teristically may feel at war with 
herself, her body a battleground 
spawning one extraordinry 
symptom after anotber-one 
moment at ease, the next in 
torment. Not only is the patient 
at a loss to understand it, but 
her family and her doctors may 
be even less comprehending 
and tolerant. 

Mrs. Aladjem’s book about 
her experience with lupus, "The 
Sun Is My Enemy,” is, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Frederick J. 
Stare of Harvard’s School of 
Public Health, "a brilliantly 
lucid account of...the patient’s 
own agonizing problem in 
coming to grips with a strange 
and frightening illness.

electronic device permitting 
blind people to “read” ordinary 
inkprint through translation of a 
visual image to a tactile image. 

St. Paul's Rehabilitation 
Center was the first facility in 
the country to offer 
rehabilitation to blinded 
civilians. St. Raphael’s 
Geriatric Adjustment Center is 
the first rehabilitation program 
in the nation specifically for 
elderly blind people. 

Trainees come to the Carroll 
Center primarily from 
Massachusetts and other New 
England states, but have also 
come from nearly every other 
state as well as Norway, Kenya, 
Sweden, Rhodeisa and other 
[ foreign countries. 


Mrs. Sargent visited with 
staff and trainees in each of the 
Carroll Center programs and 
saw a program of slides 
depicting Carroll Center work. 
She expressed particular in¬ 
terest in the latest develop¬ 
ments in rehabilitation here — 
los vision training and 
prevocational evaluation. 

Low-vision training is 
essential to the legally blind 
person with useful residual 
sight. Following evaluation and 
prescription of aids at a low- 
vision clinic, instructor and 
trainee must work closely to 
insure success in using aids. 
Use of closed circuit television 
may be taught as a reading 
technique. New vision habits 


may have to be learned in order 
to make optimal use of special 
monocular telescopes for 
reading signs. 

Prevocational evaluation is 
now part of our basic program 
in insure the return of the 
blinded adult to employment 
whenever possible. Diagnostic 
testing of skills and interests 
provides an important first step 
back to the job, whether in the 
same field or to a new career. 

Mrs. Sargent said after her 
visit, “It was very impressive to 
be able to see the wonderful 
rehabilitation being done with 
both the newly blind and with 
those who have had years of 
impairment.”

More than 2 million couples 
will be married this year. While 
most will have a traditional 
service, a growing number of 
young people are revising 
ceremonies to suit their own 
tastes and lifestyles. 

One of the things most often 
changed, says the American 
Music Conference, is the 
couple’s selection of musical 
instruments to set the mood. 

At a recent ceremony in 
Chicago, the bride walked down 
the aisle to "Song for Diane,” 
which was especially composed 
for her by the prospective 
groom. 

In other cases, where a more 
traditional selection of music 
has been made, the couple has 
chosen to complement the 
organ with violins, recorders, 
flutes, guitars or even a jazz 
combo composed of bass, piano 
and drums. 

Often, the bridal pair will 
forego use of professional 
musicians and call on friends to 
perform. One couple, who were 
married in a rustic moun¬ 
tainside ceremony, had friends 
perform on guitar and two 
recorders 

While the selection of some of 
these instruments still strikes 
us as exotic, many of them have 
traditionally been used in non- 


Wes tern wedding ceremonies. 

Drums, for example, are 
integral parts of wedding rites 
in many African and Arabic 
cultures. 

During marriage ceremonies 
in Nigeria, women ac¬ 
company themselves on 
large inverted calabash bowls— 
some beaten with the hands and 
some with sticks—while they 
sing a song advising men to 
investigate the character of 
their prospective mates. 

In Egypt and other Islamic 
countries, a drum made of a 
wooden hoop and two skins is 
played exclusively by women as 
part of the ritual. The use of the 
drums is in keeping with 
Mohammed’s instructions in 
the Koran—"Publish the 
marriage and beat the drum.” 

In the Dalama region of 
Sweden, a tradition evolved of 
having fiddlers play for wed¬ 
dings. Even today, these 
ceremonies are conducted with 
the assistance of several fid¬ 
dlers. While one plays the 
melodic line, the others im¬ 
provise so that the music is ever 
changing. 

While the wedding service 
may change, one thing is cer¬ 
tain-old or new, traditional or 
modern—all rituals include 
music as a uniquely expressive 
part of the ceremony.

areas can build their own solar 
home heaters in half a day for 
$ 100 . 

The setup works like a forced 
hot air heating system. Air is 
forced out of the house with a 
fan into a huge bag on the 
ground or roof outside — then 
back inside. Rays of the sun 
permeate the walls of the bag, 
and the air inside can zoom up 
to 90 degrees hotter than the 
outside temperature. As long as 
the sun shines. 

Other ways to capture the 
sun’s heat are being explored. 
Solar farms in the Southwest 
desert — thousands of acres 
covered with sun-absorbing 
surfaces — are now being 
suggested as possible heating 
sources to help make steam for 
power plants. Also under 
consideration are solar stations 
that would orbit the earth, 
converting the sun’s rays to 
electrical energy and sending it 
back to earth by microwaves. 

Architects are taking the sun 
more into account. How much 
energy buildings require for 
heating, cooling and lighting 
can depend to a large extent on 
what sun-absorbing metals and 
materials are used in con¬ 
struction. And angles at which 
buildings are erected can help 
prevent — or aid — penetration 
from the sun.

A. You may use Form 1040A 
for any amount of income from 
wages, salaries, tips, interest or 
dividends. If you use it you must 
take the Standard Deduction 
instead of itemizing deductions. 

This is the first year I’m 
paying tax on my pension in¬ 
come.

Q. Am I entitled to special 
benefits because I'm a student? 

A. No. Special exemption 
rules apply to other people who 
claim their children who are 
full-time students, but the 
students themselves receive no 
special benefits pertaining to 
ordinary income. 

Q. I do a lot of driving for the 
Boys Club.

Q. Since I was single most of 
the year and earned all my 
income before I was married, 
can I file as single rather than 
married?

Q. My aunt takes care of my 
two children while I’m at work. 

How much of what I pay her can 
I deduct? 

A. None. Payments to 
relatives for child care are not 
deductible. 

Q. I found out some stock I 
own has been worthless since 
1972. When should I deduct this 
loss? 

A. A loss from worthless stock 
is deductible only in the year in 
which it is determined to be 
worthless. 

Q. I have income of over 
$25,009. Can I use the short 
form?

The energy crisis may change 
the shape of our skylines. 

Architects and construction 
engineers are revising their 
blueprints these days. The 
electricity required just to 
operate buildings consumes 50 
percent of all the electricity 
produced in the United States, 
says the Norfolk County- 
Newton Lung Association. 

Take the giant energy guz¬ 
zler, the World Trade Center in 
New York. This 110-story 
building alone consumes as 
much electricity per year as a 

##■ 


city with a population of 100,000. 
None of the windows open. 
There are no Individual swit¬ 
ches to turn off lights. 

Fifty percent of all electrical 
energy in new buildings goes to 
provide artificial light which in 
turns throw's off excessive heat 
which must be cooled with more 
energy. Some lighting systems 
in new buildings can never be 
turned off. Sealed windows 
waste energy, since windows 
could be opened at night or in 
moderate temperatures when 
neither artificial heating nor 
cooling would be needed.

VA offers advice

Asserting that impeachment

Presidents,” says the New 
England Committee for 
Impeachment Action (NECIA). 

According to its organizers, 
the Town Meeting will be ad¬ 
dressed by several speakers on 
issues of presidential power, 
foreign policy, the causes of the 
economic crisis, and the 
domestic victims of the Nixon 
Administration. In addition, 
citizens will be invited to testify 
from the floor about the effects 
of Nixon policies on their lives.

Barnet, co-director of the 
Institute for Policy Studies in 
Washington, D.C., and Hubert 
Jones, associate professor of 
Urban Planning at MIT and 
chairman of the Massachusetts 
Advocacy Center. 

The New England Committee 
for Impeachment Action 
represents a number of political 
organizations, including the 
MIT Peace Coalition, Citizens 
for Participation in Political 
Action, Indochina Peace 
Campaign, and the Union for 
Radical Political Economics.

The Veterans 
Administration, mindful of the 
spring home-buying season, 
cautions veterans with thoughts 
of selling homes purchased 
with G.I. home loans, to get 
. “releases of liability” from VA 
if their loan is to be assumed by 
the buyer. 

The VA said at Boston this 
week that unless a veteran asks 
for and receives a “release 
from liability” from the VA 
office which guaranteed his 
home loan, he will be liable for 
payment in the event of default 
by the purchaser. 

Getting a “release from 
further liability” is simple, 
officials noted, provided certain 
conditions are met: 

the veteran’s loan must be 
current. 

the purchaser must agree to 
assume the vereran’s liabilities. 

the prospective purchaser 
must be a good credit risk. 

income must be sufficient to 
cover payments on G.I. loan. 

It was pointed out, however, 
that a “release of liability” does 
not automatically restore G.I. 


loan entitlement the veteran 
used to purchase the home he 
sold. 

VA may restore entitlement 
only under certain conditions —: 
mostly those which the agency: 
considers “compelling 
reasons” for disposing of the 
property. 

At any rate, officials urged 
veterans who plan to sell G.I. 
homes (subject to the veterans’ 
mortgage) to apply for a 
“release” from the VA office 
which guaranteed their loans 
before finalizing sales.

North gains 5-4 
victory in opener

Newton North baseball teams have 
seldom needed a lot of hits to win ball games. 
And this year’s team is no different. 

The Tigers capitalized on an error and a 
wild pitch in the last of the ninth inning to win 
its 1974 opener, 5 to 4, against Revere Monday 
at Lincoln Park. 

Newton managed only five hits, but 
tallied on bunts and opponents’ miscues. 

After Revere tied the game at 4-4 in the 
top of the ninth, junior Bob Cunningham 
singled with one out for the Tigers in the 
bottom of the inning. 

An errant pick-off attempt advanced 
Cunningham to second base, and a ground 
ball to the infield moved him to third. With 
Bob Kinsella at the plate, the Revere pitcher 
threw high and Cunningham scored the 
winning run. 

Junior John Carey was Newton’s starting 
pitcher. He pitched out of a bases loaded, one 
out situation in the top of the first, but Revere 
struck for two runs in the third inning. 

A single and an error put Revere runners 
at first and second. After a sacrifice bunt, a 
pop single to left field scored the first Revere 
run. Steve DiBenedetto then replaced Carey 
and Joe Festa singled to left for a second run. 
DiBenedetto retired the next two batters on a 
strike-out and a ground out. 

Newton scored four runs in the fourth 


inning with only two hits. Senior John Con¬ 
nolly led off with a walk. Keith Glasser bunted 
to the pitcher and a low throw to second put 
runners on first and second. 

DiBenedetto also bunted, and when the 
pitcher had trouble handling the ball, the 
bases were loaded. 

Joe Rodina grounded to the third 
baseman, but the throw to the plate to stop 
Newton’s lead runner came too late. The 
bases remained loaded and the Tigers trailed 
2 - 1 . 

Junior Dana Foley bounced out to 
shortstop, but Glasser scored the tieing run. 
Sophomore Ed Aucoln followed with a 
squeeze bunt and DiBenedetto scored from 
third base. This left runners at first and third 
with one out. 

Ijeft fielder Jack Ryan provided the in¬ 
ning’s final run with a double to center field. 
Ryan, who also singled in the first inning, was 
the only Newton player with two hits in the 
game. 

A throwing error gave Revere one run in 
the seventh inning. The visitors entered the 
final frame trailing 4-3. 

DiBenedetto, who relieved twice in the 
game, was on the mound in the ninth Inning. 
After two were out, Tony Belmonte singled to 
center field. Festa followed with a fly ball that 
fell between two fielders in center field, and 
Belmonte scored Revere's fourth run. 

Belmonte had four hits in the game and 
Festa produced three.

Board asks restoration 
of youth hockey funds 

The Board of Aldermen has passed unanimously a 
resolution offered by Aid. Richard Bullwinkle requesting 
Mayor Theodore Mann to restore the $11,000 asked by the 
Recreation Department for its contribution to the Newton 
Youth Hockey Association 1974-75 budget. 

The mayor allowed $6,500 from the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment toward the NYHA budget, which this year is expected 
to be more than $70,000. 

The Newton Youth Hockey association is a private 
organization that is supported by fees from the over 500 
participants, plus various fund raising events. 

The resolution points out that "the Newton Youth Hockey 
program has been and is doing an outstanding job in 
providing recreation for well over 550 of Newton’s children 
on a purely volunteer basis, and the city of Newton does not 
furnish athletic facilities of any kind in this area.” 

The intent of the resolution is the expansion of the 
program and the provision of scholarship assistance to 
about 150 additional children who cannot participate 
because of the $75 fee, which will increase next year.

"C'mon baby, let's go kid!"

A part of baseball encouraged by nearly 
every coach is chatter by his players on the 
bench and in the field. 

It is questionable whether people actually 
listen to what they say. Mostly, they hear a lot 
of noise. 

The language of baseball is almost a 
series of rituals. Nearly every action which a 
batter can make at the plate has a stock reply 
which batters shout. 

A newcomer to the game first learns that 
everyone on the field Is named either “baby” 
or "kid.” As soon as anyone enters the bat¬ 
ter’s box one bench begins to shout "c’mon 
baby, let’s go.” 

As soon as the batter swings at a pitch he 
is told that he took a "nice cut.” If he hap¬ 
pened to hit a foul ball we learn that he 
deserves praise for having gotten "a piece of 
the ball.” 

If a batter declines to&njng at a pitch and 
the umpire calls it a ball, Tils teammates 
commend the batter’s vision. "Nice eye, 
baby, nice eye,” the shouts ring out. 

When he hits another foul ball, the batter 
is implored to "straighten it out,” the 
assumption apparently being that he has now 


demonstrated his power and now needs only 
to direct it. 

If the batter finally hits the ball In fair 
territory but grounds out to an infielder, he is 
often praised for the "hustle” that carried 
him down the first base line. If he flies out to 
an outfielder, he will be commended for 
"tagging the ball.” 

Even if the batter strikes out, he may 
have again taken "a nice cut.” 

If a player is talking to an opponent, he is 
not as apt to be comforting. The most 
frequently Insulted players are pitchers. 

A major role of a batting team’s bench is 
to attempt to distract the pitcher. If no 
specific insult can be thought of, a player on 
the bench may simply scream "hey chuck!” 
until the end of a half inning. 

In the course of a game, a pitcher is likely 
to be compared to a little leaguer, a girl and a 
pitching machine. He may be called "a 
clown,” "a fool,” or "a nothin’.” If he wears 
glasses, his ability to see may be questioned. 

If the pitcher begins to doubt his stature 
or ability, he can turn to the other side of the 
field for support. From there he is likely to 
hear the cry which seems to never cease, no 
matter what the situation is.

pulling him out of the truck.” 

“The truck banged Into 
reverse,” Gingrass testified. 
“I heard the saw bang against 
the bucket and I looked up and 
saw Mr. Machain hanging 
over a limb.” 

“It never entered my mind 
he would get in the truck,” 
Gingrass said of Obermayer. 

Obermayer, when he 
testified, explained: “I said it 
was illegal to cut down the 
tree. I went to the passenger 
side of the truck, opened the 
door and leaned in to see what 
controls were inside. I saw a 
brake and a gearshift. I 
jiggled the gearshift and the 
truck vibrated.” 

Forestry crew members 
testified the truck “lurched,” 
moved a couple of inches; and 
the defendant maintained the 
truck only “vibrated.” 

It was established that when 
someone is working up in a 
cherry picker in a tree, the 


truck is held firm by 
outriggers and bricks are 
placed under the rear tires. 
The only controls for raising 
and lowering the bucket are in 
the bucket itself. 

There was also a difference 
of opinion over how high the 
bucket was off the ground. 
Machain maintained it was 
about 30 feet up while Ober¬ 
mayer said it was about 12 feet 
off the ground. 

Machain testified that the 
came “pretty close” to falling 
out of the three foot deep 
bucket when the motion oc¬ 
curred. 

“I pulled my back and 
bumped my head on the 
limb,” he testified. 

Machain said he was treated 
at Waltham Hospital and has 
not been allowed yet to return 
to work.

City owes 
state 


Schools 
get money 
for salaries 

The threatened cutback in 
school activities will not be 
necessary, School Committee 
Chairman Eleanor Rosen- 
blum said this week, after the 
aldermanic Finance Com¬ 
mittee agreed to recommend 
appropriation of $528,000 for 
teachers’ salaries. 

Because the School Com¬ 
mittee did not include 
negotiated salary increases in 
the last (18-month) budget, 
the School Department found 
itself some $649,000 short of 
money for teachers’ June 
salaries, and no one in the city 
could see where it might come 
from. 

Despite denials of crisis, 
plans were being made for 
cutbacks in all community 
school programs, athletics, 
and other noneducational 
activities after April 1 in order 
to save enough to pay 
teachers. 

All city department heads 
were alerted to inform the 
administration as to how 
much money the various city 
departments expected to turn 
back to the surplus fund by the 
end of the fiscal year (June 
30), and Larry Marino, 
assistant to Comptroller 
Arthur Marr, studied School 
Department salary accounts 
for possible unexpended 
funds. 

Marino was able to reduce 
the amount needed by $120,000 
by locating that amount in 
salary accounts that would not 
be used, and Chief Ad¬ 
ministrative Officer James 
Salter located $528,000 that 
would probably be available 
for transfers by June.

The assault and battery 
charges against Arthur S. 
Obermayer of West Newton 
will go to the Middlesex 
County Grand Jury. 

Special Justice Monte G. 
Basbas, at a probable cause 
hearing last week, ruled there 
was sufficient evidence on the 
charge to send the matter to 
the higher court. 

The 42-year-old Obermayer, 
a research chemist and 
president of his own firm, was 
charged with assault and 
battery with a dangerous 
weapon (a truck) after he 
tried to stop a city forestry 
crew from cutting down a 
diseased sugar maple tree in 
front of his home at 239 
Chestnut St. on March 14, and 
allegedly caused injury to the 
forestry worker who was 
working up in the tree at the 
time. 

It could now take as long as 
six months before the Grand 
Jury hears the case. 

The two-hour probable 
cause hearing, which, Judge 
Basbas stressed, is used to 
determine how much evidence 
there is supporting the charge, 
not the guilt or innocence of 
the defendant, included 
testimony from Obermayer 
and three members of the city 
forestry crew. 

The related case of Samuel 
H. Robbins of 300 Prince St., 
West Newton, was postponed 
until April 22. Robbins is 
charged with “threats to do 
bodily harm” and allegedly 
also threatened these forestry 
crew members. 

Members of the city forestry 
crew testified that they were 
sent to cut down the tree in 
question by Forestry 
Superintendent Frank 
Larrabee March 14 and were 
confronted by Obermayer 
while removing limbs from 
the tree. 

Wilfred Gingrass, foreman 
of the forestry crew involved, 
said Obermayer came out of 
his house and “told me to stop 
cutting down the tree.” 

Gingrass said Obermayer 
then went back into his house. 

Gingrass said crew member 
Gene Machain was up in the 
cherry picker, “the bucket,” 
cutting limbs off the tree at 
the time. 

Gingrass recounted that he 
saw Obermayer come back 
out of the house. 

“He walked in front of me .. 

and then I saw two men

At a special meeting last week the 
Board of Aldermen zipped through almosl 
$850,000 in budget cuts and passed a total 
city budget for 1974-75 of $61,289,525.31. 

Real estate taxes may be expected tc 
increase at least $10 per thousand dollars 
valuation over the current rate of $134.60. 

Taxes were cut last year by $5, from 
the all-time high of $139.60. 

The budget increase over the last 12 
months of the past 18-month budget is 
about 11 per cent. 

The city will have to raise in taxes only 
about $60 million because $1.2 million in 
federal revenue sharing will be used to 
reduce taxes. 

The Board of Aldermen cut the budget 
a total of about $1.6 million and put some 
$612,000 into budget reserve, a contingency 
fund which cannot be spent without an 
appropriation approved by the Board. 

The most significant cuts in the budget 
were made in the Street Department, 
which was cut by more than $700,000 
overall, due in large measure to the efforts 
of Aid. David Cohen. 

In the following summary the figures 
in parentheses show the original amount in 
the mayor’s requested budget. 

Recreation Department ($639,452) — 
Cut $41,926. 

Public Works Department ($49,248) - 
Cut $1,125, and the salaries for Public 


Works director, industrial engineer and 
secretary (totaling $45,460) were put into 
budget reserve. The fate of the department 
is unknown after the expected departure 
next week of Director Richard Dudman. 
The Public Works Department has been 
subjected to a reorganization, not yet fully 
discussed or approved by the Board of 
Aldermen, which would see Gene Larson, 
present Public Buildings Commissioner, 
head of a combined building-public works 
department. 

Engineering Department ($398,973) — 
Cut $1,487. 

Street Department ($8,622,065) — Cut 
$467,000, with $249,000 put into budget 
reserve. The labor budget alone was cut 
$350,000 by eliminating the practice of 
carrying the same labor personnel both in 
regular street accounts and in the snow- 
and-ice-removal account. 

When $14,150 was cut from “main¬ 
tenance of sidewalks and curbs,” Aid. 
David Jackson moved to restore the 
amount. He described Newton sidewalks 
as “the most atrocious anywhere,” and 
said, “We should be doing double sidewalk 
maintenance. We pay the money several 
times over in claims against the city.” His 
motion lost. 

The aldermen left intact $2,500 for a 
cedar fence to be erected around the leaf 
composting area, while cutting other 
dump costs. 

Although the city has said the in¬ 


cinerator will be closed down next year, 
$80,000 was put into budget reserve for 
upkeep and repairs. Jackson questioned 
the deletion of another $38,000 for this 
purpose. Another $49,000 was allowed for 
incinerator supplies and materials. 

Water Department ($965,502) — Cut 
$41,063. 

Budget reserve — Mayor Mann had 
asked for $250,000 to be put into budget 
reserve; the aldermen added $362,428 to 
the mayor’s request. The Board budget 
reserve items are mostly earmarked for 
specific salaries or projects. 

Aid. IiOuis Egelson asked whether 
there had been provision for cost-of-living 
increases being negotiated now for the 
city’s labor forces. The answer being 
apparently no, Egelson suggested asking 
the mayor how he proposed to take care of 
salary increases, as well as the increase in 
the cost of solid waste disposal after the 
incinerator is shut down. 

At the end of the meeting came two 
pieces of bad news — first that the “cherry 
sheet,” the state’s accounting of funds 
coming to the city and due the state from 
the city, was less favorable than last year, 
and second that the city’s surplus account 
was drained nearly dry by a shortage of 
money for teachers’ salaries due in June. 

Mayor Mann recently said, in 
testimony at the State House, “In fiscal 
year 1975 I predict enormous increases in 
tax rates for virtually all communities 
throughout Massachusetts.”

Approve 'early childhood' program

The Newton School Committee endorsed 
this week a proposed early childhood 
program mandated by Chapter 766. 

Plans presently call for Newton and 
Brookline to run a joint program for 
children 3 to 5 years old who have a 
“substantial disability.” 

According to a memo from Newton 
Supervisor of Special Education Gerald F. 
Peterson, “such children will fall into one 
of the low incidence categories of han¬ 
dicapped conditions such as: moderately 
retarded, moderately disturbed, seriously 
learning disabled, blind, deaf, orthopedic 
handicapped, and multiply handicapped.” 

Peterson and representatives from 
Brookline spoke before the School Com¬ 
mittee. Peterson reported that funds have 
been obtained from the Massachusetts 
Department of Education for planning the 
program. 

Peterson said that letters have been sent 
out to the parents of every 3 and f-year-old 
child in the city. Pediatricians, clinics and 
hospitals are also being contacted in an 
effort to identify children who are eligible 
for the program. 

A flyer will be sent home with children in 
kindergarten through second grade and an 
advertisement will be placed in local 
papers. 


Peterson stated that it was predicted 
that 15 youngsters would be identified, but 
“35 youngsters have come forward.” 

Helen Punch, principal of Spaulding 
School, has been contacted about using 
space at her school for the program. 
According to Peterson, two classrooms 
will be available. One reason Spaulding 
was chosen is because it is close to the 
Newton-Brookline line. 

Phyllis Renton, community coordinator, 
said that five task forces have been 
operating. 

The first, called outreach, has been 
involved in contacting nursery schools and 
locating the pre-school population. 

Another group has been doing screening 
and evaluating. A third task force is 
generating a directory of existing services 
for pre-school youngsters. Parents con¬ 
stitute a fourth group, and a fifth task 
force, dependent on the other four, is in¬ 
volved with program development. 

There will probably be four kinds of 
programs. One will involve specialized 
treatment. A second will have kids in¬ 
tegrated in existing schools. A third will 
make use of home and hospital programs, 
and a fourth will combine specialized and 
integrated activities. 

Newton and Brookline have each 
committed two physicians to the program. 


Two interns from Northeastern University 
are also involved. 

Nathaniel J. Resnick, supervisor of 
special education for Brookline, said “We 
are excited about collaborating with 
Newton.” He noted that it makes “good 
fiscal sense” to combine efforts with a 
nearby community. 

Resnick added that a collaboration 
makes the chances for state and federal 
funding better than they would be if each 
community acted alone. 

Peterson said later that pre-school 
programs are 100 per cent reimbursable. 
Resnick said this was true for at least the 
first year. 

When questioned by School Com¬ 
mitteeman Alvin Mandell, Resnick said 
that the final guidelines for reim¬ 
bursement have not yet come out. 

After a question from School Committee 
member Mrs. Joan Needleman, Peterson 
said that there is a question about the 
constitutionality of providing public 
education for certain youngsters and not 
providing it for others. Peterson remarked 
that there may be a challenge from 
parents on this issue. 

According to Peterson, a proposal has 
been submitted under Title 6 to the 
Department of Education for more funds. 
They would allow the purchase of two

Bad news came from the 
state this week. Newton owes 
$646,578 for 1974-75. 

The “cheryy sheet,” sent by 
the state, shows the amount of 
estimated receipts the cities 
and towns may expect from 
the state, and the assessments 
by the state on the cities and 
towns. 

Last year Newton came out 
ahead for the first time in 
years—to the tune of about 
$60,000. 

Increased MBTA costs, 
county tax, and county 
hospital assessments share 
the major blame for the 
“reverse” in the cherry sheet 

According to the cherry 
sheet the city will receive 
$590,750 for pupil tran¬ 
sportation. School Depart¬ 
ment Budget Director Harry 
Vienneau could not im¬ 
mediately account for the 
figure, which he had 
calculated at $509,000, 
reflecting $223,000 for 1972-73 
transportation plus $287-000 
from an amended request for 
the years 1968-72. The $590,000 
may be in error. 

Superintendent Aaron Fink 
commented this week that 
reimbursements from the 
state toward school accounts 
now total slightly over $1 
million more than the city had 
expected.

Housing Authority 
project loses again 


Bids on three low income 
housing projects in Newton 
were on their way this week to 
being turned down for the 
second time. 

In a statement issued 
Tuesday, Newton Housing 
Authority Chairman James A. 
Miller said he was 
“dismayed” at what appears 
to be rejection on the part of 
the Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs (DCA). 

The Newton Housing 
Authority has plans for low 
income family housing at 
Victory Field in Nonantum 
and Beaconwood Road in 
Newton Highlands, and 
elderly housing on Thurston 
Road. 

According to Miller, the 
Housing Authority sought 
state financing at “the strong 
urging of the DCA officials.” 

The DCA turned thumbs 
down on Newton’s original 
cost estimates late last year 
for these three projects, and 
Miller said $210,000 was cut 
from total costs before they 
were resubmitted early this 
year. 

The Housing Authority was 
to have met Wednesday night. 

Miller said the Authority 
was concentrating its efforts 
on approval of the Beacon- 


wood Road family housing 
project. 

“In an attempt to reduce the 
cost of the Beaconwood 
development, the Authority’s 
architects, working under the 
express instruction of the 
DCA, undertook major design 
modifications to the proposed 
structure,” Miller said. 

“As a result the first bids 
were reduced by $210,000 and 
were brought down to a figure 
which the Authority felt was 
within the range of ac¬ 
ceptability by the DCA,” he 
continued. “Yet, DCA now 
appears unwilling to approve 
the new bid figures.” 

Miller said the state’s “705” 
program, the one the 
Authority was applying to, 
calls for “scattered site, low 
density development.” 

“The program prerequisites 
were totally compatible with 
the Authority's philosophy and 
the City of Newton’s adopted 
policies,” Miller noted. 

Other officials in Newton 
point out that while the DCA 
seems to encourage ap¬ 
plications for funding under 
“705,” it has approved vir¬ 
tually no developments, and 
has not revised its guidelines 
for several years.

Mayor Theodore Mann has submitted a 
revised compliance schedule for control of 
incinerator emissions to the state Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health, stating again that the 
city’s intent is too terminate operation of the 
incinerator by Dec. 31, 1974. 

THE Newton-Waltham Regional Refuse 
Disposal I strict is proceeding on behalf of 
both cities to obtain bids for refuse disposal 
after that time. 

The revised compliance schedule calls for 
the district to sign a contract with Camp 
Dresser McKee, consultants for the district, 
for an engineering study preliminary to 
CDM’s preparation of a “request for 
proposal” from disposal firms. 

The contract, which is to be signed April 
25, according to the mayor, is for $15,000 and 
was approved by the disposal district 
Tuesday night. 


A DRAFT OF CDM’s request for proposal 
will be submitted to the state Department of 
Public Health for review on May 15. If the 
request for proposal is approved by the state 
and proposals are received, the compliance 
schedule calls for awarding a contract for 
disposal methods on July 23. 

The Department of Public Health would 
receive plans, specifications and operating 
procedure for its approval before Aug. 22. 

The scope of the CDM contract has been 
reduced considerably from CDM’s original 
proposal, which would have included detailed 
bid specifications at a much higher cost. CDM 
now will prepare the request for proposal and 
general bid criteria, evaluate proposals and 
provide advisory services. 

Donald Levitan, representing Mayor 
Mann at the meeting, said, “I’m not leaving 
here until I get a recycling program” put into 
the request.” He got it.

Land Use holds hearings, 
approves McMullen petition 


Members of the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee spent two hours Monday night 
ironing out plans for improvements at Joseph 
McMullen’s service station on Route 9. 

When the committee was finished, it had 
agreed to recommend the Board of Aldermen 
give McMullen permission to continue 
operating his rental truck business, his 
service station and his towing service. 

McMullen in turn agreed to plant a six 
foot hedge along the front of his property, 
reduce the number of rental vehicles stored in 
the front, and provide other elements of 
landscaping and maintenance. 

At McMullen’s request, the matter of his 
permissive use will not be reported to the 
Board of Aldermen until its May 6 meeting. 
He said he will be away when the board meets 
next Tuesday. 

Agreement among committee members 
to allow the service station owner to continue 
his rental and storage activities came over 
the objections of City Planner Charles 
Thomas and Ward 5 Alderwoman Susan 
Schur. 

Thomas has maintained throughout 
discussions on this matter that he would 
prefer to see any vehicles parked on this 
property parked in back of the station. 

McMullen maintains that due to the fact 
he stores wrecked and abandoned autos in the 
back, he has no room to store the trucks and 
trailers he rents except in the front of the 
station. 

McMullen is now seeking permissive use 
from the board to be able to continue the truck 
and trailier rental, a business he said he has 
been in for 15 years, but has never gotten 
approval to conduct. 

Aid. Schur argued that the board would 
be setting a “dangerous precedent” by 
sanctioning unauthorized businesses. 

Committee members agreed to attach a 


condition to McMullen’s permit indicating 
that permission to rent trailers and trucks 
expires when he ceases to operate the Route 9 
station. 

McMullen, 62, told the committee he 
expects to continue in the business no longer 
than five more years when his children will 
all be finished going to college. 

Land Use Chairman Joseph McDonnell 
led the move to reduce the number of rental 
vehicles that will be allowed to be parked in 
• front of the station. 

McMullen’s plans would accommodate 18 
rental trucks and 17 trailers. McDonnell 
moved to reduce the numbers to 10 and 10. 

Alderman Alan Barkin indicated that he 
would try and get thiese figures increased to 
15 when this matter reaches the board. 

The Land Use Committee also held public 
hearings and made recommendations on the 
following matters: 

—Moved to deny 7-0 a request from the 
Telephone Company to put a service facility 
and parking lot at 25 Sweet St. About 60 
vehicles would have been parked on the site, 
but the committee learned the Telephone 
Company was planning on using this facility 
in addition to the one it already has on 
Christina Street instead of a&,& substitution 
and decided to deny the request. 

—Approval 7-0 a petition to increase from 
12 to 14 the number of beds in the nursing 
home at 38 Lake Ave. 

—Denied 7-0 a request from Sports 
Management Inc., operators of the Charles 
River Tennis Club for permission to add two 
indoor courts, four outdoor courts and a 
swimming pool to its present facility. 

Developers would have had to violate the 
“no build line” established for projects in 
Newton at 128 Industrial Park and aldermen 
agreed they did not want to establish a 
precedent for changing the line.

Nine days ago I considered 
my left ring finger useless. It 
didn’t even house the high 
school ring I bought six years 
ago. 

I had bought that ring to 
give to some ideal girl at a 
future date, but the most use it 
has gotten has been on the 
hand of my little brother. 

Eight days ago I broke this 
seemingly insignificant finger 
playing basketball. It hurt, but 
I expected few consequences 
from the injury. 

After three x-rays at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, I 
found myself with a cast on 
my left arm halfway to my 
elbow. To protect my finger I 
was to have an immobilized 
left hand for four weeks. 

Still, who needs a left hand if 
you’re right-handed? 

The answer of course is that 
I need it. 

Try opening a twist-off 
bottle with one hand. You 
normally use one hand to 
grasp the bottle and the other 
to turn the top. 

A jar of peanut butter 
presents the same problem. 
To get at the staple of my diet, 

I now require the presence of a 
roommate so a new container 
can be opened. 

Perhaps more important 
are my vocational problems. I 
have been reduced from a 
four-finger typist to a jour¬ 
nalist with one very tired 
finger. I have to stop during 
the day after every long story 
to rest my overworked right 


index finger. 

A further difficulty is 
balancing a notebook on a cast 
while interviewing a person 
standing up. The notebook sort 
of sways on the uneven sur¬ 
face, and the words I write 
jump up and down the page 
with it. 

I have a friend who broke 
his neck a couple of years ago 
diving into the Charles River. 
When asked about the 
resultant brace on his neck, he 
could sometimes tell people 
that he had "slipped on the ice 
of existentialism” or had 
“fallen off an oil derrick in 
Texas.” Such lofty ex¬ 
planations are not available to 
someone who has broken a 
crummy finger. 

When people see a big cast 
on my arm, I feel guilty about 


telling them what my injury 
is. Such an expanse of white 
plaster should at least mean a 
broken hand. 

The last time I had a cast, it 
was for a broken ankle. I 
walked out in the rain one 
night and the cast began to 
melt. I later cut off much of 
the plaster with my Swiss 
army knife. Fortunately, I 
was told later that my ankle 
had healed okay despite my 
recklessness. 

This time, I am trying to 
obey doctor’s orders. If you 
see a guy walking around in 
the rain with a covered hand, 
it is probably me. 

I am not trying to punch my 
way out of a paper bag. I only 
want to keep my gast dry so 
my dumb finger will get 
better.

Endangered species 

The state Republican party is falling 
apart. 

The number of seats held by 
Republicans on Beacon Hill is miniscule 
compared to the Democratics. Of 240 seats i 
in the House of Representatives, only 53 
are held by Republicans. Of 40 seats in the 
state Senate, Democrats hold 32. 

The Republicans control the executive 
branch and Governor Sargent managed to 
grasp the reins of his own council. But the 
party is weak and disjointed. The Nixon 
administration meanderings haven’t 
helped. 

In an effort to stem the tide, the 
Republicans are planning a walk for unity. 

In addition, a core of GOP regulars are 
working on a county and district 
breakdown of registered voters to deter¬ 
mine what’s in store next election. 

This effort is a ploy. The real object is 
to develop total support for Sargent’s re- 
election, heading off competition from 
Boston auto dealer Peter Fuller. As a 
result, the unity effort could go either way. 

The intense campaign to rally 
Republicans behind Sargent may draw 
them together, or, disenchanted with what 
the administration has thus far ac¬ 
complished politically, divide the party 
into pro and anti-Sargent factions. 

In addition, many Republicans may 
j:;. want to nurse a low profile since Watergate 
has tipped the recent election scales in 
; ' favor of the Democrats. 

The two party system in Mass¬ 
achusetts has become an endangered 
species. The juxtapositioning of a 
Republican governor and a Democratic 
legislature has worsened matters in the 
creation of a Mexican standoff. Laws are 
passed, vetoed and the veto is overridden. 
The executive branch create, are rebuffed 
and threaten. 

The attrition of the two-party system, 
i however, cannot be stopped with unity 
i walks. If the Republican party wants to 
grow strong, it will have to respond to the 
people to win requitement. And in the only 
state in the union to reject the nation’s 
supreme Republican at the polls, this will 
be difficult if not impossible. 


James Madison, writing in the 
Federalist said, “It is a misfortune in¬ 
separable from human affairs, that public 
measures are rarely investigated with that 
spirit of moderation which is essential to a 
just estimate of their real tendency to 
advance or obstruct the public good.” 

This is true of our legislature in any 
year —the most volatile legislation getting 
the time and the press coverage, while 
important but less controversial legislation 
> languishes in committee. 

In this, an election year, there is likely 
to be even less accomplished. The racial 
imbalance law and the death penalty ques¬ 
tion will receive an inordinate share of 
Beacon Hill’s attention, with other impor¬ 
tant questions put off until “tomorrow”. 

But in an election year there is no 
tomorrow. Bills not considered and acted 
on in committee by the end of April receive 
an automatic negative report and are sent 
to the floor to be voted down in groups like 
so many indistinct cattle going to the 
slaughter house. Some will be salvaged 
there by floor action, but not many.

Death penalty favored 
but not electrocution 

Governor Francis W. Sargent won an impressive 
victory when his veto of a bUl calling for the death penalty 
for nine forms of murder was upheld by a margin of a single 
vote in the State Senate. 

It stamped him as a strong Republican Governor who 
can block the passage of an important and controversial 
new law by an overwhelmingly Democratic Legislature. 

Ten Democrats and four Republicans stood with the 
Governor in the final showdown in the Senate. This was not 
a partisan political question in which party lines were 
drawn. It was more an emotional issue in which each 
Senator had to decide for himself whether it Is morally right 
or wrong to take a human life as punishment for certain 
types of murder. 

When that particular round of the capital punishment 
fight had ended, this onlooker had the feeling that Governor 
Sargent would have been better off politically if he had lost 
his battle in the Senate instead of winning it Some Senators 
also could have injured their own political prospects by 
voting contrary to the sentiment in their districts. 

Polls which have been made under the direction of this 
writer show that a big majority of the voters favor the death 
penalty. Paradoxically, they do not want anyone actually 
executed. But they believe the death penalty is a deterrent 
to murder, and they want to see it on the books. 

That seems contradictory. But surveys of public sen¬ 
timent often produce conflicting results. 

If the controversy over the death penalty had ended 
when the Governor’s veto was sustained In the Senate, this 
writer would express the opinion that Governor Sargent’s 
reelection chances had been lessened and that such So Ions 
as Republican Senator John M. Quinlan of Norwood and 
Democratic Senator Joseph Timilty of Mattapan had 
damaged their own public careers. 

But the battle over the death penalty issue did not end 
when Governor Sargent’s veto was sustained by a 14-25 vote 
in the Senate. (25 Senators voted to override the Governor’s 
veto and 14 to sustain it, but a two-thirds vote was needed to 
overrule Sarge’s objection. If the vote had been 26-13, the 
death penalty bill would have been enacted into law.) 

Other capital punishment bills are still pending before 
the Legislature. One of them eventually will be enacted into 
law, probably over Governor Sargent's veto. A shift of one 
Senator would do it 

Polls disclose that the voters favor a law which would 
invoke the death penalty for more than the murders of 
police officers, firefighters, and prison guards. So do the 
embarrassed policemen, firemen and prison guards. 

When a death penalty law is finally passed, as it un¬ 
doubtedly will be later this year, it will cause the people to 
forget the recent fight which Governor Sargent won in the 
State Senate. It will be another example of why political 
pundits believe Francis Sargent leads a charmed political 
life. 

In au unusual speech during the debate on overturning 
Governor Sargent’s veto of the death penalty measure, 
Republican Senator Quinlan voiced misgivings as to the 
effect his vote against the death penalty weald have on 
his bid for election as Secretary of State. Enactment of 
some form of death penalty law will take Quinlan off the 
book on which be placed himself. 

Conceding that his vote against the death penalty might 
damage him politically, Quinlan said be could always go 
back to teaching school or, if worst cornea to the worst, get a 
job playing the piano in a barroom. 

Governor Sargent has said be would sign a bill calling 
for the death penalty for murderers of police officers, 
firefighters and prison guards. The bill he vetoed called 
also for the death penalty for murders committed during an 
armed robbery, breaking and entering, a kidnapping or 
hijacking, during the commission of rape, or a murder by a 
paid killer, by someone already convicted of firstdegree 
murder or for a murder involving extreme cruelty. Judging 
from our mail, a lot of people don’t see anything wrong with 
the bill Governor Sargent vetoed. 


GOP delegates must 
pay admission charge 

Delegates to the unofficial Republican State Convention 
may be both shocked and chargrined to learn that it will 
cost them $10 each to get into their own conclave. 

That is the ingenious method the thrifty members of the 
Republican 8tate Committee have decided upon for raising 
the money to meet expenses of holding the convention— 
charge the delegates to get in. 

In the past the Republican convention managers have 
realized some profit from selling box lunches to the hungry 
delegates. 

When Frederic C. (Buck) Dumaine was chairman of 
the Republican State Committee, he caused a lifting of 
eyebrows by decreeing that beer be sold to thirsty 
delegates. 

The enterprising Mr. Dumaine was interested both In 
taming a few dollars for his committee and also enlivening 
the proceedings. 

But this is the first time at least in modern history that 
delegates have been charged an admission fee to get into 
their own convention. It might cause some of the penurious 
GOP delegates—if there are any such—to stay home. 

This suggests all sorts of possibilities. A well-heeled 
candidate might buy blocs of tickets and distribute them 
to his supporters among the delegates to assure that they 
would all show up. 

One prominent GOP leader declares that this will prove 
that the Republicans are the party of the poor. The 
delegates to an unofficial State Convention will be required 
to buy $19 admission tickets in order to pay for renting the 
hall and to meet any other expenses. 

It’s enough to cause a man to wonder if it’s such an 
honor to be a delegate after all 


Bay State penalizes 
home insurance firms 

A bill to eliminate the inequities from the state tax 
levied upon the Massachusetts-based insurance companies 
is pending before the State Legislature. 

At a time when a threatened recession may reduce 
employment opportunities in Massachusetts, it should be 
enacted to protect more than 21,000 jobs and an annual 
payroll of over $175 million which aids the economy of the 
state. 

Only three states in the nation tax their bome-based 
insurance companies more heavily than those based out of 
state. One is Massachusetts. The other two are Connecticut 
and New York. And the Massa ch us e tts state tax, strangely, 
is the most heavily dtocriminatary against its own com¬ 
motes. 

A serious clanger exists that some of these domestic 
insurance companies, which provide over 21,000 needed 
jobs, will pull up stakes and move out of Massachusetts if 
the present weird tax situation remains uncorrected. 
Here’s why: 

Massachusetts now levies the highest tax of any state in 
the nation upon its domestic insurance companies. If the 17 
Massachusetts domestic insurance companies did the same 
amount of business and were based in New York State, they 
would pay $5 2 million in taxes. In Connecticut they would 
pay $5.4 million. 

Here in Massachusetts, on the same volume of 
business, they pay $17.1 million, three times more than In 
the other stales. A question exists as to how long some of 
them win esattoae to da that If they do leave, «f course, the 
people they employ weald he thnwn out of week. Most little 
people are amMe It cut their ties and move with their 
company when it shifts to another state and city. 

Twenty-four of the 50 states treat their home-baaed 
insurance co m pa n ies the same as foreign ones. Twenty- 
three impose a smaller tax upon the domestic firms. 

The other three states, Masuchusetts among them, 
penalize their home insurance companies. 

The leading opponent to the bill which would allow the 
home-based insurance companies to compete on even 
terms with the outof-state firms, concedes that the 


domestic companies are unfairly taxed. 

“It is true the life insurance companies are unfairly 
taxed—in comparison with the other 49 states,” he declared 
in a debate on the bill. "But they are not fairly taxed by the 
federal government” 

Then he continued his fight to defeat the bill 

The danger is that the Legislature will continue doing 
nothing to correct this situation until some insurance 
company closes its Massachusetts office and moves to 
another state, throwing a lot of people out of work. 

See Nixon Impeachment, 
but Senate acquittal 

It looks like a long, hot summer for President Nixon and 
the American people. 

Several well-informed Massachusetts Congressmen 
have predicted privately to this writer that President Nixon 
will be impeached by the national House, possibly some 
time in June. 

They expect that Nixon will stand trial in the Senate 
during the summer. They believe the Senators will schedule, 
their proceedings as soon as possible after the im¬ 
peachment. 

But—and this may come as the big surprise of their 
appraisal of the sentiment in the two branches of 
Congress—they express doubt that Nixon will be convicted 
in the Senate where a two-thirds vote would be needed to 
remove him from office. They point out that if the Senate 
vote stood 66-34 for conviction, Nixon would be exonerated.. 

That opinion is shared by political realist Mike Man¬ 
sfield, Senate Majority Leader, who recently publicly 
advised Senator Edward M. Kennedy not to run for 
President in 1976 even though the polls show Ted to be the 
most popular Democrat. Mansfield says that if a vote were 
taken today in the Senate, Nixon would be acquitted. The 
votes just are not there at the present time to convict him,; 
according to Mansfield. 

It is widely assumed on Capitol Hill that Nixon will 
stand and fight and not resign if be is impeached. That 
poses several questions. J 

Who will run the nation while Nixon is fighting for his, 
political life in the Senate? Vice President Gerald Ford 
presumably. But he would not have the same power as 
Nixon to meet a split-second emergency. 

Would Nixon be a “crippled” President who would limp 
through the last two yean of his Presidency If he were 
Impeached in the House bat not convicted In the Senate? He 
certainly would, bat many observers believe be already is; 
“crippled” In his ability to cope with great problems and 
deal with the rest of the world. 

Would Nixon be likely to resign rather than stand trial 
in the Senate if be is impeached in the House? 

President Nixon says he would not resign, and this 
department is disposed to believe him, particularly if he 
thinks be has the votes to win his fight in the upper 
congressional chamber. 

However, Nixon by no means has a safe margin in the 
Senate. A shift of a couple of Senators would pash Urn over 
the line so close is the vote expected to be. 

If he actually stands trial in the Senate fie risks the 
possibility of not only being removed from office in 
disgrace, but also of being prosecuted in court and sent to 
prison. Damaging evidence against him might be brought 
out at a Senate triaL 

So if an agreement is made to grant him immunity from 
prosecution, Nixon might just decide to call it a day and 
resign from office. 

That Is what a great many Senators and Congressmen 
hope wfll happen la order to spare the Lilted States and Its 
people from the ordeal of • very difficult tad dangerous 
period. 

Nixon’s bitter enemies, however, are against allowing 
Urn to resign. They want to see him thrown out of office, 
prosecuted and convicted in court If Devil’s Island were 
still in operation, they presumably would urge that be be 
sent there. ■

The League of Women Voters 
believes that changes are 
needed in the system of 
financing election campaigns. 

Reform legislation is needed 
on both the federal and state 
levels to restore public con¬ 
fidence in government. The 
most controversial reform is 
public financing of election 
campaigns. The League sup¬ 
ports a system of combined 
public financing and limited 
private contributions. Only in 
this way will elected officials be 
accountable and responsive to 
all citizens and no longer tied to 
a system of political favoritism 
for large contributors. Only 
with public financing will 
election races open up to 
mcitizens who are not in¬ 
dependently wealthy or do not 
have the backing of “big 
money.” 

Senator Mike Mansfield (D- 
Mont.) stated, “To insure open 
access to politics, I can think of 
no better application of public 
funds than, as necessary, to use 
them for the financing of 
ejections so that public office 
will remain open to all." In 
support of reforming the system 
of relying on private con¬ 
tributions, Henry Ford, 
Chairman, Ford Motor Co., 
states “. . . as long as the 
present system continues, the 
principal of one man one vote 
will be corrupted by the power 
of money.” 

In 1971, the Federal Election 
Campaign Act took the first 
important steps to limit the 
influence of private donations in 
election campaigns, but as we 
saw in the last election, the 
campaign disclosure laws and 
the flimits on the use of a 
candidates personal wealth 
didn’t go far enough. The 
“disclosure laws must be rein¬ 
forced by the establishment of 
an independent bipartisan 


election commission with the 
power of enforcement and 
prosecution. The law should be 
extended from limiting only 
media expenditures to covering 
total campaign spending. 

Reasonable ceilings on 
campaign spending will stop the 
competitive escalation of costs 
without inpairing the citizen’s 
right to know. To block the 
loopholes in the disclosure laws, 
candidates should be required 
to have a central campaign 
committee responsible for 
campaign financing reports and 
donations in cash form should 
be strictly limited. 

In order to get a com¬ 
prehensive election reform bill 
this year it is necessary to 
demonstrate broad public 
support. The League urges all 
concerned citizens to call or 
write their U.S. senators and 
representatives in Washington, 
D.C. and to sign a petition to let 
Congress know the time for 
reform of campaign financing is 
now. Petitions are available 
from all League members and 
will be circulated in front of 
Newton Star Markets on April 
19 and 20

covered up at its source and 
polluted in its entirety.

The Camp Dresser McKee report, which 
formally stated what Ken Smith, CDM con¬ 
sultant to the district, had been telling the 
group, "held no surprises,” said Waltham 
DIRECTOR OF Public Works Edward 
Delaney. 

The report recommends having the waste 
hauled out of the city until a regional 
resource-recovery facility can be built in 
either Newton or Waltham as part of the 
state’s master plan for solid-waste 
management. 

Upgrading of the incinerator is viewed in 
the report as undesirale from a cost stand¬ 
point and would entail a financial com¬ 
mitment to continuing the use of the in¬ 
cinerator and would not result in recovery of 
many reusable materials. 

CDM suggests that Waltham share 
Newton’s incinerator until next December, if 
the state will allow it. 

The district committee, in reality a 
planning group, will be in existence until next 
September under a grant from the U. S. 
Environmental Protection Agency. The 
district become opeational by approval of the 
mayors and legislative bodies of both cities. 

Levitan asked the committee to begin in 
earnest to look for federal funds to help the 
district, if approved, to get underway. 

The decision about replacing Executive 
Director Philip Pattison, who has taken the 
position of public works director in Beverly, 
was settled by doing nothing. 

Pattison has been working as a part-time 
district director for more than a month, while 
working full-time in Beverly. Some members 
of the district committee felt that the district 
needs at least one person full time, and 
several resumes had been obtined toward 
filling the job. 


While it had been rumored that Newton’s 
director of public works, RICHARD Dudman, 
was in serious contention for the district 
directorship, moves in that direction were 
squelched at Tuesday night’s meeting. 

Dudman is leaving his Newton job next 
week. 

Newton members Melvin First and Mary 
Adelstein were in favor of Dudman’s being 
hired, but Pattison said, "I can fill the job on 
my own. I’m willing and pleased to work part- 
time at this.” At an earlier mention of 
Dudman as a candidate, Pattison said he 
would have "no problems” working with 
Dudman, who has been a member of the 
district committee since its beginning. 

City Councillor Jack Koutoujian of 
Waltham questioned whether there might be 
a "political problem with your Board of 
Aldermen,” if Dudman got the job. 

Newton alderman David Jackson, who 
along with Koutoujian is co-chairman of the 
committee, thought not, if Dudman were 
Pattison’s assistant. 

"The political situation is changing,” 
Jackson said. "Some (12) of the aldermen 
have actually written the mayor asking him 
too keep Dudman on.” 

"Some of them are beginning to see the 
wisdon of things DUDMAN HAS DONE, AND 
I think only two or three aldermen would have 
antipathy toward him.” 

Delaney, too, considered Dudman "con¬ 
troversial politically, and he might affect the 
vote (on the district) in Newton.” 

Adelstein and First felt that Dudman’s 
familiarity with the district would outweigh 
political objections. 

The vote to retain Pattison alone, part- 
time, was six in favor, two abstaining, two 
absent. 


Licensing Board vote ruled invalid 


An unannounced meeting of 
the Licensing Board, at which a 
vote was taken to issue a vic¬ 
tualler’s license to McDonald’s, 
has been held in violation of 
law, dnd the vote declared in¬ 
valid. 

, City Solicitor Howard Irvine 
issued an opinion this week that 
the March 25 meeting was in 
violation of the open meeting 
law, which requires posting of 
meetings of all city boards, 
committees, and commissions. 

The action, Levine said, 


amounted to an executive 
session, since no notice was 
posted nor sent to "interested 
parties.” 

Under law, executive sessions 
are allowed only to consider or 
vote on matters which might 
adversely affect the public 
security, the financial interest 
of the city, or the repuration of 
any person, Levine’s opinion 
stated. 

"It is highly unlikely that the 
granting of a victualler’s 


license is so highly infused with 
municipal security or protec¬ 
tion from harm,” the opinion 
read, "that an executive session 
would be permitted... The vote 
of the Licensing Board on this 
matter must be declared in¬ 
valid.” 

Levine said he expects the 
Licensing Board to hold another 
hearing, thus obviating the need 
for a citizen to petition for a writ 
of certiorari (an order of a court 
to review the proceedings).

right leg,” he told the court. 
"The doctor will not let me go 
back to work.” 

Machain sustained a job- 
related back injury in 
December, 1973, and had only 
been back to work for three 
weeks when the Obermayer 
incident occurred. 

Asked if he told Gingrass he 
was injured, Machain said he 
did not tell him before being 
sent back up in the tree a 
second time to continue 
removal. 

Asked if Obermayer had 
"tried to persuade” him to 
come down, Machain replied, 
"I do not remember seeing 
him until after the incident.” 

All parties said that after 
the first time Obermayer got 
into the truck, Machain, 
angry, came down and 
Obermayer went back into his 
house. 

Obermayer testified he then 
heard an "argument” among 
the crew members and then 
saw Machain go back up into 
the tree a second time. 

After disrupting the tree 
cutting efforts the first time, 
Obermayer testified he went 
back into his house and 
"called some neighbors.” 

"All I really wanted to do 
was talk,” he told the court, 
‘to see if official approval had 
been given.” 

After the incident originally 
occurred Director of Public 
Works Richard Dudman told 
reporters that due to an 
"operational mixup” the 
forestry crew was sent to cut 
down the tree one day earlier 
than originally intended. 

Dudman said that he 
planned to talk to Obermayer 
in the afternoon oil March 14 
about removing the tree. The 
Incident took place in the 
morning. 

Accounts of Obermayer’s 
second round with the crew 
differed. 

Gingrass and crew member 
Richard Coughlin testified 
Obermayer put the truck into

The "Obermayer tree” has 
been kept standing by a 
temporary restraining order 
on the condition that Arthur 
Obermayer obtain a $100,000 
bond "to save the city har¬ 
mless from any and all 
liability” which may arise 
from the continued existence 
of the tree. 

The condition, imposed last 
week by Judge Robert J. 
Hallisey of Middlesex 
Superior Court, was not 
fulfilled by Obermayer, whose 
lawyers instead obtained an 
insurance policy on the tree. 

City Solicitor Howard 
Levine has found many 
unacceptable provisions in the 
policy, which Judge Hallisey 
accepted in lieu of the surety 
bond "for the time being.” 

According to Levine, the 
insurance policy does not 
cover city workers working 
under or near the tree, con¬ 
sequential damages (such as 
down wires), or "acts of God.” 

Levine is pursuing his 
request that the judge require 
the bond as originally ordered 
and may appear in court this 
week on the matter. 


reverse a second time, but 
Obermayer said the second 
time he tried to get into the 
truck he did not touch the 
controls. 

"I tried to get into the cab of 
the truck,” he recounted. "It 
was like a game of touch 
football. I went around and 
around trying to dodge crew 
members.

“It was my intention to 
create enough commotion to 
delay the thing,” Obermayer 
commented.

Obermayer’s attorney 
argued that there was no 
"probable cause” for the 
charge saying the evidence 
did not support a contention 
the defendant wanted to 
"intentionally cause physical 
harm.” 

"He knew the action he took 
would not do this,” the at¬ 
torney said. 

The district attorney 
responded that "the action the 
defendant has admitted he 
took certainly was calculated 
and could have thrown the 
man out of the bucket.” 

"Clearly, the action could 
have caused serious injury or 
death,” he said.

specially equipped vans for transporting 
handicapped youngsters and the purchase 
of special equipment and materials. 

A member of the audience said she was 
opposed to the lumping together kids with 
different needs. Peterson said final 
decisions about program have not been 
made. 

Mrs. Needleman asked if further 
budgetary appropriation will be necessary 
to support the program. Peterson replied 
that he did not know. 

The motion passed by the School 
Committee endorsing the program in¬ 
cluded Spaulding School as a tenative site, 
and allowed for final approval of the 
program at a later time. 

In other action, School Committeeman 
I Gerard Byrne said that the advisory 
committee on buildings would like to in¬ 
struct the consultant on the Nine School 
Study to prepare a final report. 

The School Committee unanimously 
approved this action. 

Byrne said that the committee still seeks 


a definition of "charter maintenance and 
repair.” 

"We hope to make recommendations for 
a 10-year program,” Byrne said. "We 
cannot move without knowing whether we 
can repair a leaky roof.” 

Byrne commented that the Nine School 
Study recommends a $9,000,000 ex¬ 
penditure over a 10-year period. He said 
that $1,640,000 can be spent now under an 
existing definition of maintainance of 
repair. 

Byrne stated that the advisory com¬ 
mittee on buildings can make a recom¬ 
mendation to the School Committee by the 
middle of June. 

The School Committee unanimously 
approved a motion to seek information 
from the mayor and the city solicitor about 
the definition of maintainance and repair. 

Presently, under the city charter, the 
School Department may spend four per 
cent of a previous year’s budget on "or¬ 
dinary maintainance and repair.” Capital 
outlay must be approved by the Board of 
Aldermen.

"The Newton Housing 
Authority has been in contact 
with other housing authorities 
around the state,” Miller said. 
"It is apparent that the state’s 
construction cost guidelines 
are totally out of touch with 
current market conditions, 
and it is the consensus that the 
705’ program cannot work 
effectively in urban com¬ 
munities.” 

Miller added that the state 
nas suggested Newton con¬ 
sider acquisition of existing 
single and two-family homes 
which could be rehabilitated 
and leased to low income 
tenants by the Housing 
Authority. 

"The Authority, while not 
rejecting this notion com¬ 
pletely,” he said, "does not 
see the logic of such a plan.” 

"Most importantly,” Miller 
added, "this approach would 
not increase the supply of 
housing in the city and would 
also result in major relocation 
problems and would tend to 
provide only a temporary 
solution to the city’s housing 
needs.”

Profile 

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
Among television series regu¬ 
lars no actor plays as big a slob 
or as unsympathetic a 
character as Wynn Irwin in 
"Lotsa Luck.” 

He is the cigar-chewing, 
bathrobe-encased brother-in-1- 
aw who sponges his living from 
Dorn DeLuise in the situation 
comedy. As Arthur Swan he is 
unemployed, spends his days 
handicapping the races and 
complaining about the food he 
eats, but for which he doesn’t 
pay. 

The downbeat character 
seems to have affected Irwin’s 
own personality. 

He is divorced and lives in a 
one-bedroom apartment in one 
of Hollywood’s down-at-the- 
heels neighborhoods. His build¬ 
ing has one distinction, howe¬ 
ver. It once was owned by the 
late Errol Flynn which gives 
Irwin spasmodic fits of laught¬ 
er. 

Misses New York 
Irwin doesn’t own a bathrobe 
that resembles the one he wears 
on the show, and he only lets his 
whiskers grow on the day the 
NBC show is filmed for a live 
audience at the Burbank studio. 

In truth, Wynn Irwin dislikes 
Southern California. He is a 
native of New york City. 

‘‘I would like to go back to 
New York to get my head 
straight,” he says. 

"There are different values in 
Hollywood. I find more camara- 
die back east. I can see old 
friends and go walking in New 
York. People don’t walk in 
Hollywood.” 

Still, Irwin prefers being 
employed in Hollywood to being 
unemployed in the east. ‘‘The 
ideal situation would be to see 
the whole television industry 
move to New Jersey.” 

Not All Work 

Irwin’s ex-wife and his son, 
Andy, 9, live in Los Angeles. 
Andy visits his father every 
other weekend and the two play 
ball or take in a movie. 

During the week the actor’s 
schedule is a fairly comfortable 
one. He reports to the studio for 
rehearsals Monday through 
Thursday at 10 a.m. By 6:30 in 
the evening he is free. On 
* Fridays the show is taped and 
rehearsed from noon until 10 
p.m. 

Evenings are devoted to 
memorizing lines. But it’s not 
all work. Irwin has a lady friend 
who cooks most of his dinners 
for him. She plays a large part 
in his life, but matrimony does 
not figure in his immediate 
plans. 

Irwin is not an outdoorsman. 
His idea of exercise is going to 
the race track to bet on the 
nags. He considers himself a 
better than average handicap- 
per and says he is ahead 
financially at the parimutuel 
windows. 

Something of a Loner 
He shows up at the Hollywood 
YMCA sporadically to work out 
but his attempts are half¬ 
hearted. 

He’s equally unobsessed by 
his need to cook for himself 
when his girlfriend doesn’t fix 
meals. 

Irwin has made few friends in 
California although he 
sometimes joins a group of 
other actors for poker. He 
doesn't pal around with other 
members of the "Lotsa Luck” 
cast 

While he is no fashion plate on 
the weekly series, neither is 
Irwin a fancy dan off-camera. 
He describes his wardrobe as 
better than Arthur’s, but not 
much. Most of the time he 
wears blue Jeans. 

"Only during my depressed 
days do I look like Arthur,” 
Irwin said, shaking his head at 
the thought of the character he 
portrays. 

At one time Irwin left show 
business —during his marriage 
—to sell greeting cards and 
stuffed animals in Oakland, 
Calif. He said he was highly 
successful at the job but his real 
love is acting. 

He landed his role on a fluke. 
He accompanied an actor friend 
to a meeting with a producer. 
The, producer was looking for an 
actor to play Arthur. The 
producer took one look at Irwin, 
forgot about his friend who was 
applying for the role, and hired 
him on the spot.

One of the first things 
residents do when they move 
into this area is to order a 
telephone. 

But what actually happens 
from the time a telephone is 
ordered and the time the first 
call is made from it? 

It’s not as somple as many 
people would guess. 

Take for example, a resident 
of Newton. Call him John Smith. 
He calls the telephone business 
office add talks with a customer 
service representative, in this 
case Mary Jones. She finds out 
what type of phone he wants and 
they agree on a day that an 
installer can go to the Smith 
home to hook it up. 

When Miss Jones hangs up, 
she will send the information to 
the service order department, 
and go on to take the next 
request for telephone service. 

At the service order depart¬ 
ment, Smith’s request is typed 
and sent along to line-assigning 
personnel. Employees in the 
line-assigning group check to 
see what lines are available to 
connect the Smith phone with 
the central office, where 
equipment will route their calls 
to their destinations. 

When Smith’s request for 
service reaches the plant 
department, personnel here 
note what date he would like the 
telephone and what lines should 
be connected to it. They then 
check to see what installer will 
be available on that date and 
find that, say, Fred Craftsman 
can do the installation work. 

Meanwhile, there are other 
telephone employees who need 
to be informed that Smith is 
getting a new telephone. 

The repair department is told 
so they will know what lines are 
involved and where the Smith 
phone will be located should any 
problem develop with it in the 
future. 

Directory assistance is 
notified of Smith’s new number 
so its operators can assist 
persons calling Smith. 

The directory department 
also is told so the Smith number 
will appear in the next issue of 
the local directory. 

And the accounting depart¬ 
ment is notified so they can set 


up the Smith account for billing 
purposes. 

Then, on the date customer 
Smith and service represen¬ 
tative Mary Jones agreed upon, 
installer Craftsman arrives to 
install Smith’s phone—a 
process that frequently involves 
complicated internal wiring and 
coordination between the in¬ 
staller and his counterpart in 
the central office. 

And Smith is now part of the 
calling network. 

Newton telephone manager 
Paul Duncan said, "this process 
is repeated thousands of times 
every year throughout 
Massachusetts. The details 
might vary slightly from area to 
area, but essentially the same 
steps are taken for each 
customer who requests 
telephone service.” 

"It’s easy to assume that 
beyond one’s telephone receiver 
is just a vast machine that in¬ 
stantly grinds out telephone 
service,” he said, "but this not 
the case.” 

“Even where there are 
machines involved, there are 
people checking and main¬ 
taining the machines, feeding 
them more information or in¬ 
stalling more equipment as the 
number of customers grows.” 

The job of seeing that there is 
enough equipment to provide 
the Smith family and other 
familiesiwith telephone service 


goes on constantly—not just 
when someone orders a 
telephone. 

Engineers work to plan how 
much and what type of equip¬ 
ment should be installed in a 
particular central office. 
Installation of these facilities is 
handled by the equipment in¬ 
stallation department. 

Often more room is needed 
for new equipment, and the 
engineersihave to plan building 
additions. 

Other engineersiplan projects 
to place additional cable along 
Massachusetts streets, across 
bridges and under lakes to 
carry calls between customers'

Meanwhile, other employees 
estimate how much each 
community will grow in the next 
10,20, or 30 years and what will 
be needed to provide telephone 
service for those residents. 

Decisions must be made as to 
what areas will need more 
equipment or cable first, and 
long-range schedules are set to 
ensure that there will be lines 
available when Smith moves 
again.

The permits will cost adults 
$10 for the season. Students, 
including anyone going to 
school full time up to the age of 
25 years, may purchase a 
permit for $5.

Permit holders may reserve 
court time during the hours 
attendants are on duty. 
Reservations are limited to one 
hour a day, or a maximum of 
three hours a week. 

The target date for opening 
the clay courts is the weekend of 
April 19. The actual date 
depends on the weather. The 
lights for night tennis will be 
turned on the first week in May.

Stir together flour, sugar, baking powder 
and salt Cut in butter until mixture resem¬ 
bles coarse cornmeal. Blend egg and milk. 
Add to flour mixture, stirring only until dry 
ingredients are dampened. Spoon into well- 
greased 9-inch square pan. Spread 
strawberry jam evenly over batter. With a 
knife, swirl jam through batter, first in one 
direction, then in opposite direction. Sprinkle 
crumb topping evenly over cake. Bake in 400 
degree oven 25-30 minutes or until wooden 
pick inserted in center comes out clean. Cool 
in pan on wire rack. Serve warm. CRUMB 
TOPPING: Mix together two-thirds cup 
firmly packed light brown sugar, 1 tablespoon 
flour, 2 tablespoons butter or margarine and 
Vz cup chopped pecans until crumbly. Makes 
9-inch cake or 9 servings. 

THIMBLE COOKIES 
Vz cup butter or margarine 
one-third cup confectioners’ sugar 
1 egg separated 
4 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 cup unsifted flour stirred before 
measuring 

Mi teaspoon salt 

Va cup finely choppedD^p^"^*** #,f ' 
Mi cup red 

together butter and sugar. Add 
^gg yolk and vanilla extract; beat well. Stir in 
flour and salt. If necessary, chill dough until 
firm enough to handle. Working with half the 
dough at a time, measure level teaspoons of 
dough onto waxed paper. Shape into Va inch 
balls. Using a fork, dip balls, one at a time 
into slightly beaten egg white, then roll in 
nuts. Place 2-inches apart on ungreased 


baking sheets. With thimble or thumb, make 
a depression in center of each. Bake in 350 
degree oven for 5 minutes. Remove from 
oven. Make depression again. Bake an ad¬ 
ditional 5 to 7 minutes or until set Cool on 
racks. At serving time, fill centers with jam. 
Makes 3Mi dozen 14-lnch cookies. 

The following two recipes are from a 
kitchen in Jerusalem, Israel. Mrs. Mary 
Sanders shares two of her company favorites, 
Sesame Candy and Stuffed Eggplant. 

SESAME CANDY 
2 cups toasted sesame seeds 
2 tablespoons sugar (heaping tbs.) 

2 tablespoons honey 

In saucepan heat together the sugar and 
honey until it comes to a boil. Add sesame 
seeds and cook approximately 15 minutes, 
stirring, until seeds turn golden. Pour out onto 
a wooden bread board which has been spread 
with a “dot” of oil (to prevent sticking). Dip a 
spatula in water and spread out mixture. Cool 
to lukewarm. Cut into squares with a sharp 
knife and refrigerate. 

MARY’S ISRAELI EGGPLANT 
Slice a large eggplant one-half inch thick. 
Make a pocket and fill with prepared ham- 
burg mixture. Dip slices into a mixture of an 
egg which has been seasoned with salt, 
pepper, garlic powder and paprika. Dip into 
bread crumbs and fry in corn oil. Prepare a 
tomato sauce: Saute 1 onion and 1 sliced 
green pepper; add a small can tomato paste, 
garlic powder, salt and pepper. Put sauce in 
bottom of a baking dish and top with eggplant 
slices. Bake in a 350 degree oven for 30 
minutes.

Easter, throughout the Christian world, brings the 
happy feast which follows the Lenten fast Sweets, meats, 
delicacies which the devout have denied themselves may be 
relished completely. 

This most holy of holidays is a time for families and 
friends to gather together for festive rejoicing. Children 
look forward to Easter egg hunts and the Easter bunny’s 
gifts of sweets, toys and flowers. 

Fragrant baked ham has been one of the traditional 
Easter foods, although for some families the traditional has 
been a crown roast of spring lamb or luscious roast stuffed 
turkey. 

The convenience of fully cooked boneless ham is a boon 
for the man doing the carving. And because there is no 
waste, the homemaker gets her money’s worth of good 
“ flavorful eating. A fully cooked ham only needs to be heated 
in a 325 degree oven, about 10 minutes per pound to an in¬ 
ternal temperature of 130 degrees and a colorful sparkling 
glaze is the crowning touch for a ham to give the meat that 
picture-perfect appeal. 

Rich desserts and handsome breads are generally a 
most important item in an Easter dinner — perhaps 
because many people have missed sweets during the 
Lenten season. Cakes decorated with jelly beans — fruit 
pies — cookies grace the Easter table. 

FRUITED HAM ON RICE AMANDINE 
8 slices (Mi inch) boneless folly cooked ham 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
Vz cup syrup from fruit cocktail 
One-third cup honey 
2 teaspoons lemon juice 
2 teaspoons cornstarch 
Mi teaspoon nutmeg 

1 pound can fruit cocktail, drained 

2 bananas cut into 1-inch slices 

4 cups cooked seasoned rice 

Va cup toasted slivered almonds 
Brown ham slices in butter or margarine in skillet over 
moderate heat Remove ham slices from skillet, cover and 
keep hot. Combine syrup from fruit cocktail, honey, lemon 
juice, cornstarch, and nutmeg; mix well. Stir into pan 
drippings. Cook, stirring constantly, until thickened. Add 
fruit cocktail; heat Mix rice and almonds. Place ham on 
hot rice. Arrange banana slices around ham and pour 
piping hot sauce over all. Serve immediately. Serves 4-6. 

BAKED HAM WITH PINEAPPLE GLAZE 

5 to 7 pound butt or shank half of a “cook before 
eating” ham or 

5 to 8 pound boneless fully cooked formed or rolled 
smoked ham 

Place ham in an open roasting pan. Insert meat ther¬ 
mometer so bulb is centered in thickest part and does not 
rest in/at or on bone. Do not add water. Do not cover. Bake 
in slow 325 degree oven until fully cooked ham registers 130 
degrees and the “cook before eating” ham registers 160 
degrees. Allow approximately 15 minutes per pound for a 
fully cooked ham and 22 to 25 minutes per pound for a “cook 
before eating” half ham. For a whole one, allow 18 to 20 
minutes per pound. It is always nice to score the ham in a 
diamond pattern with a sharp knife and insert cloves about 
half-way through the baking for a pretty effect. The 
following glaze adds the final gilding. 

PINEAPPLE GLAZE 
1 cup dark com syrup 
1 teaspoon grated orange rind 
14 teaspoons dry mustard 
1 can (1 lb. 4 oz.) crushed pineapple 
Maraschino cherry halves 

Combine corn syrup, orange rind, dry mustard and 
crushed pineapple. Bring to a boil. During last hour of 
baking, glaze ham with mixture. Decorate with cherry 
halves. 

CRANBERRY LEG OF LAMB 
1 leg of lamb 444 to 5 pounds 
1 clove garlic, sliced 
1 teaspoon ground ginger 
1 teaspoon dry mustard 

1 can (8 os.) (1 cup) whole cranberry sauce 
V$ cup cherry jam 

2 tablespoons port wine 

2 tablespoons all purpose flour 
Mi cup cold water 

Cut 2 or 3 slits in lamb; insert garlic pieces in slits. 
Combine ginger and mustard; rub over lamb. Place meat, 
fat side up, on rack in shallow roasting pan. Roast in 325 
degree oven for 3 to 34 hours or till meat thermometer 
registers 175 to 180 degrees. Meanwhile, in saucepan, 


combine cranberry sauce and jam. Stir over low heat till 
melted; stir in wine. After meat has roasted 1 hour, pour 
sauce over lamb. Baste occasionally during roasting. Place 
meat on warm serving platter. Skim excess fat from meat 
juices; add water to meat juices to make 1Y« cups. Blend 
flour with water; add to meat juices. Cook quickly, stirring 
constantly, till mixture thickens and bubbles. Season to 
taste with salt and pepper. Pass sauce with lamb. Serves 19- 
12 . 

HOLIDAY ORANGE CAKE 

2 and one-third cups sifted cake flour 
1 and one-third cups sugar 

14 teaspoons baking powder 
Vz teaspoon salt 
Mi teaspoon baking soda 
Vz cup shortening 

Two-thirds cup freshly squeezed orange juice 
One-third cup water 

3 eggs 

1 tablespoon grated orange peel 
Gold Dust filling 

1 orange, peeled, sectioned, well-drained 
Flaked coconut 

Sift together dry ingredients into large mixer bowl; add 
shortening, one-third cup orange juice and water. Beat at 
low speed until blended, scraping sides of bowl; beat at 
medium speed for 2 minutes. Add eggs and remaining 
orange juice, blending at low speed; beat at medium speed 
for an additional 2 minutes. Stir in orange peel. Pour into 2 
waxed paper-lined 8-inch cake pans; bake at 350 degrees for 


35 to 40 minutes. Let stand in pans 10 minutes before turning 
our onto wire racks for cooling. When cool, spread half of 
Gold Dust Filling between layers and top with remaining 
filling. Arrange drained orange sections in a spiral design 
around the top of the cake and sprinkle coconut in center. 

GOLD DUST FILLING 

Mi cup sugar 

3 tablespoons cornstarch 

4 teaspoons grated orange peel 

14 cups freshly squeezed orange juice 

14 tablespoons freshly squeezed lemon juice 

2 eggs, well beaten 

14 tablespoons butter or margarine 

In saucepan, thoroughly combine sugar and corn¬ 
starch; blend in orange peel and juice, stirring until very 
smooth. Blend in remaining ingredients; bring to a boil 
over medium heat; stirring constantly. Boil for 2 minutes. 
Cool. 

APPLESAUCE MINCE PIE 

1 pkg. pie crust mix 

1 can or jar (1 lb.) applesauce 

2 cups prepared mincemeat 

2 tablespoons melted butter or margarine 

Line a 9-inch pie pan with pastry. Combine applesauce, 
mincemeat and melted butter or margarine; fill pie pan. 
Top with remaining pastry, rolled thin, cut in strips, and 
woven lattice fashion; trim. Press edges together and flute. 
Bake at 425 degrees for 35 minutes. Serve with cubes of 
sharp cheddar cheese. 




Eyeglasses that beautify 


The eyes 
have it 

"It all began with Grace Kelly, Jackie Onassis and 
Audrey Hepburn,” explained tall, handsome Don Wilbur, 
northeast zone manager of Providence based Universal 
Optical Company, at a recent optometrist convention. 

“Twenty years ago, Grace Kelly appeared on the cover 
of Life magazine wearing a pair of large sun glasses, and 
from that point on we became a fashion business and it’s 
been growing tremendously.” 

The glass shelves of the Universal Optical booth at the 
Sheraton Boston were laden with ice cream color plastic 
frames in all sizes and shapes as well as delicate metal 
frames in gold and silver. Though all around there was 
much noise and milling about, Don Wilbur greeted us 
warmly and took time out to answer some questions about 
the current booming eyeglass industry. 

What are the new trends in eyeglasses? 

Definitely the large eye—the trend world-wide has been 
the large eye look. This has caused some problems in the 
optical business because it is very difficult to get lenses to 
fit extra large frames. Many times we have to design a 
frame that looks larger than it actually is in order to get a 
prescription lens to fit The major lens manufacturers 
have already changed production over to make large lenses 
both in plastic and glass. 

Are today’s lenses shatterproof? 

Lenses are not shatterproof, but they are “impact 
resistant” According to government regulations, the lense 
has to be a minimum thickness and has to go through a drop 
ball test. The test is the drop of a 0.56 ounce steel ball five- 
eighths inch-in-diameter from a height of 50 inches. This 
test is performed on the surface of every lens — each lens 
that survives is impact resistant to that standard. This does 
not mean that a lens cannot be broken—it’s just that after 
undergoing this drop ball test the chances that a lens would 
break are extremely remote. 

What frame colors are “in” this year? 

The new colors are all over the lot. Fresh bright colors. 
Black has disappeared for both men and women. The day of 
buying a basic frame to go with every outfit is over. Today a 
woman should have two or three frames to match various 
color combinations she may wear. The fashionable woman 
of today would own a minimum of three pairs of glasses— 
evening glasses, fun glasses (which could also be 
sunglasses) and of course her reading glasses. 

Frames have been colored for the past few years and 
the newest ones are the soft ice cream colors—the fades. 
Soft colors which are cosmetically appealing in varying 
shades of pinks, blues, greens. 

What is the best method of choosing a frame? 

Frames come in various sizes. This does not mean that 
an extra large frame would be correct for a small face, but 
it would mean that the woman with a small face would still 
be choosing a larger frame than she wore 10 years ago. The 
little narrow frame is out. It’s passe. Frames come in any 
number of sizes — anywhere from 4 to 10 sizes in one par¬ 
ticular frame. 

The oval, the round, the octagonal shape— they’re all 
“in” as long as they are large. The trend has been for the 
plastic frame for women. The younger woman is wearing 
the metal goggle and the more mature woman is wearing 
plastic or what we refer to as “zyl” (which rhymes with 
smile) — a special form of plastic. 

Are lenses now treated for indoor as well as outdoor 
wear? 

Yes. Corning glass developed what they call a 
photochrome lens which was originally available in grey — 
a light gray. It wasn’t truly a sunglass — it was a fashion 
tint. It did darken; exposure to ultra violet rays would 
cause them to darken but they weren’t truly sunwear. 
Today, however, they have a sunwear lens they call 
“photosun” which is darker than the original and is 
available through our distributors by prescription. 

Within the next few months, this summer, there will be 
another color to this photochromic which is already big in 
Europe which is called “Photobrown” or “phototan.” Two 
difference companies are making them and they are 
beautiful, especially in gold metal frames. 

What about lens tints? 

In the plastic lenses you can have any shade you wish, 
especially in yellow lenses. These are called shooting lenses 
and what they do is cut down on fog and would be great for 
driving. Primarily your sun lens will be grays, green and 
more and more tints. These are not harmful. 

What are the new fashions in men’s eyeglasses? 

Primarily metal. Gold and silver frames. The square 
look with double-barred bridge. The goggle is still in and 
has been for the past two years. Basically it's the same 
goggle that was used in World War n, a pilot’s goggle but 
not quite as extreme as they were in those days. 

Is there a particular lens that should be worn by people 
sensitive to fluorescent lighting? 

There are some people who are sensitive to ultra violet 
light A doctor will prescribe the proper lens — however, 
there are lenses that are perfectly clear that will absorb 
ultra violet light and light tints will also be effective. But 
this would be a doctor’s derision wherever this sensitivity 
existed. 

Summing it all up is the caption in a recent Vogue 
magazine Universal Optical advertisement: “Without good 
vision, you squint. And frown. And eventually, wrinkle! 
And when it’s too late you’ll wish you’d listened to this 
advice. “Have your eyes examined regularly. If you need 
glasses, wear them.” These wise words come from the eye 
professions dedicated to your complete visual well-being.

A new program of folk dan¬ 
cing led by Bud Hoff was added 
and is also well received. This is 
an open class which anyone 
may join any Thursday evening 
at the Burr School, continuing 
through May 2. Another new 
class, quilting, taught by 
Barbara Trelstad, was to begin 
on Thursday, April 11, 7:30-9 
p.m. and run for seven con¬ 
secutive Thursday, terminating 
May 23. 

Running concurrently with 
the evening programs are four 


daytime programs at Burr ana 
Williams for children in graoes 
one, two. and three. Twelve 
cnildren from each school 
participate in puppetry 
workshops under the tutelage of 
Martha Akagi. and 26 
youngsters take part m dance 
workshops conducted by 
Beverly Handler. 

In addition to these offerings, 
the program includes special 
events such as the Auburndale 
Community Sing, held recently 
at Lasell Junior College.

Hospital, made favors for 
nursing homes, stuffed en¬ 
velopes for the American Red 
Cross, done clerical work for 
Newton’s lead screening 
program, and participated in 
many other endeavors. 

The second community 
helpers program involves a 
number of women who bake 
home made cookies each month 
for the residents of Medfield 
State Hospital. New volunteers 
are encouraged and welcomed 
to both these projects. 


(t is f elt that .t is essential 
that the community scnooi 
reflect the tastes of the entire 
community The Auburndale 
Council seeks to expand the 
community school council until 
it represents all segments of its 
village population.

Lake Placid 
urged for 
Olympics 

WASHINGTON (UPI) - fhe 
Senate Monday urged the 
International Olympic Commitr 
tee to pick Lake Placid, N.Y., as 
the site for the 1980 winter 
games. 

Lake Placid, which hosted the 
1932 Winter Olympics, already 
has been picked by the U. S. 
Olympic Committee as the 
official United States “bid city” 
in the running to host the 1980 
winter sports extravaganza. 

The International Olympic 
Committee is scheduled to meet 
in Vienna in October to make its 
selection. 

By voice vote without dissent 
or debate, the Senate adopted a 
resolution extending an official 
invitation on behalf of Congress 
to bring the games to the United 
States. 

“The congress of the United 
States expresses its sincere 
hope that the United States will 
be selected as the site for the 
1980 winter Olympic games, and 
pledges its cooperation and 
support in their successful 
fulfillment in the highest sense 
of the Olympic tradition,” the 
resolution said. 

The House was expected to 
adopt the resolution soon. It 
does not require President 
Nixon’s signature and carries 
no force of law, but is merely an 
expression of congressional 
sentiment. 

Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
who introduced the resolution a 
month ago, said then it is 
estimated $8 million in state 
funding and $16 million in 
federal appropriations will be 
needed to support the Lake 
Placid games if the New York 
resort is tapped to host the 
event. 

But, Javits said, “this would 
be a modest investment for an 
event so important in the world 
of athletics, tourism and in¬ 
ternational friendship.’’ 

The last Winter Olympics 
held in the United States were in 
1960 in Squaw Valley. Calif.

This year, for the first time, Newton 
South High School has a "unified” physical 
education program. 

Nearly all gym activities are 
coeducational. Exceptions include team 
sports and activities such as wrestling 
which include close physical contact. 

According to George Winkler, head of 
the physical education department at 
Newton South, bringing boys and girls 
together "allows us to offer more.” 

"We can utilize the talents of the eight 
department members better,” Winkler 
noted. He added that activities which 
formerly required two teachers, one for 
boys and another for girls, may now only 
require one when the classes are combined 
and made coeducational. 

The physical education year at Newton 
South is divided into four quarters. 
Students may elect to take one of a large 
variety of offerings each quarter. 

Electives offered during the winter 
quarter include badminton, volleyball, 
self-defense, physical fitness, yoga, 
trampoline, rhythmic gymnastics, boys’ 
intramurals, fencing, and independent 
study. 

Students fill out applications for in¬ 
dependent study. They generally apply for 
programs which are not offered at the 
school, such as scuba diving, karate and 
advanced swimming. 

Varsity athletes are presently exempt 
from physical education. Winkler said that 
this policy is under review, and that it will 


probably change next year. 

One current problem, according to 
Winkler, is the fact that some students 
choose the same kind of elective every 
quarter. 

"We don’t want someone to graduate 
here without becoming knowledgeable in 
some lifetime activity,” Winkler com¬ 
mented. He classified archery, tennis, 
golf, volleyball, jogging and fencing as 
possible lifetime activities. 

Winkler added that it would be desirable 
for every student to participate in at least 
one coed activity. 

"We have spent time and energy to get 
an exciting program,” Winkler said. "We 
want to make sure youngsters take ad¬ 
vantage of it.” 

The physical education department does 
not presently require that students choose 
varied activities. Winkler stated that he 
expects more explicit demands will be 
made in the future so that students will 
have exposure to different types of elec¬ 
tives. 

Winkler acknowledged that students still 
skip gym classes, but he called it a "school 
problem.” According to Lenor Hersey of 
the phys ed department, it was found in 
January and February that the percentage 
of cutting in gym classes was no worse 
than in other departments at Newton 
South. 

Students are no longer required to wear 
gray uniforms to class. According to 
Winkler, they are expected to wear shorts, 
T-shirts and sneakers ("socks are en¬ 


couraged”). 

"I think physical education has divorced 
itself from the militaristic outlook of 
everyone wearing the same uniform and 
lining up in squads,” Winkler said. 

A program is planned for students who 
are normally excused from physical 
education. Warren Bechtold, a certified 
corrective therapist, will work with such 
students in South’s fitness room. 

There are intramural programs at 
Newton South for both boys and girls. Boys 
have an elective intramural program the 
last peflod on Mondays, Wednesdays, 
Thursdays and Fridays. During the 
winter, basketball, hand hockey, and floor 
hockey were offered as activities. 

An average of 35 girls participated in a 
gymnastics intramural program for five 
weeks during the winter. Both boys and 
girls had fitness intramural programs. 

After April vacation, South will have use 
of the Newton North pool three nights a 
week for intramurals. Activities are ex¬ 
pected to include water polo and swim¬ 
ming. 

There is even a coed interscholastic 
sport at Newton South. Winkler said that 16 
girls have gone out for the track team. "If 
we get more, we will try to have an all¬ 
girls track team,” Winkler commented. 

Girls have volleyball, basketball, field 
hockey and tennis teams already. South is 
starting an informal interscholastic soft- 
ball program this year, and 37 girls have 
come out. Softball may be a varsity sport 
next year.

ATLANTA (UPI) - Hank 
Aaron expected there would be 
controversy, and he was right. 

There is already. 

The luster Is still fresh on his 
new home run record, but that 
isn’t preventing some people 
from continuously reminding 
that Hank Aaron has now had 
2,900 more official times at bat 
than Babe Ruth ever did. 

That number will grow, not 
; diminish, and so will the 
argument that Aaron can’t 
really compare with Ruth as a 
■ pure home run hitter. Hank 
Aaron knows he’ll keep hearing 
• this more and more down 
through the years, and he ac¬ 
cepts this fact of life. 

Likewise, he’s aware he 
hasn’t heard the last yet about 
' his poor performance last 
. Sunday in Cincinnati. 

; Was he really trying to hit No. 

;! 715 there, or wasn’t he? 

People are still asking that 
now and will keep on asking it. 

, Some of them are like a dog 
with good, juicy bone. They 
never let go. 


I saw a good deal of Babe 
Ruth, spent time speaking with 
him, and was at Memorial 
Hospital in New York, the place 
he died, the night he did. I still 
remember the exact time of his 
death. It was 8:01 p. m., and I 
still remember Babe Ruth, the 
ballplayer. 

He and Hank Aaron will wind 
up with only one thing in 
common as far as I can see. 

The record book will show 
each hit his last home run for 
the Braves. 

Apart from that, I see no 
similarity whatsoever. 

Babe Ruth batted from the 
lefthanded side; Hank Aaron 
hits righthanded. Ruth generat¬ 
ed most of his power from his 
arms and shoulders; Aaron gets 
his from his wrists. Ruth had a 
compact swing; Aaron’s is 
smoother, more fluid. Ruth 
usually went for the fences; 
Aaron doesn’t. 

The overall result was that his 
fellow ballplayers thought of 
Ruth primarily as a home run 
hitter, which he was, while 


Aaron’s fellow ballplayers think 
of him as the supreme hitter, 
which he is. 

I know one Hall of Famer who 
played against Ruth and who, at 
least, has seen enough of Aaron 
to come up with some 
assessment of the two. 

He won’t, though. He simply 
laughs when people try to push 
him into comparing the two. 
Privately though, when he talks 
of Aaron, he scoffs “Home run 
king, my back.” 

I think he’s being a bit unfair 
to Aaron, but he’s getting along 
in years now, naturally treasur¬ 
ers his memories of Ruth, and I 
believe I know what he means. 

Years from now, players of 
that era will relate much more 
to whomever it is challenging 
Aaron’s record, if for no other 
reason than he will be one of 
them, than they will to Aaron. 
And the players around today 
will keep talking about Aaron 
the same way the players of 
yesterday now speak about 
Ruth.

bulatory coverage, many 
people will continue to be 
discouraged from seeking 
medical care on a regular basis.

In this era of crisis and 
shortages, we now face an 
additional and unexpected 
one-a paper shortage. 

In light of this fact, it is more 
important than ever before that 
Newton residents recycle their 
newspapers and magazines. 
But this alone is not enough. 
Additional grades of paper 
should also be recycled. Waste 
paper is the most logical next 
ste-and it is being recycled at 
City Hall and in the Burr School. 

The newspaper recycling 
program has been in operation 
for two years now. According to 
Nunzio Piselli of the Street 
Department, Newton received 
$5.06 for each ton of newsprint 
when the recycling program 
began in April 1972. In January, 
1973, the city began receiving 
$10 per ton of newsprint. This 
price dropped to $7 per ton in 
April, 1973, but jumped up to $20 
per ton in October. As of March 
1, 1974, Newton began receiving 
$27.50 per ton. 

Prices seem certain to keep 
rising due to the paper shortage 
(which shows no signs of 
abatement in the near or distant 
future). If more residents 
participate in the recycling 
program (which, incidentally, 
is mandatory, although not 
enforced as such), Newton 
should be able to make a profit 
on the recycling program. 

We must remember that the 
paper recycling program was 
initiated for the dual purposes 
of reducing our solid waste and 
recycling a valuable resource. 
The case for recycling today is 
even more compelling in light of 
both the paper shortage (which 
also means higher prices 
received for our newsprint) and 
the closing of our incinerator. 

Increasing 'the volume of 
trash (i.e., paper) recycled will 


decrease the volume that will 
have to either be hauled out of 
Newton or incinerated and 
subsequently deposited in 
landfills as residue. Whichever 
course Newton may follow, 
reduced volume of trash would 
mean reduced disposal costs. 

City Hall has just begun 
recycling its waste paper. 
Anyone who has recently visited 
City Hall may have noticed 
shocking-pink trash cans at the 
ends of each floor labeled 
“recycled papers only”. 
According to Public Buildings 
Commissioner Gene Larson, 
those containers will be emptied 
and collected daily for 
recycling. 

The Burr School has been 
recycling its waste paper since 
late January. Each classroom 
has a cardboard box set aside 
for waste paper, and students 
then bring the collected waste 
paper to the custodial area of 


the school several times each 
week. Enthusiasm for this 
program is high, although 
paper volume is low. (Schools 
generally have little waste 
paper—much is reused or sent 
home with students. 

The city of Newton as both a 
purchaser and recycler of paper 
is very much aware of the paper 
shortage. Hopefully, more 
resident will come to the same 
realization and will recycle 
their paper whenever possible.

Waiting in long lines for 
7gasoline may be hard on your 
nerves, but it’s worse on your 
car’s engine if it’s idling con¬ 
tinuously. Allowing the engine 
to idle for any sustained period 
of time, once the oil pressure 
has normalized after starting 
your car, causes fouling of the 
spark plugs and hastens the 
formation of harmful carbon 
deposits in the engine and 
sludge in the oil. One fouled 
spark plug can increase gas 
consumption by as much as 
eight percent. 

Contributing to the problem is 
the fact that many motorists 
now do not have the necessary 
gasoline for long trips which 
used to help remove at least 
some of the carbon build-up. 

The fact that cars are driven 
fewer miles during the gasoline 
shortage does not lessen-in 
fact, mcreases-the need to pay 
attention to routine main¬ 
tenance. The effects of 
neglected maintenance will not 
be apparent immediately, but 
can result in expensive repairs 
at some time in the future, 
depending on car age and 
mileage, and on the owner’s 
driving habits. 

The problem is compounded 
because preventive main¬ 
tenance (including practically 
all under-hood routine main¬ 


tenance inspection and about 30 
percent of all service work) 
usually performed by more 
than 200,000 service stations 
across the country may have 
been neglected because many 
stations have been unable to 
offer routine service while 
fueling cars. Other stations 
have gone out of business due to 
the lack of gasoline. 

However, in some areas, 
service stations stay open 
nights especially for service 
work. Many stations offer 
service at hours when they are 
not pumping gasoline. Still 
others service cars by ap¬ 
pointment during gasoline 
pumping hours. 

You should check with the 
service facilities that have 
normally performed in¬ 
spections and maintenance 
work for you to determine when 
they now handle this work. Or 
you can perform some of the 
more simple, routine checks 
and maintenance yourself. But 
howecer you do it-be sure it is 
done. It is more important than 
ever.

Mark Rosenfeld got a letter 
from Chevy Chase, Md., this 
week, with an unusual request 
— deliver some bagels to 
Cambridge Saturday mor¬ 
ning. 

The letter was from Mrs. 
Samuel Dash, wife of the chief 
prosecutor in the Watergate 
proceedings. 

When she and her husband 
were in Boston in February, 
Mrs. Dash wrote, friends 
brought them some Rosenfeld 
bagels, “and now we’re ad¬ 
dicted.” 

“Will you please bring three 
or four dozen bagels — 
regular, onion, and pum¬ 
pernickel mixed—to our hotel 
in Cambridge, and divided so 
we can carry them home on 
the plane?” the letter asked. 

The letter was exciting to 
Rosenfeld not only because 
someone thinks his bagels are 
so good, but also because it 
was from the Sam Dashes. 

“Sam Dash has been a 
personal hero of mine, sort of 
like Ralph Nader,” Rosenfeld 
confided. 

Rosenfeld operates 
Rosenfeld’s Bagels in Pic¬ 
cadilly II in Newton Centre. 

Only 28, Rosenfeld has been 
a lawyer and an English 
teacher before becoming a 
bagel tycoon. 

He comes from Patterson, 
N.J., where he learned about 
bagels working with a friend 
in the business. Since bagels 
are, if not a dime a dozen, 
certainly plentiful in New 
Jersey, Rosenfeld decided to 
go into bagel baking 
elsewhere 

__ He's now a confirmed New 
Englander. He has just bought 
a house in Jamaica Plain and 
is going to open another bagel 
store on Beacon Street in 
Brookline very soon. 

Will he deliver the bagels as 
requested? 

“Of course,” Rosenfeld 
said. “How could I miss it?”

Managers hazy on smoking ban

Newton markets have had varied 
responses to a recently passed city or¬ 
dinance banning smoking in retail food 
stores. 

Spokesmen at six markets were asked 
this week about their experiences with the 
ordinance. No smoing signs are reportedly 
up at all six stores, but apparently not all 
of them are enforcing this request. 

The assistant manager at a Newton 
Highlands market said that customers 
who have been seen smoing have not been 
asked to stop. 

“We have no company law to tell us no 
smoking,” the spokesman said. “If we tell 
them to stop, we feel they may take it as 
hard feelings toward our store.” 

The assistant manager said that “if 
people complained, we would do 
something.” He reported only one incident 
real ting to the no smoking ordiance. He 
said that two male customers got into a 
verbal battle about one of them smoking, 
but that they resolved their dispute and 
left the store amiably. 

A customer of this market has con¬ 


firmed the policy stated by the assistant 
manager. She claims to have smoked in 
the store with no objection from store 
personnel. 

The director of store operations of this 
company was contacted, and he said that 
the company had “found it hard to enforce 
this kind of ordinance.” H e noted that the 
“pulic might become resentful. 

When questioned about his store’s 
policy, he aggred that smoking customers 
should be told about the no smoking or- 
diannce. He implied that this will soon 
become policy at this Newton Highlands 
store. 

A second market in Newton Highlands 
has apparently been equally lax about 
enforcing the no smoking ordinance. A 
worker at the store said that people still 
smoke and that they are not stopped. 

The worker said that there is probably 
not as much smoking since the ban went 
into effect. He surmised that some people 
are probably not aware of the law. 

A spokesman at a Newton Centre 
market reported having seen two smokers 
since the ordinance was passed. Both 
smokers were spoken to, and according to 


the spokesman, there was “no trouble.” 

He added, however, that he could not 
picture himself “physically throwing 
someone out og the store” who would not 
complay with the ordinance. 

The manager at a Waban market said 
that there have been no problems relating 
to the ban. When asked f he had seen any 
smokers, he said “not a one.” 

According to the assistant manager at 
a Newtonville market, his policy has been 
to inform smokers of the no smoking or¬ 
dinances rather than ordering them to 
extinguish their cigarettes. He said that all 
smokers he has talked to have responded 
the same way; they have stopped 
smoking. 

The assistant manager said that he 
has had only one complaint about the 
ordinance. One person though t it an 
“inconvenience.” 

The manager of a third Newton 
Highlands market claims to have spoken 
to one or two people about putting 
cigarettes out. “Our company has made no 
rules about it,” the manager commented.

NRA faces new developer problem

The Newton Redevelopment Authority, 
which has had a host of problems since its 
inception, learned last week that Sparling 
and Slye, commercial developers of the 
Lower Falls site, think “taxes for the 
project will be twice the amount projec¬ 
ted” possibly making the plan “un¬ 
feasible.” 

William Phelan, project manager for the 
developer, told members that the 
“assessors indicate they will cooperate.” 

The three buildings Spaulding and Slye 
propose are causing the difficulty, since 
they will be taxed at a higher rate than a 
one building project. 

The developers stated that they based 
their tax projections on “comparable 
buildings in Newton as well as completed 
buildings along 128 and Wellesley and 
Burlington.” 

Richard Clarey, member of the 
I authority asked if this would make these 


buildings the “highest taxed in the state” 
and the answer was “yes”. 

The developers also have financing 
problems with the three buildings since 
they can only get financing on one com¬ 
pleted building. This building would have 
to be on its own piece of land. 

Whelan explained that “we are not 
proposing to change the land, only allocate 
it differently and create legally zoned 
lots.” The developer also requested in¬ 
creasing the construction period from 18 
months to 24 months. 

Housing is still another issue facing the 
Authority. Originally the redevelopment 
plan called for 60-75 units of low-moderate 
income housing. However, an effort to 
relocate four merchants on Washington 
Avenue caused a cutback in the housing to 
about 40 units. 

This cutback has been challenged by 
Clarey, who stated that if this project is 
“to have any redeeming social value, it 


was from the promise that a considerable 
amount of low-income housing would 
result... a cut from 60 to 40 is a breach.” 

Clarey pointed out that 28 luxury units 
which were approved on Concord Street 
“replaced a single house on a sliver of 
land.” 

While the housing is being debated, the 
post office, it seems is also in jeopardy. 

A letter was read to authority members 
from Alderman Louis Egelson to the 
director of postal services expressing 
concern that the Lower Falls Post Office 
may not be able to continue. 

The post office is being evicted by it’s 
landlord, the Lower Falls Wine Company. 
Donald Budge, president of the Lower 
Falls Improvement Association, 
suggested to the Authority it “help keep 
the post office here by using the Old 
Farmdale Ice Cream building.” 

The authority scheduled another 
meeting tonight (April 18). 


Life Care Center 
denied by Board 


Even with the previous defects in site 
plan corrected, the proposed Life Care 
Center was pushed into limbo Tuesday 
night, as the Board of Aldermen voted to 
deny without prejudice the three petitions 
under consideration. 

Arthur Ullian, one of the developers of 
the proposed six-story, 179-unit, Auburn- 
dale “residential care facility” for the 
elderly, commented immediately after the 
vote that he had expected the denial ac¬ 
tion. 

Asked whether he would resubmit the 
petitions (one amending the zoning or¬ 
dinances, one changing the zone from 
Residence A to E, and one for permissive 
use to build), Ullian said he would. Denial 
without prejudice allows immediate 
rejubmission of a petition, without the 
waiting period of one year required by 
outright denial. 

Ullian would not comment on what 
changes he and the co-developer, Dr. 
Edwin Guiney, would make in the proposal 
for its next pass through the Board. 

Aid. Alan Barkin indicated that the 
venture would probably turn “nonprofit,” 
which would make it more palatable to 
several members of the Board. 

The combination of high-density land 
use, a 60-foot-tall building, and a profit¬ 
making enterprise with what some con¬ 
sidered limited social value was more than 
many of the aldermen were willing to 
swallow. 

The vote to deny all three items 
without prejudice was 21 in favor, 1 op¬ 
posed, and 2 absent. Louis Egelson was the 
sole opponent of the denial, after vote 
changes by Ernest Dietz and Robert 
Gaynor. Michael Antonellis and David 
Jackson were absent from the entire 
Board meeting. 

Other actions of the Board this week 


included unanimous approval of ap¬ 
propriating $678,796 for the School 
Department. 

The appropriation of $528,796 had been 
voted 7-0 by the Finance Committee at a 
special meeting April 3 in order to avert a 
crisis caused by a shortage of money for 
teachers’ June salaries. 

The request had been for $648,796, but 
that amount had been reduced by $120,000 
through the diligence of Larry Marino, 
assistant to Comptroller Arthur Marr, who 
found a surplus in school salary accounts. 

The new figure does not mean the 
School Department needs or will receive 
more money, but reflects a transfer by the 
School Department of $150,000 from its 
“charter maintenance” account into city 
surplus, and then an appropriation from 
the city’s surplus account to the schools’ 
salary accounts. 

In reducing the original amount 
needed for teachers’ salaries through this 
fiscal year from slightly over $1 million 
down to the $648,796, the School Depart¬ 
ment had made what Marr and City 
Solicitor Howard Levine thought might be 
construed as an illegal transfer of $150,000 
from one account to another in its budget. 

Levine therefore hit on the double 
transfer subject to Board acceptance as a 
sfaeguard against possible illegality. 

The Board vote included the words 
“for this purpose only at this point in 
time,” in reference to both transfers. 

In other business, the Board wrangled 
over a decision by Land Use Chairman 
Joseph McDonnell to hold action on Joseph 
McMullin’s petition for permissive use for 
signs, a service center, vehicle storage 
and rental of trucks and trailers at 926 
Boylston St., Newton Highlands. 

McMullin had requested the com¬ 
mittee not to report its vote out to the full 


Board until the May 6 meeting, since he 
would be away. 

McMullin, who has been operating his 
business for 24 years, many of them in 
violation of zoning ordinances, had been 
recalcitrant in agreeing to the conditions 
imposed on the continued operation of the 
service center, but all differences were 
finally ironed out, and the Land Use 
Committee had voted 5-0 in favor of 
granting the permissive use. 

Aid. Terry Morris, Susan Schur, Mark 
White and Joan Saklad wanted to take the 
item from committee and put it to a vote, 
but Barkin and McDonnell wanted to 
postpone the vote, since they had had told 
McMullin they would. 

Morris remarked, “There is no 
rationale for holding this. The time to 
influence aldermen is in committee.” 

But Barkin said, “The time to in¬ 
fluence aldermen is right up to the last 
minute. I've got a funny feeling that the

Census analysis shows Newton 
trailing Wellesley in statistics 


The 1970 median family income in 
Newton was $15,380, compared to a median 
of $9,133 for families in Boston and $19,400 
in Wellesley, according to a recent report 
from the United Community Planning 
Corp. (formerly United Community 
Services of Boston). 

Census figures recently analyzed by 
the UCPC research department from 1970 
U.S. Census Bureau records show that 
twenty-three per cent of Newton families 
had an annual income of $25,000 or more, 
and three per cent earned less than $3,000 
per year. In Boston three percent of the 
families earned $25,000 or more per year, 
and ten per cent had an annual income of 
less tha $3,000. In Wellesley these figures 
are thirty per cent and two per cent, 
respectively. 

Racial composition in Newton was 
ninety eight per cent white, one per cent 


Auto Center 
could cost in 
improvements 

The proposed automotive center at 
Newton South High School, now estimated 
at $100,000 construction cost, could end up 
costing far more than that in other im¬ 
provements to the school. 

The Public Buildings Committee in 
March tentatively voted, after a public 
hearing on the center, to support the ad¬ 
dition provided that it be a “readily 
demountable and movable” metal 
building and that 65 per cent of the costs 
are reimbursed by the state School 
Buildings Assistance Bureau (SBAB). 

But Stephen Hart, school plant 
specialist and educational consultant for 
the SBAB, explained recently that getting 
the automotive center is not as easy as it 
seems: “You don’t come in and aay, ‘We 
need an auto shop.’ ” 

“You tell us the number of kids you 
have and the program you have, and we 
tell you what you ought to have,” Hart 
said. “People that come to us don’t have 
the answer first, they have the problem. 
But some communities think they have the 
answer.” 

Looked at from some cities’ and 
towns' point of view, the “assistance” in 
the name of SBAB is purely financial, but 
from the state’s point of view it means 
assistance in planning and program first, 
and financial aid second.

black and one per cent other racial groups. 
Boston’s composition was eighty-two per 
cent white, sixteen per cent lback, and two 
per cent other groups. In Wellesley racial 
composition is ninety-nine per cent white, 
one per cent black and other. 

Thirty-one per cent of Newton 
residents aged 25 and older graduated 
from college, compared to ten per cent in 
Boston and 45 per cent in Wellesley. In 
Newton twenty-one per cent of the same 
age group did not complete high school 
compared to forty-six per cent in Boston 
and twelve per cent in Wellesley. 

Job classification showdd 72 per cent 
of Neton workers with white-collar jobs, 
compared to fifty-seven per cent of Boston 
workers and seventy-eight per cent of 
Wellesley workers. “White collar” jobs 
are defined as professional, technical, 
administrative, managerial, clerical, and 
sales. 

Fifty-eight per cent of Newton 
residents had live in the same dwelling for 
almost 10 years, and seventy per cent 
owned their own homes. In Boston 
seventy-three per cent of the residents 


rented their living quarters. 

Forty-one per cent of Newton 
residents were born outside the United 
States or had at least one parent bom 
outside the U.S. Of this number twenty- 
three per cent were Russian, seventeen 
per cent Italian, and fifteen Canadian. In 
comparison, thirty-seven per cent of 
Boston residents or at least one parent 
were foreign-bom; of these, twenty-two 
per cent were Irish, nineteen per cent 
Italian, and fifteen per cent Canadian. In 
Wellesley fifty-eight per cent of the 
residents were foreign-bom or had at least 
one foreign-bom parent, with twenty-three 
per cent of these Canadian, thirteen per 
cent Irish, thirteen per cent Italian and 
thirteen per cent English. 

The United Community Planning 
Corporation compiles and publishes 
metropolitan Boston population charac¬ 
teristics for use in comprehensive social 
planning. Census data for the Boston 
metropolitan statistical area (Boston and 
83 surrounding cities and towns) are 
available upon request from UCPC, 14 
Somerset St., Boston 02108.

Six or seven years ago, when I was still in elementar 
school, the phrase "Educational Television" wa 
synonomous with science experiments and "cultural 
programs (To a sixth grader, as I recall, the won 
"culture” usually was equated with boredom). 

The Educational Television we saw and there reall; 
wasn’t much of it—didn’t seem to offer much in terms o 
imagination or appeal. 

That’s changed 

Today, it’s called "Public Television,” and I certainh 
wish that today’s Public Television programming, par 
ticularly those shows directed at kids, was around when 
was in elementary school. Having shows like "Sesami 
Street” and "The Electric Company” and "Zoom” U 
watch—all on public TV—would undoubtedly have mack 
the whole learning process a much more enjoyable anc 
interesting one. 

Those shows really speak for themselves—they've al 
continually received plaudits (and awards) from critics 
parents, and kids. They are prime examples of the great 
strides that have been made in the past few years in the way 
of television programming for kids (Some shows on com¬ 
mercial television, like "Make A Wish,” "Fat Albert and 
the Cosby Kids,” and locally "Jabberwocky” as well at 
others have received much praise. Many persons, however, 
like those at Action for Children’s Television in Newton, still 
lodge heavy complaints at many commercials and com¬ 
mercial TV shows). 

There’s one children’s show on public TV, however, 
that I think deserves special attention, and that is "Mister 
Rogers’ Neighborhood,” a half-hour Monday through 
Saturday show starring Fred Rogers (Channel 2, 5 p.m., 
Mon.-Fri., 8:30 a.m. Sat.) 

Shows like "Sesame Street” and "The Electric Com¬ 
pany” are fantastic shows—they’re funny, they’re clever, 
they’re put together beautifully—and I don’t wish to belittle 
their value. But it seems that something is often lost on 
those shows amidst the emphasis on the mechanics and the 
fundamentals of words, spelling, math, and knowledge. 
They do tend to lack a personal touch, the o/ie-to-one 
communication with the youthful viewers that does seem so 
important.

provides that communication. Every day, from his little 
"home” at WQED in Pittsburgh, he talks and sings and 
opens up to young children in an enormously friendly, calm, 
and undoubtedly reassuring fashion. He’s not stuffy or 
condescending—he’s a friend, who speaks to children about 
values, about his and their problems and concerns, about 
how to understand both the bad and the good things that go 
on in this world. 

Topics he’ll discuss on the show will Include such things 
as: overcoming fears of being hurt; how trust can 
strengthen friendships; conformity; coping with anger; 
individuality; family life; how children try to gain at¬ 
tention; or even observing a colony of bees working 
together to illustrate the idea of cooperation. 

His shows will also feature instructional or in¬ 
formational segments, such as: building sand castles; the 
care of animals; learning to make simple toys; or a 
whirlpool treatment demonstration. 

The show also provides musical performances and 
entertainment (pantomime, marionettes, etc.) There is 
also a daily trip into the "Neighborhood of Make Believe,” 
in which puppets are used (with Rogers himself supplying 
the puppet voices). 

His songs (which he writes) are an important part of 
each show. Assisted by Music Director John Costa on the 
piano (obviously an extremely talented musician), Rogers 
will sing songs like, "Won’t You Be My Neighbor,” "A 
Place of My Own,” "You are You,” or "I’m Angry.” 

In one song,i"It’s Such A Good Feeling,” he sings: 

It’s a good feeling 

To know you’re alive 

It’s such a good feeling 

You’re growing inside 

And when you wake up ready to say 

"I think I’ll grow 12 inches today 

It’s such a good feeling, a very good feeling 

The feeling you know you’re alive. 

Aside from his television show, Rogers has released a . 
number of albums, as well as a "Mister Rogers Songbook.” 
In addition, some very interesting Mister Rogers news 
information packets are being published 10 times a year, 
called "Around the Neighborhood,” which include a 
newsletter, records, stories, etc. 

Throughout it all.nFred Rogers’ warmth always shines 
through. One senses that he really does care about each 
person watching him, that he is a friend to all In an age of 
mechanization and complexity and confusion, it’s so nice to 
see Fred Rogers and his real concern, his simplicity, and 
his wisdom. Every young child should get to know him.

Pretrial diversion bill Conservation 
reported favorably

The Newton PTA Council has 
scheduled a panel discussion of 
"Consideration of Metropolitan 
Education” for Thursday, May 
2 at 7:30 p.m. at Newton North 
High School. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink, a member of the 
panel, talked about 
metropolitization this week. 

Fink views metropolitization 
as "collaborative efforts bet¬ 
ween urban and suburban 
school systems to provide better 
education for all kids. 

“There are lots of resources 
in the city which should be used 
by suburban kids,” Fink 
commented. 

He noted that collaboration 
can reduce costs and provide 
more efficient service. 

"I think no community can 
put a high fence around itself,” 
Fink said. "Our future is very 
much tied up with the city.” 

Fink remarked that the 
METCO program "has brought 
something to the Newton 
community.” He said that there 
is less "stereotypic thinking” in 
schools which have a mixture of 
kids. 

“Metropolitization means 
different things to different 
people,” Fink commented. "To 
some people it means busing or 
one big school district.” 

Fink said that he is not in¬ 


terested in one big school 
district. He said he is interested 
in local control of schools. 

It was noted that a regional 
program may provide things 
that cannot be provided locally. 

Fink said that to set up a 
regional program, three things 
have to be worked out: 
legislation, governance and 
funding. "I happen to feel that if 
there are regional programs, 
they ought to be funded prin¬ 
cipally by the state,” Fink 
commented. 

Fink said that the state does 
have regional offices, including 
one in Newton, but they do not 
run programs for schools. 
"They merely advise and bring 
people together,” Fink 
remarked. 

Fink suggested that a 
regional office could develop 
programs, run them and be 
reimbursed by the towns or 
cities which use them. 

Fink said that several 
programs which involve 
collaboration already exist. He 
cited as examples a program 
for the hard of hearing, a work- 
study program in EDCO, and a 
reading program. 

Fink mentioned purchasing, 
social services, libraries, and 
programs as areas in which 
collaboration may be ad¬ 
vantageous. 


The legislature’s Joint 
Judiciary Committee last week 
gave a favorable report to a bill 
co-sponsored by Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton) to 
provide for pretrial diversion of 
delinquency complaints. 

Mofenson says, “Pretrial 
diversion is a program designed 
to "divert” youthful offenders 
out of the criminal justice 
system and into improved job 
and living situations. The bill is 
designed to assist in the rein¬ 
tegration of young offenders 
into society. 

"In a period characterized 
by a growing crime rate, rising 
costs of government, increasing 
complexity in legal processes, 
and growing recognition of the 
ineffectiveness of existing 
correctional programs it is 
imperative that present 
methods for dealing with crime 
be reexamined and new 
alternatives developed. Courts 
have long provided alternatives 
to trial and imprisonment in 
certain limited instances, such 
as when dealing with the 
mentally retarded. However, 
since the late 1960s, the idea of 
offering effective alteratives in 
a wider range of circumstances 
has been gaining support. 
Pretrial diversion has emerged 
as one such effective alter¬ 
native.” 

Under the bill, the office of the 
Commisioner of Probation 
certifies and supervises all 
programs to which defendants 
may be diverted. The bill also 
calls for the establishment of an 
advisory board to the office of 
the commissioner for the 
overseeing of programs. The 
members of the advisory shall 
be the Attorney General, the 
commissioners of Fducation, 
Mental Health, Rehabilitation 
and Welfare, a district court 
judge, the director of the 
Division of Employment 
Security, the president of the 


District Attorneys’ Association, 
or the designees of any of the 
above persons,and seven ex¬ 
perts in the area of human 
services to the sociologically 
and economically disadvantag¬ 
ed through community-based 
programs, one of whom shall be 
an exoffender. The seven ex¬ 
perts would be appointed by the 
governor for terms of two 
years. 

Mofenson explained that 
because of its informality and 
flexibility, pretrial diversion 
broadens the resources that can 
be used to deal with offenders. 
It makes these resources 
available to the offender earlier 
than do traditional approaches, 
since it does not require con¬ 
viction before referral to a 
rehabilitation program. 

If an offender, successfully 
completes a pretrial diversion 
program he retains no criminal 
record, and without the stigma 
of a record, an offender has a 
better chance of eventual 
success in life and avoidance of 
later problems with the law. 

Project Crossroads, 
Washington, D.C., Manhattan 
Court Employment Project, 


New York City, and Boston 
Court Resource Project have 
shown that pretrial diversion 
programs tend to increase 
substantially the employability 
of participants and to decrease 
significantly the rate of 
recidivism. Experience in these 
and other similar programs has 
also demonstrated that pretrial 
diversion is an economical 
rehabilitative tool. 

Pretrial diversion programs 
have made a dramatic dif¬ 
ference in the lives of in¬ 
dividuals on the brink of full 
criminal involvement. The 
programs convince many 
participants that they can 
succeed in society and prepare 
them to do so. Pretrial diversion 
in certain instances is a 
workable alternative to the 
traditional approach of trial and 
punishment. 

The concept of pretrial 
diversion is not an unknown 
area but rather one that has 
been experimented with and 
has proved successful. The 
legislation seeks to expand this 
service and make it available in 
all the sistrict courts of the 
Commonwealth.

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Housing Authority, DCA 
clash over project here

A dispute has arisen between the 
Newton Housing Authority and the State 
Department of Community Affairs DCA 
over the per unit cost for the propsoed 20 
low-income family dupliexes which were 
to be built on Beaconwood Road. 

The DCA contends that with the new 
bids, the homes would cost $56,051 a unit. 
According to Tadhg Sweeney, deputy 
commissioner of the DCA, these bids are 
"out of the ball park" since he says "a 
quick estimate of Newton's single homes 
show they sell for $38,000-40,000. He 
commented that "if one assumes this, 
there is no necessity for the state to pay 
$56,000 for half of a duplex." 

However, Helen Stepakoff, real estate 
agent for Longwood Associates says that 
the average home in Newton sells for 
$45,000-50,000. 

Sweeney states that during 
discussions with the mayor and the 
Housing Authority, it was made dear that 
"we would look favorably at a total 
development cost of $35,000; $40,000 would 
raise serious questions and $45,000 would 
be turned down." 


The NHA architect, Dave Sheffield of 
Architects Collaborative, states that he is 
"in direct disagreement with Sweeney’s 
figures.” However, no formal com¬ 
munication between the NHA and the DCA 
has been produced. 

James Miller, chairman of the NHA 
calls the rejection "unconscionable." The 
Housing Authority maintains that the DCA 
never made its position clear and Frank 
Quinn, executive director of the NHA 
asked "why did the DCA encourage us to 
go out for bids?" 

Miller said the DCA "initiated” the 
building of low-income family units. 

Another issue emerging from this 
imbroglio is that the DCA charges Newton 
"has not made it easy for the NHA to 
build" because it has not offered to help in 
building streets or supplying services and 
utilities, fire lines, sewerage lines, or 
electric lines. 

Miller stated that “no other city builds 
its own streets." Sweeney acknowledged 
that no other city was giving this kind of 
help for low-income family housing. 

Zoning is another issue since the DCA 


says that Newton should "think about 
granting a zoning bariance" on Beacon- 
wood to enable more units to be built 48 
privately owned units on Beaconwood. 

"If it is not feasible for a private 
developer to build fewer units, it certainly 
isn’t feasible for us," declared Seeeney. 

A personal appeal to Governor 
Francis Sargant to overturn the DCA 
decision has been made by Mayor 
Theodore D. Mann, James Miller and 
Anthony Medaglia, former NHA chair¬ 
man. Mann says he told the governor, at 
the 45 minute meeting, that "any delay in 
accepting the bids on the part of the DCA 
will cost the state 1.5 percent per month in 
construction costs.” Mann said the 
governor stated he would take the matter 
"under advisement." 

The NHA has . 30 working days in 
which to accept the low construction bid 
which came in at $874,700 from P.J. Stella 
Construction Corp. in Wakefield, Mass. 
The units were to include 15 3 bedroom 
apratments, five four bedroom aprat- 
ments and two handicapped units. All 
apartments were to have one and a half 
baths.

Commercial reappraisal underway 


Rep. Peter F. Harrington (El- 
Newton) has joined with a 
broad coalition of 54 
representatives and senators to 
file legislation giving property 
tax rebates to overburdened 
homeowners and tenants 
through a state income tax 
credit. 

The bill (H. 4001) allows 
homeowners and tenants up to 
$500 relief from excessive 
property taxes. Its basic 
principle is that people with 
incomes under $10,000 should 
not pay more than eight percent 
of their income for property 
taxes. 

"The ‘circuitbreaker’ ap¬ 
proach prevents a tax overload 
on overburdened taxpayers 
without interrupting the flow of 
revenue from those who can 
afford to pay," Harrington said. 
"It gives large families and 
retired people a much-needed 
break in their taxes, while 
maintaining the right of cities 


and towns to collect local 
property taxes and pay for 
essential municipal services," 
he added. 

Harrington explained how H. 
4001 works. For example, a 
typical homeowning family of 
three with a total yearly income 
of $9,000 owns a house and pays 
$1,100 in local property taxes. 
They get $500 credit or rebate on 
heir state income tax, under H. 
4001's three-step formula. 

1. Their adjusted income is 
calculated by substracting their 
personal exemptions from their 
total household income. 
Adjusted income would be 
$5,800 ($2,600 exemption for 
husband and wife on joint 
return; $600 for each depen¬ 
dent). 

2. Their excess property tax is 
found by taking eight percent of 
their adjusted income and 
subtracting that figure from 
their property tax for that year 
(eight percent of $5,800 is $464;

subtracting $464 from the $1,100 
property tax gives $636 as the 
excess property tax). 

3. Their tax relief is found by 
taking 90 percent of their excess 
property tax. Because it is 
greater than the $500 maximum 
allowed, the family gets a 
credit, or tax refund, of $500 ( 90 
percent of $636 is $552.40). 

The "circuitbreaker” also 
provides relief for tenants. For 
example, a typical family of 
five makes $8500 a year and 
rents an apartment for $200 a 
month ($2,400 a year). Their 
property taxes are assumed to 
be 25 percent of their total 
annual rent. For tax credit 
purposes, this family’s property 
taxes would be set at $600. 
Here’s how the formula would 
work: 

1. Adjusted income ($8,500 
less $4,400 exemptions — $2600 
for husband and wife, $600 for 
each dependent) is $4,100. 

2. Excess property tax (eight 
percent of $4,100 is $338; $600 
minus $338) is $262. 

3. Tax credit (90 percent of 
$262) would be $235.80. 

Harrington emphasized that 


passage of H. 4001 would bring 
real tax relief to elderly people. 
For example, an elderly couple 
might have a retirement in¬ 
come of $3,000 and a local 
property tax of $700. If they 
qualify for an elderly 
abatement from their city or 
town, they pay about $350 and 
save $350. If they choose, in¬ 
stead, to pay their full local 
property tax and file a claim 
under H. 4001, they pay only 
$200 and save $500." 

"H. 4001 helps more retired 
people than the abatement 
system,” Harrington said, 
"because it has no artificial age 
limits. Since it is based on the 
amount of tax actually paid, 
elderly people can use 
whichever tax relief method 
saves them the most money." 

H. 4001, and its Senate 
companion S. 370, will be heard 
by the Joint Committee on 
Taxation, April 16 at 10:30 a.m. 
in Gardner Auditorium at the 
State House. 

Harrington, other sponsors, 
and numerous private citizens 
expect to testify on the need for 
and merits of this legislation. 


The reappraisal of all commercial real 
estate in the city of Newton began this 
week. 

Commercial property located north of 
the Massachusetts Turnpike will be in¬ 
ventoried first, according to Paul 
Reinhard, project supervisor for Cole - 
Layer - Trumble, appraisers. 

The inventory procedure for com¬ 
mercial property is basically the same as 
that of residential property, Reinhard 
said. The commercial "lister" asks per¬ 
mission to inspect the interior and exterior 
of each commercial property and also 
records the exterior measurements of 
each improvement. 

In addition, the commercial lister will 


request economic information such as 
current monthly or yearly income and 
expense figures, lease information, and 
recent sales. Capitalization of income is 
the primary method used by the appraiser 
to determine value on commercial 
property. 

Reinhard stressed that the commercial 
lister is not setting values but is merely 
collecting and recording raw data to be 
studied, analyzed and used at a later date 
in the appraisal process for determining 
market value. 

The inventory phase of commercial real 
property is expected to be completed by 
late summer. Reinhard added that the 
inventory of commercial personal 


property will not be started until sometime 
next fall. 

Inventory of residential property is 
presently about 50 percent completed, with 
first calls presently being made in Newton 
Centre, Newton Highlands, and Newton 
Upper Falls. 

The residential phase is progressing 
according to schedule and is expected to be 
completed by late summer. 

The first week in May, Reinhard said, 
working hours for the residential listers 
will be extended to 8 p.m. This will allow 
the listers additional time to make 
callbacks to those properties where the 
occupants are not home between the 
normal working hours of 8 a.m. to 5 p.m.

If anything at all is sacred to 
reporters, it is the “Open Meeting Law.” It 
is the only thing standing between the 
public and secrecy in government. 

Open meeting laws may vary from * 
£; state to state, but they all have one thing in 
common, they tell elected officials when it 
j would be improper to meet behind closed 

doors.

\| the mayor’s office. We contended that 
r: since the meetings involved the top elected 
l s officials of the city, ostensibly members of 
a committee formed by the mayor to iron 
;• out differences between aldermen and 
school committee members, the meetings 
should be open to the press. 

Friday, in a two-hour meeting with the 
mayor, we ironed out our differences in 
this matter and arrived at what we feel is 
an equitable solution. 

The mayor says he has disbanded the 
conference committee, but nevertheless, is 
amenable to having the city solicitor 
decide whether a group of city officials can 
meet in his office without having the 
meeting open to the public and press. 

We agreed to having the city solicitor 
rule on each meeting on an individual 
basis. If he says the meeting should be 
open, the mayor says it will be. 

We also agreed that our major objec¬ 
tion to meetings behind closed doors 
centered on elected officials, not city 
employees or department heads 

As the chief executive of the city, we 
feel the mayor does have a right to meet 
with these people on regular business 
without having reporters present 

Elected officials, however, are 
responsible to all of us and we feel it is 
imperative their actions are known to 
voters as fully as possible 

The mayor has maintained throughout 
his administration that he too is opposed to 
secrecy He demonstrated his sincerity 
when he told the city solicitor Friday he 
wants to “live up to the letter and the 
spirit” of the open meeting law 

We feel it is the responsibility of the 
press and the public to protect its rights 
when officials want to hold executive 
sessions. 

No one is obliged to get up and leave a 
, room because some official wants to close 
a meeting. Meetings can only be closed for 
specific reasons and they are spelled out in 
the state law. Citizens, observers and 
reporters who do leave meetings without 
determining their exact purpose are relin¬ 
quishing their own rights. 

We will continue to press for open 
meetings and to make sure before we leave 
a meeting that it is being legally closed. We 
welcome anyone who would like to join 
with us in protecting these rights. 

We also feel that with Howard Levine 
as Newton s city solicitor, we can rest 
assured these matters will be judged fairly 
and impartially. We trust any dispute put 
before him will be fairly resolved because 
he is a fair man. 

Earth Day 

Newton has no plans to celebrate 
Earth Day. 

The Boy and Girl Scouts are going to 
clean up Cold Spring Playground on Satur¬ 
day, the Conservation Commission will 
clean up the Houghton Garden, there will 
be a tree planting on Commonwealth 
Avenue next week by the Newton Ar¬ 
boretum.

Need Democratic help 
to win - Lt. Gov. Dwight 

Lieutenant Governor Donald R. Dwight quoted 
Christian A. Herter, “one of the truly great Governors in 
Massachusetts history,” as pointing out repeatedly that 
neither he nor any other Republican could win a state-wide 
election fight in Massachusetts without some Democratic 
help. 

“That help and respect must be earned,” Dwight ob¬ 
served. “Any Republican Governor of Massachusetts, who 
appointed only Republicans, would defeat both himself and 
his party. 

“By working with the Democrats and giving 
recognition to them. Governor Francis Sargent has kept 
Massachusetts a two-party state,” he declared. 

Lieutenant Governor Dwight made these statements in 
an exclusive interview as he answered the criticism of some 
Republicans that Governor Sargent has not done enough to 
build up the GOP and has given too much recognition to 
Democrats. 

“I’m sure Francis Sargent will be reelected next 
November,” Dwight asserted. “But if he should be 
defeated, Massachusetts almost immediately would 
become a one-party state.” 

"What Christian Herter said back in 1952 and 1953 is 
more true than ever today,” Dwight continued as he pointed 
out that Massachusetts now probably is the most 
Democratic state in the nation and was the only one of the 50 
states George McGovern carried over Richard Nixon in 
1972. 

Dwight, who will be the second half of the Republican 
gubernatorial ticket next November, has been the top 
trouble-shooter of the Sargent administration. 

He brought order out of chaos at the Walpole State 
Prison when he was placed in charge of the state’s penal 
system after former Correction Commissioner John 0. 
Boone was fired last June. 

For 12 consecutive weekends before Boone was ousted 
the state police either were alerted because of trouble at the 
Walpole State Prison or were actually sent into the in¬ 
stitution to quell a disturbance. 

That did not happen once during the four months 
Dwight was restoring order in the Massachusetts penal 
system. One of Dwight’s notable accomplishments was to 
establish communications with the guards and correctional 
officers who had not been listened to for a long time. 

For all practical purposes Dwight was the acting 
commissioner of correction. He supervised the programs at 
all the prisons, got a permanent superintendent for 
Walpole, recruited and recommended a new correction 
commissioner and gradually overcame perhaps the most 
troublesome problem of the Sargent administration. 

Dwight also has functioned with skill and efficiency for 
Governor Sargent in the fields of education and economic 
development and in spearheading the fight for the 
reorganization of some phases of the state government. He 
also presided over the Governor’s Council hearings on the 
petition for the removal of former Judge Jerome Troy. 

After working closely with Governor Sargent for more 
than five yean, the first two as Deputy Governor and 
Commissioner of Administration and Finance, the last 
three years and three months as Lieutenant Governor, 
Dwight voices a warm admiration for Francis Sargent. 

“Because there is a public trust and confidence in 
Frank Sargent. Because he has the integrity people are 
yearning for and, very basically, the people not only trust 
him but like him. His honesty and standing with the people 
come through. The people instinctively trust him.” 

That was Dwight’s reply when he was asked why he 
believes so strongly that Francis W. Sargent will be 
reelected next November as the Republican Governor of a 
Democratic State. 

He said somewhat the same thing when he was asked 
what he believed are the big issues Surge has going for him 
in the coming election. 


“Public confidence and trust,” Dwight emphasized. 
“His personal characteristics. The belief that he is working 
for everybody, not for any special interests. He makes hard 
decisions on tough problems which the people respect even 
though they don’t always like them.” 

Dwight observed that no new state taxes have been 
enacted during the past three years of Mr. Sargent’s ser¬ 
vice as Governor even though the cost of running the state 
government has gone up. The state’s economy has kept 
pace with the increased expense. 

In response to a question, Lieutenant Governor Dwight 
expressed the conviction* that former State Correction 
Commissioner John 0. Boone will not be an issue in next 
fall’s campaign in view of the fact that Governor Sargent 
fired him last June. “He would be an issue if her were still 
Correction Commissioner,” Dwight asserted. 

The Lieutenant Governor dodge one question that was 
put to him. That involved the battle between Attorney 
General Robert Quinn and former State Representative 
Michael Dukakis for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor, the winner of which will engage Francis Sargent 
in the final November election. 

“I’ll let the Democrats choose their own candidate,” 
was Dwight’s tactful reply.

Early primary date to 
affect some contests 

The primary campaign next September for Democratic 
and Republican nominations for state offices will be one of 
the shortest in Massachusetts political history. 

Traditionally, the people don’t turn their full attention 
to the primary contests until after Labor Day and the 
children have returned to school. The primary next Sep¬ 
tember will be held just eight days after Labor Day. 

If a tremendous furore erupts in Boston and Springfield 
over forced busing when public schools reopen, that also 
will take the spotlight of public attention away from tbe 
primary candidates. 

Ordinarily, the primary would be held on Sept. 17. But 
Sept. 17 this year is a Jewish Holiday. So the primary has 
been moved ahead to Sept. 10. That will have an effect on 
some of the primary battles. 

From an overall standpoint it will help the incumbents 
and hurt the lesser known challengers. 

It will be a handicap to former State Commerce 
Commissioner Carroll Sheehan in his Republican primary 
fight with Governor Sargent. As a practical matter, 
Sheehan has no chance whatever against Sargent But tbe 
earlier date will make it more difficult for Sheehan to make 
even a respectable showing. 

It will hurt Representative Paul Guzzi of Newton in his 
run against Secretary of State John F. X. Davoren. It will 
help a candidate such as former Lieutenant Governor 
Francis X. Bellotti who has a big organization of supporters 
he can throw into a final seven-day drive for the 
Democratic nomination for Attorney General. 

Campaigning during the summer doldrums is a 
thankless, difficult task. Many of the candidates show up at 
clambakes and outings where the assembled men and 
women have scant interest in political speeches and ap¬ 
peals and sometimes resent them as an unwelcome in¬ 
trusion. 

Most of the contenders probably will revise their 
strategy because of the earlier primary date and depend 
more on the media to get their messages to the voters.

Authority has been asked to accept people 
who have a good "general background,” 
he said, but it also needs people with a 
"particular interest.” 

"We need a housing activist, or even one 
who qualifies for low-income or elderly 
housing,” McDonnell said. 

The Newton Taxi Association was 
denied the chance to ask for increases in 
fares and waiting time and for commercial 
advertising on cabs until next September. 

Approval and adoption of the 1973-78 
capital improvement program (CIP) were 
finally voted by the Board, by a 20-0 vote. 
The city charter mandates a procedure of 
a public hearing and Board action to 
amend or accept unchanged the program 
every year. 

At this point it would make no dif¬ 
ference whether the 1973-78 CIP had been 
approved, since the 1974-75 budget has 
already been made up and voted on, with 
little reference to capital improvements 
scheduled in the CIP, and the /.ext (1974- 
79) CIP will be out of the printshop in about 
a week.

He said that he expected the 
responsibility for enforcement of the or¬ 
dinance lies with the city. 

A customer of this market reports 
having smoked without interference in the 
store. A second customer tells of having 
seen snother person smoking, and ob¬ 
jecting to management because she did 
not have the same right. The smoker told 
management that shw was not aware of 
the ordinance, and she stopped smoking. 

According to Sgt. Charels Feeley, the 
Newton police "have not been called In to 
my knowledge.” 

Feeley said that police do not normally 
patrol the aisles of a supermarket. "Any 
merchant has the right to call us,” Feeley 
commented. 

"Basically e have no way of enforcing 
the ordinance unless we’re called In.” 

Feeley Indicated that based on his own 
experience, the ordinance is "being ob¬ 


served very well. Every time I go into a 
market, I want to see if its working." 

The ordinance, passed last December, 
says that "any person who knowingly 
violates this ordinance shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdeameanor and upon con¬ 
viction thereof shall be fined In an amount 
not exceeding fifty ($50) dollars.” 

State Representative Lois Pines, who 
propoed the ordinance, said this week that 
she has had phone calls from people who 
were enthusiastic and happy about the 
smoking ban. Ms. Pines said that she

For example, Hart said, a school 
department may feel that some part of its 
program should be expanded or a new 
facility provided. When SBAB reviews the 
entire program at the school in queation, it 
would look also at the adequacy of the 
cafeteria and the gymnasium. 

John Gilleland, the school depart-' 
ment’s director of support services, is in 
the process of preparing a statistical 
analysis of the educational program and 
space requirements to be presented to the 
SBAB. 

Since many schools were built, Hart 
ppinted out, the physical education 


requirements have been raised by the 
state, and what once was enough gym¬ 
nasium space is now too small because of 
the need for more or longer classes. 

The SBAB might wind up saying that a 
school needs an automotive center, a 
larger gymnasium, and other im¬ 
provements. And though SBAB reim¬ 
burses 65 per cent of the cost, 65 per cent of 
cost of unplanned-for improvements might 
be more than a city wants to spend.

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was captured in 1968). “There’s a lot of 
challenge in flying. If you’re not good, 
you’re dead.” 

He still likes the military way of life and 
the people. He’s still a bachelor and goes 
for the moving from place to place. 

Last year Paul Brown wanted to go to 
England. Staying in the Marines, the 
closest post he could get was Spain, which 
he turned down, but when his flight 
training is over he’ll probably be sent to 
California, which he likes very much, and 
eventually Japan or Hawaii. 

We mentioned that there was a lot of talk 
here in Newton after he left last spring 
about what a natural politician he would 
make, and how lots of people who had met 
him hoped he would turn to politics. 

His dark brown eyes stopped glancing 
around and fastened on ours if we had 
found out a secret. 

“I was thinking about politics,” he said. 
“I’d like the political, public life, I’d like to 
help people in a rational, fair, just way.” 
He means it. 

When he was in Washington he discussed 
politics with Sen. Edward Brooke, whose 
advice was to “start in Newton, then get 
into state politics, and then into the federal 
level.” No trying to start at the top. 

Paul Brown has plenty of time for 
politics. He’ll be only 42 when he’s eligible 
for retirement from the service. 

Meanwhile, he is a young man who still 
has to catch up with five years lost out of 
his twenties. 

Thinner than he was when .he was the 
returning hero, with shorter, Marine Corps 
hair, he hasn’t quite caught up with the 
changes in, he says, “the physical world, 
lifestyles, and morals.” 

He has been home a couple of times 
since last April, but he speaks somewhat 
regretfully of the Newton Memorial Day 
parade, where “nobody knew who I was.” 
But he makes it clear that he is not a 
“professional POW.” 

In fact, he still says little about his ex¬ 


periences in prison camp. He did tell us 
about the pumpkin soup and bread that 
was all there was to eat for months or 
years. And about how the prisoners would 
never allow themselves to think the war 
was ending, because they had been fooled 
so many times. And about what it’s like to 
have absolutely nothing to do, nothing to 
read, day after day, month after month. 

He prefers to talk about people - people 
he knows now or has known or will know. 
“People are more or less the same all 
over. I get strong vibes from people.” 

He has lost touch with most of his fellow 
POWs, who are scattered all over the 
country, and has corresponded only once 
with Russell Temperley. 

Brown and Temperley, who is 38, did not 
know each other in Newton. 

Temperley has an uncle here, but his 
mother, Mrs. William Hopf, now lifes in 
Falmouth, so Temperley’s base of 
operations has shifted out of town. 

The main Newton connection is his bride 
of four months, the former Sylvia Messner 
of Newton Centre, whom he had known 
since they were both children, according to 
his mother. 

Mrs. Hopf told us about the wedding, 
which took place in Falmouth in 
December, in a church whose minister 
was a classmate of Temperley’s at Bostn 
University. Sixteen more classmates, all 
ministers, and their wives flanked the 
entrance. 

Then the Temperleys took off for 
Randolph Air Force Base in Texas, where, 
just as Temperley said last April he would 
do, he went to air flight training school and 
will end up teaching flying. 

Mrs. Hopf was a proud mother as she 
described these events in Temperley’s life, 
especially when she told us Temperley had 
graduated almost the highest in his class. 

He will be able to retire from the Air 
Force in four years, and then expects to go 
into private teaching, Mrs. Hopf said.

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Timetable for a new car model 


The timetable for producing a 
new model automobile has 
much in common with baking a 
pie, according to a major car 
manufacturing engineer. They 
both require lead time, the 
amount of time required to see 
the project through from the 
planning stage to the finished 
product. 

In baking a pie, sufficient 
time is needed to decide on the 
kind of pie, obtain the 
ingredients, select the correct 
size mixing bowl, pie pan, and 
other utensils, and take into 
consideration the actual 
preparation and baking time. If 
you want the pie out of the oven 
by a certain time, you have to 
work backwards to set up a 
schedule or timetable. 

The same principle applies to 
producing an automobile, plus a 
few more complications. The 
schedule or lead time needed to 
introduce a new engine, for 
example, might be as long as

five years, depending on the 
extent of the changes involved. 
The manufacturer sets an 
announcement date and then 
plans the schedule accordingly. 

Actual production design and 
processing requires decisions 
as to the kinds of new machines 
and dies that may have to be 
developed and built to produce 
the engine components. If the 
engine is a radical departure 
from conventional engines, it 
might possibly need a different 
type of starting motor, 
generator or carburetor - all 
requiring more research and 


development, and, of course, 
more lead time. Engineers have 
to develop not only a product 
with satisfactory performance, 
but one that can be manufac¬ 
tured at a reasonable price. 
'Hiis involves still more time in 
the choice of materials and 
production methods. 

Before a new model is in¬ 
troduced to the public, it must 
be put through an extensive 
testing program. Time is 
needed to evaluate the car’s 
ability to perform under ex¬ 
tremes of heat, cold, rain, poor 
road surfaces, etc. New cars 


must also be tested no less thanl 
50,000 miles just to determine I 
that they meet government! 
emission standards. 

Lead time also depends on the 
number of units produced. One 
industry spokesman states that 
Detroit could build a single car 

from the ground up in three 
weeks, but to build one million 
cars on assembly lines acrost 
the country presents far* 
reaching timetable problem: 
not the least of which is to make 
sure the right quantities oi 
component parts are at the 
right places at the right time.

Services offered at the canoe 
service headquarters, across 
the river from the Route 128 
Norumbega duck feeding 
station, include rentals, in¬ 
structions, and river trips, 
including guides. Director Tom 
Downing and his staff will teach 
groups efficient and safe canoe 
technique, enabling patrons to 
use it as a toll to study the 
ecology, history and folklore of 
the Charles River.

Answer: Everyone’s catching on to the unique flavor of 
eggplant these days — add this recipe to your eggplant file: 

STUFFED EGGPLANT 
1 large (2 lbs.) eggplant 
4 to two-thirds cup olive or salad oil 

1 clove garlic, minced 

2 tablespoons flour 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 pkg. 8 os. stuffing mix 
V« cup melted margarine 
4 cup hot water 

1 can (104 oz.) spaghetti sauce with mushrooms 
Heat oven to 350 degrees. Wash, peel and slice eggplant 
into M 4 inch thick round slices. Heat oil over low heat in 
heavy skillet. Add garlic. In a separate dish, combine flour 
and salt Dip eggplant slices in flour mixture, turning to 
coat both sides.

World Horizons

NAIROBI (UP!) - Africa’s 
vast elephant herds are being 
indiscriminately slaughtered 
despite six-month-old hunting 
bans imposed by several 
countries, according to wildlife 
officials. 

Poachers using weapons 
ranging from acid tipped 
arrows to machine guns have 
scarcely been touched by the 
new restrictions, according to 
these sources. 

Illegal hunting increased 
dramatically throughout the 
continent last year as specula¬ 
tors, especially in the Far East, 
switched from uncertain cur¬ 
rencies such as the U. S. dollar 
into such durables as ivory. 

As prices shot up several 
hundred per cent entire herds 
became threatened with extinc¬ 
tion. Several countries—Kenya, 
Tanzania, Zaire, Ivory Coast 
slapped bans on elephant 
hunting. Tanzania recently 
made permanent a ban on all 
types of hunting. 

The move hit hard at 
professional hunters who squire 
rich clients through the bush, 
but did not take the sting out of 
the poaching trade. 

Wounded Animals 

A recent report from Kenya’s 
huge Tsavo West National Park 
said: “This has been one of the 
worst periods known for poa¬ 
ching. We’ve found it very 
difficult to come to grips with 
these poachers. Apart from 
animals that died there are still 
many wandering around with 
terrible festering wounds 
caused by arrowheads...some of 
which appear to have been 
treated with some form of 
acid.” 

Ted Norris of the East 
African Wildlife Society said 
things may have improved 
marginally in the last six 
months. 

“The little man may have 
been forced out of business,’’ he 
said, “but the big operators are 
untouched. We can only hope to 
moderate the situation. We will 
never be able to eliminate 
poaching entirely.** 

Ivory can now fetch more 
than $86 a kilo (2.2 pounds) on 
the open market. One game 
warden estimated the price 
would have to drop to the im¬ 
possible figure of 15 cents a kilo 
for poachers to decide it was not 
worthwhile. 

The Tsavo report said a “very 
important deterrent would be 
the full use of the maximum 
sentence of five years im-

Endangered species featured 
in Natonal Wildlife issue 


Although only 45 remain in the 
wild, the regal whooping crane 
may avert extermination as a 
result of wildlife biologist Ray 
Erickson’s effort. Since 
Erickson (above) began hat¬ 
ching the birds artificially from 
eggs taken in the wild, 17 
whoopers have been born at 
Maryland’s Patuxent Wildlife 
Center. 



Today, no less tfian 109 
species of American wildlife, 
ranging from the timber wolf 
and black-footed ferret to the 
whooping crane and southern 
bald eagle, are in imminent 
danger of extinction. The roster 
of animals In Jeopardy has 
steadily Increased over the 
years and dozens of others seem 
destined to join them in the near 
future. 

The predicament of American 
wildlife and Its hope for the 
future is detailed in the special 
April-May issue of NATIONAL 
WILDLIFE Magazine, 
published by the National 
Wildlife Federation. The special 
issue, the first In the magazine’s 
12-year history, is devoted 
entirely to the plight of en¬ 
dangered species. 

The accelerating threat to 
U.S. wildlife is noted by Harry 
Goodwin, a world authority on 
endangered species who served 
as special consultant for the 
issue. Goodwin points out that 
the recorded disappearance of 
only two mammals and three 
birds in the U.S. and Puerto 
Rico between 1600-1850 jumped 
to 17 mammals, 28 birds, and 12 
fishes during the period 1850- 
1972. This represents 10 times as 
many cpecies lost in the last 153 
i years as disappeared in the 
previous 250 years. 

Besides Goodwin, who headed 
up the endangered species staff 
for the International Union for 
the Conservation of Nature and 
Natural Resources (IUCN) for 
the past three years, 13 other 
well-known natural science 
authorities are featured In the 
special issue including Isaac 
Asimov, Jean George, and 
Roger Tory Peterson. 

An overview of the urgency of 
the endangered species 
problem and a comprehensive 
review of the past and the 
current situations are covered. 
The issue also takes a hard look 
at the continuing problems. 


Loss of habitat and increasing 
environmental pollution are 
seen as the principal problems 
facing diminishing forms of 
wildlife, whether it be mam¬ 
mals, birds, insects, or plant 
life. “To survive, wild animals 
need suitable habitat,” explain 
the editors. “But habitat is 
more than just a place. It is food 
and cover, water, and living 
space - an enormously complex 
web of many environmental 
factors. Through farming, 
industrialization and relentless 
development, man has altered 
that web. And for many 
beleaguered creatures, he may 
well have altered it 
Irrevocably.” 


Several recent governmental 
actions stand out to Dr. Lee 
Talbot, senior scientist to the 
Council on Environmental 
Quality, as significant rays of 
hope for the global ecosystem, 
described as an “unraveling 
web.” Evidence of growing 
international appreciation of 
the value of wildlife culminated 
in the 1972 U.N. Conference on 
the Human Environment 
Stockholm in the 1973 meeting 
in Washington during which 80 
nations agreed to protect en¬ 
dangered species through 
control of international trade. 

While Congress last year 
appropriated money for the 
first time to conserve and 
protect endangered species, the 
amount in the view of 
NATIONAL WILDLIFE’S 
Washington Editor George 
Reiger, writing in the article 
“Laws of Nature Versus Laws 
of Man,” is “distressingly 
modest.” A maximum of only 
$10 million will be given to 
states in cost-sharing funds 
over the next three years. In 
passing the Endangered 
Species Act of 1966, however, 
and strengthening it in 1973, 
Reiger feels Congress has of¬ 


ficially pledged to conserve and 
protect species threatened with 
extinction. 

Famed science writer Isaac 
Asimov, a professor of 
biochemistry at Boston 
University’s School of 
Medicine, sums It up: “As life 
loses its diversity, the world 
becomes impoverished. . . in 
oractical ways.” 

The spectacularly Illustrated 
special issue is an invaluable 
reference for students and 
teachers. Besides providing a 
complete perspective on the 
endangered species situation 
and its problems, com¬ 
prehensive lists are provided of 
the 62 extinct spedes which 
have disappeared from the U.S. 
and Puerto Rico since the 
beginning of the 17th century, as 
well as the 109 mammals, birds, 
fishes, reptiles, and amphibians 
now on the endangered list and 
69 species now classified as 
“threatened.”

Cadmium in cigarettes 


The precise components In 
cigarette smoke that cause 
emphysema have not yet been 
pin-pointed. But cadmium is 
high on the list of suspects. 

Only minute amounts of 
cadmium, a metal poisonous in 
high concentrations, are 
inhaled with one cigarette. But 
the metal builds no in the body 
in almost direct proportion to 
the number of cigarettes 
smoked. Not only does it ac¬ 
cumulate in the lungs but some 
of it also passes on to the liver 
and kidneys, where it mounts 
up more. Autopsies on em¬ 
physema patients show excess 
levels of cadmium in all three 
organs. 

According to the Norfolk 
County-Newton Lung 
Association, Dr. Gordon L. 
Snider of Boston University’s 
School of Medicine conducted 
experiments to find out how 
cadmium impairs the lungs 
'Each day for five days rats 
were exposed to an aerosal con¬ 
taining only one percent of 
cadmium compound. After only 
a few days, the rat’ lungs 
showed marked damage. The 
air sacs, where oxygen and 
carbon dioxide are exchanged, 
were partially destroyed. This 


is exactly the kind of damage 
found in emphysema patients. 
The surprise is that it happened 
so fast. 

Damage to the air sacs has 
also been found in victims of 
industrial accidents who were 
exposed to high concentrations 
of cadmium. There is more 
evidence of lung Impairment in 
workers exposed to cadmium 
dust for long periods.

Dr. David Pilcher, picking up 
the thread of evolving 
emergency care, described 
programs today to train para¬ 
medical personnel to deal ef¬ 
fectively with emergency care 
at the scene of an accident as 
well as to continuously train and 
retrain medical students, 
doctors and emergency nursing 
personnel in techniques which 
will save lives and reduce 
disabilities.

Too many lay people, Dr. 
Pilcher said, assume that the 
best criteria for emergency 
care is how fast the ambulance 
gets there and how fast it gets 
the accident victim to the 
hospital. Unfortunately, when 
speed is the sole goal, death and 
injury may unnecessarily 
result. 

Dr. Pilcher, who is the 
American College of Surgeons 
New England chairman for 
emergency medical care, has 
been one of the prime movers in 
organizing emergency care in 
Vermont so that the entire state 
is covered by emergency care 
teams carefully trained, a full 
800 of them as emergency 
medical technicians, and each 
having the backup of a hospital 
facility. 

Another highlight of the 
annual meeting was the 
presentation of a check in the 
amount of $10,00 to the 
hospital’s Administrative Vice 
President William S. Brines to 
be used in support of the 
hospital’s School of Nursing. 
This is the third major gift of 
the Aid to the hospital this year. 
Upwards of $8,000, the proceeds 
of the Aid’s annual Party Day, 
was given to purchase dialysis 
equipment for the hospital’s 
new Special Care Unit and a gift 
of $15,000 was made towards the 
hospital’s annual development 
fund goal.

Ten teachers attend 
workshop on spelling 


Ten teachers from Newton 
public schools recently attended 
a workshop on developments in 
teaching spellings. 

The workshop was held at 
Hyde School and Conducted by 
Judy Mancusi, reading 
specialist at the EdCo Reading 
and Learning Center. 

Miss Mancusi cited research 
at Stanford University in¬ 
dicating, she said, that “con¬ 
trary to what many people 
think, only 3 per cent of our 
words are not phonetically 
regular in their spelling. A lot of 
people dismiss teaching 
spelling as impossible because 
the language is irregular. This 
research indicates that just 
isn’t true.” 

She said the research was 
done by programming a 
computer with a set of spelling 
principles, and then instructing 
it to spell more than 17,000 
words. Using the rules it had 
been given, the computer 
misspelled only 3 per cent of the 
words. 


“This indicates that children 
ought to be taught principles of 
spelling rather than just 
memorizing lists each week,” 
she said. 

Participants in the workshop 
also heard Claire Cohen, 
reading specialist at Beethoven 
School, explain a series of 
diagnostic tests for spelling 
which she developed over the 
past year-and-a-half. 

Mrs. Cohen said the tests are 
designed to be an ongoing in¬ 
strument to determine whether 
a child is mastering spelling 
techniques. The tests, which 
will also include suggestions for 
teaching spelling, are under 
consideration by a publisher. 
They have been used suc¬ 
cessfully in Newton, said Mrs. 
Cohen, and Brookline has asked 
permission to use them next 
fall. 

“It sounds to me like an ex¬ 
cellent diagnostic tool,” said 
Miss Mancusi of the series.

Air-conditioning gobbles up 
energy. And smokers can make 
air-conditioning requirements 
skyrocket, says Dr. Marjorie A. 
C. Young, President of the 
Norfolk County-Newton Lung 
Association. 

Research by an air- 
conditioning concern in Florida 
has shown that when someone 
lights a cigarette, cigar or pipe, 
the person’s air-conditioning 
demands can jump as much as 
600 percent. 

According to CRS Industries 
in Tampa, in a nonsmoking 
situation, air-conditioning 
engineers usually provide the 
individual with five to ten cubic 
feet per minute of outside air. 
Each active smoker, however, 
requires six- times this amount. 
TTie energy requirements for 


providing fresh air for 100 
smokers can equal the 
requirements for 600 non- 
smokers. 

Smoke fills the air with 
millions of semi-liquid particles 
plus a variety of gases and 
vapors. Contamination and 
odors are immediately created 
by such elements In tobacco 
smoke as ammonia and 
pyridine. Pyridine is a strong 
irritant that is produced when 
nicotine bums. The presence of 
a minute amount in one million 
cubic feet of air is enough to 
produce unpleasant odors. 

Another finding that affects 
air-conditioning and increases 
demand is that the human body 
attracts tobacco smoke. 
Tobacco smoke creates a high 
electrical potential, whereas

Bigelow meeting topic 


Newton School Committee members 
and parents questioned Bigelow Junior 
_ High School personnel about their school 
at a School Committee meeting this week. 

School Committeeman Herbert Regal 
asked about “articulation,” the process of 
maintaining continuity between the 
curriculum of two different schools. 

Henry Barry, a mathematics teacher, 
said that eight ninth grade teachers work 
with students individually to help them 
plan their high school programs. 

Ms. Virginia Joyce, a reading teacher, 
talked about articulation between the 
elementary schools and Bigelow. She 
reported that a meeting has been held with 
elementary school personnel to talk about 
students with special reading needs. 

Ms. Joyce commented that there are 
now more students with reading problems 
than in past years. 

Nelson Nugent, an English teacher, 
noted this change also. “All of us in the 
ninth grade have noticed that kids read 


Boost in 
recycling 
proposed 

A plan to institute collection of waste 
glass as well as newspapers for recycling, 
due to be discussed at the amay 9 meeting 
of the aldermanic Public Works Com¬ 
mittee, is sure to run into a tangle of legal 
and operational problems. 

Conceived by Aid. David Cohen and 
worked out by a citizen subcommittee 
appointed by the chairman of the apublic 
Works Committee, the proposed ordinance 
calls for twice-monthly street collection of 
glass and newspapers. The glass is to be 
separated for collection so that at one of 
the semimonthly pickups green glass 
would be collected and at the other, clear 
glass. 

Newspaper collections would alternate 
with the glass pickups. 

The glass would have to be put out in its 
own clearly marked container. 

Another feature of the proposal 
requires a $5,000 appropriation for ad¬ 
vertising the program “on a regular basis 
and to inform citizens of their collection 
days.” 

Many environmentalists feel that the 
limited and recently diminishing success 
of the newspaper recycling program is due 
to the lack of adequate promotion of the 
program and the widespread ignorance of 
collection days. 

The proposed ordinance also specifies 
that the mayor shall appoint an advisory 
committee on recycling, whose functions 
would be to oversee advertising and 
publicity, find ways to increase citizen 
participation in the recycling program, 
and help determine markets and collection 
techniques for the material to be collected.

less well and with less enthusiasm than 
they used to,” Nugent said. 

Ms. Joyce pointed out that reading 
scores are lower throughout the United 
States. She suggested that students may be 
expressing themselves in drama and art. 
She added that articulation with the high 
school is going to be more formal in the 
future. 

School Committee Chairman 
Emeritus Manuel Beckwith asked about 
how Bigelow personnel respond to parents 
seeking an “unstructured program.” 

Bigelow Principal Robert Frost had 
said in his opening statement that “we are 
told by various individuals at the Division 
of Program that we are the most struc¬ 
tured junior high school in the city.” 

Frost responded to Beckwith by 
suggesting that “structured” may mean 
“that kids are supposed to be somewhere 
during the day.” He noted that there can 
be flexibility at Bigelow “and special 
projects can be worked out.” 

A member of the audience said that 
“flexibility in class is limited only by 
imagination.” She added that “structure” 
is “a word which isn’t as emotionally 
charged in this community as in other 
parts of the city.” 

Frost was questioned about the ab¬ 
sence of a full-time librarian at Bigelow. 
Frost said that Bigelow now has a full-time 
professional media person, and that he 
hopes to get a .65 librarian next year. 

A parent asked if there are going to be 
cuts in the reading program. Assistant 


The Zoning Board of Appeals voted this 
week to grant a petition presented by 
Lasell Junior College. 

The petition, according to attorney 
Robert Freeto, asked for a modification of 
a variance granted in 1967. That variance 
allowed two Lasell dormitories to exist 
approximately 12.4 feet apart rather than 
the 50 feet distance required by city or¬ 
dinance. 

The 1967 variance was due to expire on 
May 25, 1977. The Zoning Board had 
recommended seven years ago that 
Gardner Hall, one of the dormitories in 
question, be either razed or moved after 
the building of new dormitory space. 

Lasell’s petition reportedly asked that 
the expiration date of the 1967 variance be 
removed, so that Gardner Hall may exist 
indefinitely. 

Victor Taglienti of the Building 
Department, who said Wednesday mor¬ 
ning that the petition was granted, added 
that he did not know how the Zoning 
Board’s decision is going to be written up 
by the Law Department. 

Lasell had requested that the variance 
be modified so it might refurbish Gardner 
Hall in the near future, and not find in 1977 
that its investment was wasted. 


Superintendent for Personnel James 
Laurits said that “there will be an increase 
next year in the number of people working 
with the perceptually handicapped. 

Frost was also asked about the future 
of a typing program at Bigelow. He said 
that a typing program is not going to exist 
next year. “Other needs, in my estimation, 
come first,” Frost commented. 

A Ward School parent said that “I 
understand children coming to this school 
find a lack of science equipment.” 

Norm Whitney, a science teacher, said 
that “we do have some shortages; I 
wouldn’t say serious shortages.” 

A parent asked if there is a problem 
with narcotics at Bigelow. Frost said that 
there is, but that he did not know how 
much of one. He noted that the school has 
found a few individuals during the past 
three or four years involved with drugs. He 
added, however, that “these are the ones 
we’ve found.” 

Frost read a lengthy statement about 
Bigelow prior to the question period. 

“We have 600 pupils now and we are 
due to increase to about 631 in 1976 — about 
105 per cent of capacity,” Frost said. “If 
this happens, we will be the only junior 
high school (secondary school) in the city 
over capacity. 

On the subject of a structured 
program — I think there are more 
children 12 to 14 years old who need 
structure than there are those who can

Freeto, representing Lasell, said that 
“Gardner Hall represents a fine example 
of Victorian architecture. It is in keeping 
with the general character of the 
neighborhood.” 

He noted that to preserve the building, it 
needs a new roof, painting and interior 
work. 

Freeto explained that in 1967, the long 
range plans of Lasell included the razing of 
Gardner Hall and the building of ad¬ 
ditional dormitories. 

He said that 240 beds had been con¬ 
templated for new dormitories in Rockwell 
Woods, but that only 130 beds were added. 

The acting chairman of the Zoning 
Board noted that the hardship found in 1967 
was that Lasell needed extra beds. 

Freeto, who pointed out that 150 beds 
were lost by the razing of Bragdon Hall in 
1973, said that there continues to be a need 
for dormitory space. 

According to Freeto, Gardner Hall holds 
38 beds and could hold a maximum of 40. 

The possibility that Lasell will place a 
student union in an annex to Woodland 
Hall was a peripheral issue in the 
discussion of Lasell’s petition. <

Halloran was superintendent of 
recreation for the town of Wellesley from 
1963 to 1968, where he was responsible for 
supervision, direction, planning, and 
management of the department. 

He is currently completing six years 
as business manager of the Rivers Country 
Day School in Weston, where he has been 


in charge of budget supervision, pur¬ 
chasing, maintenance of buildings and 
grounds, new construction, community 
relations, publicity, and general business 
administration. 

In addition, Halloran is director of 
physical education for the seventh through 
twelfth grades and is head varsity baseball 
coach and assistant coach of basketball 
and football. 

Halloran is a graduate of Newton High 
School and Boston University and expects 
to receive a Master of Education degree 
from Boston University next month. 

James Salter, chief administrative 
officer of the city, Wednesday explained

gun and license

The right to own a gun has been taken 
away from Samuel M. Robbins of 30 
Prince St., West Newton. 

Robbins, 51, charged with threatening, 
a charge his lawyer described as “quasi- 
criminal,” appeared in court Monday. His 
case was continued without a finding for 
three months and his gun, confiscated 
after the March 14 incident, is to be 
dismanteled by state police. 

District Attorney Richard Steinberg 
also said Monday Robbins would not be 
able to get another gun permit. His has 
expired since the March 14 incident. 

Robbins, an investment counselor, 
was charged with threatening members of 
the Newton forestry crew with a gun 
March 14 as the crew attempted to cut 
down a sugar maple tree on city land in 
front of 239 Chestnut St., West Newton. 

Arthur S. Obermayer, of that address, 
was charged with assault and battery with 
a dangerous weapon (a truck) and 
unauthorized use of a motor vehicle in the 
same tree incident. His case goes to the 
Middlesex County Grand Jury May 6. 

Members of the forestry crew, who 
have already appeared and testified at 
Obermayer’s probable cause hearing in 
Newton District Court, again were wit¬ 
nesses Monday.' 

They described Robbins’ appearance 
on the scene and said he had threatened 
them with the gun. 

Judge Elbert Tuttle of Framingham, 
sitting in Newton court Monday, ad¬ 
monished Robbins for being “irrational” 


when he continued the case without a 
finding. 

“You appear to be a rational person 
except when it comes to this tree,” he told 
Robbins. 

The judge advised the defendant not to 
“go around with these self-help programs 
with a gun in your belt.” 

“I believe you threatened these 
people,” he said referring to the forestry 
crew. “Whether they were right or wrong 
is immaterial. I want no more of this.” 

Tuttle suggested Robbins apologize to 
the forestry crew. 

The controversial tree was scheduled 
for removal after it was determined by 
three city ordered reports that it was 
partially dead and presented a hazard. 

A crew was sent t cut it down Feb. 22 
and was stopped. On March 14, a crew 
returned to cut down the tree, and Ober¬ 
mayer, trying to stop them again, jumped 
into the skyworker truck being used and 
put it in reverse, allegedly injuring the 
man who was up in the tree. 

Shortly, Robbins appeared on the 
scene with his gun. 

Described in testimony Monday, 
Robbins told the crew not to touch the tree 
and that he did not wish to hurt anyone. 

Forestry crew member Gene 
Machain, the man assigned to do cutting 
up in the tree, testified that Robbins 
“confronted me with a weapon.” 

“He (Robbins) said if I have to use 
this, I’ll use it,” Machain testified. 

“I told him to shoot if he was going to 
shoot,” Machain told the court. He then

Tree must 
have bond 
by Monday 

Unless Arthur Obermayer’s lawyers by 
Monday afternoon produce a $100,000 bond 
indemnifying the city of Newton against 
all liability, the “Obermayer tree” is 
doomed.

City of many authors 
produces yet another

Newton is a city of many authors. 

A Newtonville woman is presently 
experiencing the publication of her first 
book. 

Rose Moss of 580 Walnut St., has 
written a novel entitled “Family 
Reunion,” recently published by Charles 
Scribner’s Sons. 

It is a strange book. It describes the 
reunion of three generations of a Jewish 
family from three different continents. On 
one level it can be appreciated as a series 
of very human interactions. In parts it 
reveals the limitations of its characters as 
they are unable to perceive the needs and 
motives of each other. 

According to Ms. Moss, an important 
change takes place in one of the book’s 
characters. At the beginning of the book, 
Chaim feels immobilized by a fear of 
death. Not until he accepts that he is going 
to die and can do nothing about it is he able 
to move both physically and psychically. 

He accepts a reunion with a son he has 
not seen for years, and begins to ap¬ 
preciate and improve upon his present life 
rather than dreading the future. 

Two other characters sense a 
helplessness at the end of the book. They 
are a pair of transplanted South Africans 
presently living in Cambridge, Mass. 

Ms. Moss writes that if there were to 
be a world-wide upheaval, they would be 
ready to allow other people to take care of 


them, as they take care of their young 
child in the book. 

From the first sentance of the book 
until its end, Ms. Moss mentions a coming 
apocalypse. 

Sprinkled throughout are quotations 
from the Bible, particularly 
“Revelations.” When adked about this 
reiteration or theme, Ms. Moss said that 
she started to write the book in May, 1970, 
when the United States was reportedly 
invading Cambodia. 

She said that she had sensed a gradual 
apocalypse. “I feel that oee could get a 
human disaster out of human 
weakness,” she commented. 

The book frequently mentions the 
limited vision of its characters. An im¬ 
plication is that they, like possible readers, 
may not be perceiving an apocalypse 
which is beginnicg around them. 

“Given that the world is a place where 
one id helpless, one can still live in a caring 
reconciliatory way with courage,” Ms. 
Moss remarked. 

Chaim is an example of someone 
acting with reconciliation and courage In 
the face of personal apocalypse (his own 
death). 

Ms. Moss called Chaim “an In¬ 
complete, limited model.” She said that in 
her next book, to be published next year, 
she asks the question: Is it enough to be 
good in one’s own circle or should oee be 
political?

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Rights commission seems 
destined for oblivion

With the present Community Relations 
Commission backpedaling furiously to avoid 
being given subpoena power for investigation 
of discrimination, a new ordinance proposing 
to convert the commission into a more active 
Human Rights Commission seems destined 
for oblivion. 

Aid. Terry Morris, who drafted the 
proposed measure, sees the present Com¬ 
munity Relations Commission ordinance as 
“vague,” and believes that “the main func¬ 
tion of the Human Rights Commission should 
be to get at the broad patterns od 
discrimination in this city.” 

“This proposal has no specific con¬ 
stituency. Its constituency may be absent, it 
may be outside the city,” Morris said at a 
meeting of the Legislation and Rules Com¬ 


mittee this week, referring to Newton’s 
population statistics showing a black 
population of 1.2 per cent. 

The Community Relations Commission 
wrote to Morris that in its opinion the function 
of the commission is to reconcile and educate, 
not to act as an investigative and enforcement 
agency. 

Morris works for the Massachusetts 
Commission against Discrimination, a state 
agency whose powers have in recent years 
been extended to include enforcement of state 
antidiscrimination laws. 

Morris would like to see the Newton 
Community Relations Commission be able to 
investigate complaints of discrimination in 
housing and employment and present the 
evidence to the state agency for enforcement.

The Licensing Board voted 
again last week — this time 
before a large number of 
Newtonville residents — to 
grant a common victualler's 
license for a McDonald’s 
restaurant at 340 Walnut St., 
Newtonville. 

A previous vote on March 25 
was ruled invalid by City 
Solicitor Howard Levine 
because of a failure to notify 
abutters and the general public 
that a meeting of the Licensing 
Board was to be held. 

Of the three-member 
Licensing Board, Chairman 
Frank Maher and former 
alderman Ernest Angevine 
voted in favor of the license; 
Philip Lowe was absent. 

Maher explained that there is 
no basis for denying the license, 
despite some neighborhood 
opposition. The store, which 
has been vacant for about two 
years, is in the proper business 
zone and the parking problems 
cannot be considered as a 
reason to deny a license. 

Maher referred to a March 20 
letter from the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, which reported a vote to 
support the McDonald location. 


Asked how many of the 
Chamber of Commerce 
members the vote represented, 
Maher said he did not know 
exactly, but felt that it would 
represent "a majority” of the 
members. 

Lewis Songer, executive vice- 
president of the chamber, said 
this week that the vote was 
taken by the 27-member board 
of directors on the basis of an 
investigation by committee 
chairmen. 

Songer added, "The point 
here is that it is a legal zone and 
a legal business. The Chamber 
of Commerce position is that if 
traffic becomes a problem, 
McDonald’s will have to do 
something.” 

The restaurant is planned to 
provide 260 seats. 

The chamber believes that 
McDonald’s will help the 
existing businesses in

The aldermanic Finance Committee 
had a heated discussion with a 
representative of Gulf Oil Company last 
week about a request that the City buy 12 
storage tanks owned by Gulf. 

Wilfred Dery, city purchasing agent, 
had asked the Finance Committee for an 
appropriation of $7,135 to purchase the 
tanks and 16 pumps. 

In a letter to Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
and the Board of Aldermen, Dery noted 
that in the past years it was common 
practice for the gas supplier to own the 
tanks it services. 

When Gulf Oil’s contract with Newton 
ran out in 1973, it reportedly asked ARCO, 
the new supplier to buy the tanks. After 
ARCO refused, it attempted to get the city 
to buy them. 

Gulf is presently supplying Newton 
with gas again. Lee Douglas, a 
representative of Gulf, explained to the 
Finance Committee that his company’s 
policy is that cities serviced by Gulf own 
their gas tanks. 

“All cities and towns we deal with 
have been asked to buy their tanks,” 
Douglas said. “This is the trend.” 

Douglas also said that Gulf wants 
tanks which it delivers to to have a 
minimum capacity of 4,000 gallons. “We 
have been trying to upgrade storage,” 
Douglas commented. “We want to reduce 
delivery costs as much as possible.” 

Eight of the tanks Gulf is asking the 
city to buy have capacities of less than 
4,000 gallons. As one alderman noted, Gulf 
has asked Newton to buy tanks which it 
does not intend to service in the future. 

Alderman Sidney Small, chairman of 
the Finance Committee, said in his 
opening remarks that “we were told by 
Gulf that if we did not purchase the tanks 
by May 1, delivery would be on a COD 
basis.” 


Douglas said.this would not happen. 
“We are not going to put you on COD,” 
Douglas commented. “Don’t even con¬ 
sider it.” 

Douglas proposed that the deadline 
date for Newton purchasing the tanks be 
moved to May 31. This coincides with the 
date on which drop tubes must be installed 
in the tanks to prevent vapors from 
escaping. 

Douglas said that Gulf will continue to 
service tanks which hold less than 4,000 
gallons at full capacity. He noted, 
however, that Gulf wants them upgraded. 

Small indicated that he expected some 
changes in gas deliveries after May 31. At 
that time, Gulf may begin delivering only 
to Newton’s large tanks. 

Alderman Richard Bullwinkle said 
that Gulf’s demand meant that Newton 
must either replace its smaller tanks or 
truck out gas from a central source. 

Douglas mentioned a third alter¬ 
native. Newton could pick up gas itself 
with a tanker. 

Douglas said that “the fire chief is not 
keen on going to a central location” to get 
gas. Fire engines reportedly get about two 
miles per gallon. 

Small proposed that Newton might 
buy only the large tanks which Newton 
owns. In reference to the smaller tanks 
Small said, "what good are tanks to us if 
you won’t fill them. 

“We won’t insist that you deliver to the 
small tanks,” Svall continued. "You take 
them out.” 

Douglas said that “it would cost us 
quite a bit of money to pull out tanks.” 

“You have made ultimatums and told 
us what you are going to do,” Small 
remarked. “You want us to go into the 
tanker business.” 

Small asked Douglas if he had a price 
for the larger tanks. He said that Newton 
will buy the tanks Gulf is prepared to 
deliver to, and will ask that the other tanks 


be taken out, and that the tank areas be 
restored. 

Douglas replied that this offer was 
unacceptable. He said that for every tank 
Newton would upgrade, Gulf would give 
them the smaller tank. 

“We bought all these tanks in good 
faith,” Douglas commented. “Policy has 
changed, the situation has changed; we’re 
trying to resolve a situation which has 
been hanging.” 

Douglas suggested to the aldermen 
that they put their position in writing. 

Small called Gulf’s policy “a giant rip- 
off. If you needed our business we wouldn’t 
be having these discussions.” 

Douglas said that "it would be 
beneficial for the city of Newton to face the 
future. He indicated that larger storage 
areas and ownership of equipment are 
part of the future. 

Bullwinkle asked about the possibility 
of getting gas from another company. 
Administrative Officer James Salter said 
that Newton, Gulf and the other company 
would have to agree for this to happen. 

Douglas asked several times that 
Newton indicate how it plans to respond to 
Gulf’s requests. 

Small said after Douglas left that “if 
we want to take our time, we ought to 
submit a resolution to the Board, or we can 
say no action necessary and go informally 
to the mayor.” 

Small suggested that the situation with 
Gulf be turned over to the Law Depart¬ 
ment. He said to City Solicitor Howard 
Levine, “we would like you to find out what 
our rights are.” 

One matter which needs clarification 
is an alleged regulation from the Federal 
Energy Office which says that Gulf has to 
bo back to 1972 practices. 

The Finance Committee accepted 
Small’s suggestion and voted “no action 
necessary” on the request for money to 
buy Gulf’s equipment.

Judges 


“If you’re down, in trouble, and you 
need a helping hand . . .” Carole King. 

“Stay out of court..Anonymous. 


The above is graffiti that is written very 
lightly on a wall in the Newton District 
Court House, a wry protest of the courts. 

Courts and court procedure are almost 
continuously studied by various groups 
seeking the best methods of operation, a 
way to alleviate the backlog of cases, and a 
system that best serves justice. 

Currently, the League of Women 
Voters is working on the problems of 
judicial nomination and judicial conduct. 

In two pieces of legislation filed by 
State Kep. David J. Mofenson of Newton, 
the League proposes establishing com- 
•* missions to deal with these crucial aspects 
o! judicial quality. 

The League proposes a commission 
consisting of five laypeople and four 
lawyers to serve as a nominating commis¬ 
sion on judicial appointments. 

This commission would recommend 
judicial candidates to the governor when a 
vacancy occurred and the governor would 
have 30 days in which to choose a new judge 
Irom among the commission’s candidates. 

The current system of the governor’s 
council approving the governor s judicial 
appointees would be eliminated. 

One aim of this proposed system, the 
League points out, is to remove political 
pressure from the governor in making his 
judicial choices. 

The commission on judicial conduct 
would consist of three judges appointed by 
y the Supreme Judicial Court, three lawyers 
and three laypeople. 

Complaints against judges would be 
* directed to this commission and it would be 
. empowered to investigate them, subpoena 
witnesses, take testimony and make ap¬ 
propriate recommendations to the 
Supreme Judicial .Court on censure, 
removal or retirement if warranted. 

The League of Women Voters, by 
continuing to push hard for approval of this 
legislation, is doing every citizen in 
Massachusetts a favor. 

Nothing contributes more to distrust 
or lack of faith in the judiciary than highly 
political judicial appointments in concert 
\ with a Jack of recourse with complaints. 
And usually, the people who most often 
wind up facing courts and judges are those 
who already feel powerless and bitter 
toward life in general. 

Judges have the power to redirect a 
life, to make a change for better or worse 
lor one individual. Their decisions depend 
on their character, sense of humanity, 
dedication to justice, and knowledge of the 
laws. 

They occupy a position of respect; 
and. in fact, the whole physical setting of a 
court contributes to their aura of power 
and respect. 

It goes without saying that among all 
people, they should be the most carefully, 
impartially and seriously chosen for their 

jobs.

Dwight says Sheehan 
may aid Gov. Sargent 

Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight was discussing in 
detail the coming campaigns, both in the September 
primary and the final November election. 

He said he expects that former State Commerce 
Commissioner Carroll Sheehan, who is opposing Francis W. 
Sargent for the Republican nomination for Governor, will 
help Sarge rather than hurt him. 

“First,” Dwight declared In sizing up the GOP picture, 
“Governor Sargent will win and win big at both the unof¬ 
ficial Republican State Convention oo Jane 1 and in the 
September primary. 

“That should get his campaign into high gear and give 
it additional impetus for the final November election,” 
asserted Dwight 

The Lieutenant Governor pointed out that Governor 
Sargent will have an additional opportunity to submit his 
candidacy to the people and review his record in office as a 
result of Sheehan’s action in opposing him in the primary. 

“Public attention will not be focused entirely on the 
Democratic candidates during the summer, with Mr. 
Sheehan running against Governor Sargent,” added 
Dwight 

Lieutenant Governor Dwight believes, as does this 
writer, that the political flak from the Watergate mess will 
have little or no effect upon Dwight and Governor Sargent. 
“We have been distant from Washington,” Dwight ob¬ 
served. I think the Democrats will try to make it an issue. 
But I don’t think we’ll be damaged by it.” 

At the same time Dwight pointed out that the political 
party whose president is in the White House historically and 
traditionally loses some seats in Congress in a mid-term 
election, especially after a landslide victory such as 
President Nixon won in 1972. 

There would inevitably be Republican losses in 
Congress this year,” Dwight remarked. “The losers will all 
think they were defeated because of Watergate and not the 
swing of the pendulum.” 

In response to Questions, Dwight voiced the conviction 
that the overriding issue in the gubernatorial campaign will 
be the economy—“the pocket book issue—things we can’t do 
much about but many people will think we can.” 

“Food prices, inflation, unemptoyiiient,” said Dwight 
“Those are tough issues. The toughest problems are the 
ones yon can't do anything about bat for which many people 
still might hold you responsible.” 

Dwight declared that an example of the tough problems 
Governor Sargent faced was his decision not to build the 
Southwest Expressway and to put the same money into 
mass transit. (Governor Sargent has been criticized in 
some quarters for that decision.) 

Lieutenant Governor Dwight recognises that 
Massachusetts is a strongly Democratic state and that no 
Republican can take anything for granted in a state-wide 
election here. 

He believes the Democrats will not be hurt by the lack 
of a pre-primary State Convention this year, pointing out 
that the Democrats are accustomed to fighting It out for 
party nominations. 

Dwight nodded as the writer pointed out that many 
political observers now consider Massachusetts both the 
most libera] and most Democratic state in the nation—the 
only one George McGovern carried over Richard Nixon. 

He was asked how he explained the fact that 
Republicans have won the hit three gubernatorial elec¬ 


tions in Democratic Massachusetts—John A. Volpe in 1964 
and 1966 and Francis W. Sargent in 1970. 

“Hie appeal of the individual,” Dwight replied. “In 
each instance, the Republican was the individual the people 
preferred as Governor.” 

Ironically, in view of Dwight’s belief that Carroll 
Sheehan will help rather than hurt Governor Sargent, it is 
not certain now that Sheehan will remain in the contest He 
is discovering that the task of opposing a sitting Governor in 
his own party is a difficult one. 


Sargent Quinn dash 
on prison furloughs 

Attorney General Robert H. Quiim apparently is trying 
to set up the prisoner furlough program as one of the issues 
in the battle be expects to wage next autumn with Governor 
Francis W. Sargent. 

That is a rather unusual development because 
generally the liberals support the prison furlough theory, 
and the conservatives oppose it Quinn presently is cast in 
the role of conservative and Sargent as a liberal. 

Quinn formally requested that the Governor declare a 
moratorium on prisoner furloughs, and Mr. Sargent im¬ 
mediately refused. 

The exchange of communications between the two was 
tart Sarge took advantage of the opportunity to remind 
Quinn that when he suspended furloughs for Walpole State 
Prison Inmates afte- John O. Boone was fired last Jane “to 
reliance upon your legal opinion of Jane 21, 1978, the 
Supreme Judicial Court unanimously overrated that 
opinion.” 

However, the weight of public opinion in this arguement 
is on Quinn’s side. Most people are disposed to agree with 
his contention that furloughs should not be granted to first- 
degree murderers with long periods still to serve and that 
the furloughs were intended to be the first stop in the 
rehabilitation of teas hardened criminals prior to their 
return to society. 

Quinn also argued that the farieugb was art totaled to 
be a vacation from prisoa or aa escape opportontty ter a 
dangerous criminal He referred to the faiiiaghs g n mtod to 
Joseph Subiioeky and Bevy Segerfatot, both fbifrdegree 
murderers, sentenced to life hnprtsmmrut, who faffed to 
return from their vacations outride the priso n walls. 

The furloughs granted to SubUosky and Segerquist 
(also known as Nils Nordstrom) are a bit difficult to un¬ 
derstand. 

SubUosky, originally sentenced for killing a bank clerk 
in a holdup, was granted a furlough last year, failed to 
return from it and allegedly robbed a Boston bank white out 
of prison. 

SubUosky was convicted last month of robbing the 
bank, was sentenced to prison and then apparently was 
granted a furlough, from which he has not returned. 

Segerqakt, serving a life sentence for killing an off- 
duty police officer In a Watertown cate In UN. was granted 
a three-day furlough to March «d has heea AWUL since 
March 24. 

Still a third prisoner, Paul Bryant surrendered to police 
after being sought for questioning in canoacUun with a 
murder in a Beacon Hill apartment. 

Bryant, an inmate at the Concord Reformatory ac¬ 
cording to records, was granted six different furloughs, and 
returned from them all 

Last Jan. 2, he was granted an eight-hour furlough to 
attend the funeral of an unde. He called the Reformatory 


and asked far an additional two hoars. He was graatod them 
hot hasn’t been heard from since. 

Police believe he may have been wounded In an 
automobile chase. 

Bills are now pending on Beacon Hill which would 
tighten the prisoner furlough system. Quinn wanted 
Sargent to declare the moratorium on furinnghn until those 
measures are enacted. But Governor Sargent declares that 
the State Correction Department has instituted stringent 
safeguards above and beyond those required by law. 

Quinn said that statistics showiag the furlough program 
has been 98 per cent saccesaful are misleading. He declared 
that 158 prisoners escaped white on furlough ami that 48 of 
them are stffl missing. Some of these men aro dangerous, 
Quinn added. 

This arguement almost certainly will carry over into 
next autumn’s gubernatorial campaign if Sargent and 
Quinn are the opponents in the final election.

recounted that he went back up into the 
tree to continue cutting. 

Robbins’ attorney Morris Goldings 
cited Machain’s statement to police on the 
day of the incident and pointed out there 
was no mention in it of Robbins declaring 
he would "use the gun if he had too.” 

In the original statement, Goldings 
noted, Machain had said Robbins said 
"don’t touch that tree, I don’t want to have 
to hurt anyone.” 

Robbins stood with his hand on the 
gun, according to testimony, when he 
spoke. 

The crew’s foreman, Wilfred Gingras 
testified that "Robbins was standing there 
with Machain and I heard Machain yell ‘go 
ahead and shoot me’.” 

"He had his hand on the gun and said 
‘don’t cut that tree down, I don’t want to 
hurt anyone,” Gingras continued. 

"I closed the job down then,” he said. 

Robbins testified that Obermayer had 
called him that morning and he had gone 
to the site. 

"I remember running up the street,” 
Robbins said. "I wanted to get there before 
the tree came down.” 

Robbins testified that he told the crew 
members they were violating an in¬ 
junction against cutting down any of the 
trees on Chestnut Street and were in 
violation of the Scenic Roads Act. 

Actually, the injunction he referred to 
had been vacated before the crew was sent

and the Scenic Roads act does not apply to 
diseased trees. 

Robbins said he told Gingras that he 
knew the foreman could give an order any 
time to stop work. He said he asked if the 
crew would wait long enough for him to 
call the mayor. 

"Then I think I walked up to the tree to 
stand vigil and then someone noticed I had 
a gun.” Robbins told the court. 

Robbins told the court he had brought 
the gun for his own protection. He said he 
knew this was a controversial tree and that 
he knew the crew members were 
"physical people” used to working hard. 

He said he felt this was a "confrontation” 
situation and he wanted protection. 

He testified he held on to the butt of the 
gun so that "no one could take it away 
from me.” 

"I said I had no intention of shooting 
anyone,” Robbins testified. 

Prior to Robbins court appearance on 
the threatening charge, a charge of assault 
with a dangerous weapon had been sought. 
Court Clerk Henry Schultz decided there 
was not sufficient evidence to support an 
assault charge and the threatening charge 
was made instead. 

According to Steinberg, Machain, who 
made the original assault charge, could 
have taken the matter up with a judge and 
who might have overridden the clerk’s 
decision. This was not done, Steinberg 
said.

pay a greater percentage of their income for 
housing than we who live in Newton,” Morris 
said. "They can’t move here because they 
don’t know where the real estate op¬ 
portunities are. There are a lot of policies 
designed to screen people out.” 

“A black population of 16 per cent in 
Boston and 1 per cent in Newton establishes a 
prima facie case that there’s something 
wrong here.” 

Community Relations Chairman William 
Ramsey, a black, asked, “How many com¬ 
plaints are received about blacks being 
refused $70,000, $60,000 or $50,000 houses? And 
on employment — most minorities who work 
in Newton live in Newton.” 

"We have looked at subpoena power, and 
we don’t want it,” Ramsey said. 

He pointed out that the Committee for 
Fair Housing and Equal Rights exists to 
combat discrimination in housing, and that he 
himself got his house through Fair Housing 
some time ago. 

Morris called the Fair Housing Group 
now in Newton “virtually powerless.’’ 
composed of about five active people. 

The resistance to subpoena power, the 
major difference between the Morris 
proposed Human Rights Commission and the 
existing Community Relations Commission, 
was the cause of the rejection by the CRC and 
by the director of the Department of Human 
Resources, of which the CRC is a part, on the 
grounds that the commission would lose the 
confidence of persons seeking aid. 

Such people, the commisssion f^els, 
would be reluctant or afraid to present their 
problems if the matter were to be made 
public by legal action. 

Sister Margaret Gorman, former CRC 
chairman, believes that the CRC can get 
subpoenas issued by the Law Department if 
the action were ever necessary. 

The lack of budget for investigative work 
also obviates the need for direct subpoena 
powers, the commission feels. 

Ramsey also touched on the equal- 
employment-opportunity directive of the

Terrorist,” is South Africa, where Ms. 
Moss lived before coming to the United 
States 10 years ago.” 

"Family Reunion” was not written 
solely to provoke philosophical thoughts 
about the plight of man. Ms. Moss said, "it 
was written for people who are going to 
enjoy the playfulness of the language.” 

The book contains long half page 
sentances with parentheses, lists, 
anologies, and footnotes. A footnote on one 
page tells the reader to see a footnote on 
another page. 

Some of these sentances required 
patience or a good memory. 

At points, the book’s style is 
reminiscent of Norman Mailer. If you are 
willing to follow the course of an enormous 
sentance, you may be rewarded with a 
great appreciation of the author’s ability 
to use language. 

Ms. Moss acknowleged that Mailer has 
been one of her models. 

She said that when she referred to 
such sources as “The Sensuous Woman,” 
and M. G. Kendall’s "Studies in the 
History of Probability and Statistics” in 
footnotes she was "playing a game” and 
"mocking pedantry.” 

Ms. Moss commented that the book 
needs an audience which will enjoy foolieg 
around. 

She said her ideal is to write like 
Tolstoi, and be able to reach everyone. She 
added that she had no illusions about 
“Family Reunion” doing that. She said 


Executive Department, which, he said, the 
Community Relations Commission “is in 
process of rewriting.”

In other business, the Legislation & Rules 
Committee voted 4-2 to change the name of 
the Franchises & Licenses Committee to 
“Consumer Affairs and Licenses Com¬ 
mittee,” to reflect the greater role that 
committee is playing, and to establish a 
special committee on public health and 
safety. 

The Public Health and Safety Committee 
would be a liaison between the Fire, Police 
and Health Departments and the Board of 
Aldermen, which now have no direct line of 
communication. 

The state School Buildings Assistance 
Bureau on Wednesday gave approval for 65 
per cent reimbursement of the cost of the 
addition and alterations to the Lincoln-Eliot 
School, according to Public Buildings 
Commissioner Gene Larson. 

The bond issue of $1.2 million still needs 
approval from the state Emergency Finance 
Board. No difficulty in that area is an¬ 
ticipated.

.. Ms. Moss noted that a "great joy 
would be to write books as immediately 
available as Tolstoi’s. Even eight-year 
olds can read Tolstoi and get something 
out of it.” 

“Family Reunion” may not be 
available to everyone. It seems to require 
an appreciation of language, and an ability 
to relax with it. It can, however, affect 
people in many different ways. It may be 
perceived as philosophical, funny, in¬ 
sightful, and in parts, puzzling. 

It may not be necessary to respond to 
it at all these different levels to get some 
enjoyment from it.

Can the contents of a woman’s handbag reveal her 
character traits? The answer is “yes” according to a 
market research study carried on by the buyer of women’s 
purses for a large department store. 

If the handbag is oversized, crammed full with items 
such as needle and thread, paperback books, scissors, 
wallet, keys, transistor radio (just to name a few) its owner 
is apt to be outgoing, generous, cheerful and involved in 
civic activities as well as sports. 

Owners of small, compact handbags which contain only 
the bare essentials carefully organized in a methodical 
manner, are likely to be efficient, decisive and very definite 
about their likes and dislikes. 

No matter what the style of handbag (or its contents), 
spring-summer ’74 promises to be an outstanding season for 
fashion-oriented handbags. At a time when the shoulderbag 
totally eclipsed every other style, the clutch of years ago 
has become a bestseller in handbag departments. 

Clever manufacturers are offering some clutch bags 
with removable shoulder chains and straps to please 
women who have enjoyed the “Look, no hands!” freedom 
shoulderbags offered. These pouches and slim envelope 
styles swing from the shoulder during busy daytime ac¬ 
tivities—when darkness falls the straps are detached and 
bags are carried. Some of these styles also have hidden 
handles as well as silver or gold ornaments which also 
serves as handles. 

These new styles, according to the National Handbag 
Association, are available in a wide variety of leathers and 
simulated leathers. Smooth textures are most popular, with 
real or simulated snake and reptile grains showing up in 
high-fashion looks. 

In addition, fabric continues to grow in importance as a 
spring handbag materiaL This season’s crop includes 
canvas, printed cotton, quilted chinz, denim and one 
specially treated cotton fibre under a clear, protective film. 
Monochromatic, tone-on-tone color combinations spark 
some of the best sporty bags, and the season’s newest 
combo is cool bone with white. There are also bright 
splashes of color—denim blue, sunny yellow and green as 
well as vivid fabric prints. 

In tune with the “soft look” of today, handbag designers 
have come up with pliable, unconstructed handbags. Using 
the softest of fabrics such as cotton, linen, synthetic velvets, 
these shoulder as well as clutch styles have been the hottest 
shapes this season. Teenagers, tired of carrying stiff, hard 
handbags, use a large “softie” as a carry-all sometimes 
rolling up a smaller clutch and tucking it inside. 

This being a “dotty” season, you’ll be able to match a 
polka dotted umbrella, and smart quilted shoulderbag or 
clutch. Other matching sets feature stripes as well as 
splashy colorful prints. 

Recently, a California handbag firm announced 
production of a new kind of concealed “weapon” for women 
in fear of muggers, purse-snatchers and other predators. 

The handbag works something like a hand grenade. The 
woman carrying the bag must keep her thumb hooked 
through the brass ring inside. When the would-be snatcher 
grabs the bag, he forces the woman to pull out the ring 
which is hidden behind a gusset on the outer side of the bag. 

A pin is activated setting off an alarm that blares with 
a high-pitched siren within the bag—the probability being 
that the snatcher will drop the bag. 

The handbag, manufactured by Theodor of California, 
will sell for around $38. Large enough to carry all the 
necessities, this well designed vinyl bag is patented and 
goes under the name of “Protect Her.” 

The journal of the American Academy of Pediatrics has 
reported that women’s handbags are often a source of drugs 
that can be poison for children. 

“Medication carried in the purse for personal use is a 
ready source of poisons for the curious child who 
customarily seeks candy, gum and other treasurers within 
the purse or handbag." 

Take a peek into your own handbag. Aspirin, 
tranquilizers, diet pills, vitamins, saccharin, pills for heart 
disease, asthma—are often carried with very little thought 
given to their potential danger. 

A random survey of purse contents of over 250 women 
was made. Forty per cent of the women questioned “oc¬ 
casionally or always” carried medication in their purse. 
Eleven per cent carried more than one medication. 

The warning issued was: When it is necessary to carry 
drugs on your person, be very sure to keep your handbag 
out of reach of small children.

Question: I would like a Chicken Kiev 
recipe. Also recipes to be used in in¬ 
dividual casserole dishes.

Answer: Most any casserole dish can 
be prepared in individual dishes for easy 
serving. Last week’s casserole column 
probably gave you many new ideas. 
Following is your Chicken Kiev recipe 
which is of Ukranian origin. 


CHICKEN KIEV 

Allow at least 4 pound (as purchased) 
of chicken breasts per serving. Larg£ 
breast will probably make 2 servingsJ 
and bone breasts. Pound meaUkiRo an 
even 1 4-inch or slightly les^rfnickness. 
Use a meat mallet oi^dge of a heavy 
plate. Care musth^faken not to break 
through meaLfUflghtly season flattened 
chicken cupro with salt, pepper and other 
seasopjilgor herbs or spices as desired. 
Pjjpttsmall “finger” of hard chilled butter 
V center of each piece of meat. Fold ends 
over butter and roll up crosswise like a 
jelly roll, completely enclosing butter in 
leakproof “pacakge." Size of butler 
fingers will depend on size of cutlets and 
may vary from 14 x 4-inch to 2^4 x 4- 
inch. The professionally prepared cutlets a 
la Kiev look about the shape and size of 
pointed dinner rolls; thick in the middle 
and tapering toward each end. Dip rolls in 
seasoned flour, then in egg, beaten slightly 
with a little water, then in very fine bread 
or cracker crumbs. Deep fat fry in hot fat, 


325 degrees, until golden and chicken is 
done, about 10 to 15 minutes. Rolls may be 
prepared, ready to fry in advance and 
refrigerated until time to cook, allow a 
little longer cooking time. 

Question: What would you recommend 
as a good moist brownie—one that could 
serve about 15 children. I am also looking 
for a plain cookie for the same young 
crowd, and if you have it, a nice milkshake 
idea so that we would not go the soda route.

^Tcups all purpose flour 
1 cup sugar 

1 cup packed brown sugar 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
*2 cup soft margarine 
' i cup shortening 
4 eggs 

3 envelopes unsweetened chocolate 
*2 cup chopped nuts, optional 
Frosting below 

Combine all ingredients in large 
mixing bowl and beat at medium speed for 
1 minute. Spread in greased, 15x10 inch 
pan. Bake at 350 degrees for 25-30 minutes. 
(No longer.) Cool and frost. (If you desire 
a thicker brownie, bake in a greased 13x9- 
inch pan for 30-35 minutes). 

CHOCOLATE FROSTING 
Melt 3 tablespoons margarine with 3 
tablespoons milk and 1 envelope un¬ 


sweetened chocolate* . Stir in 24 cups 
powdered sugar; beat until smooth. 

• Squares of unsweetened chocolate 
may be substituted for the envelopes; 
when using the envelopes, allow them to sit 
for a moment or two in very hot water 
before using. 

PEANUT OATMEAL COOKIES 

2 cups sifted all purpose flour 

1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

2 cups firmly packed brown sugar 

1 cup shortening 

2 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

14 cups quick-cooking rolled oats 

14 cups salted Spanish peanuts 

1 cup cornflakes 

Sift flour with baking powder and 
baking soda. Gradually add brown sugar 
to shortening in mixing bowl; cream until 
light and fluffy. Blend in eggs and vanilla 
extract; beat well. Add sifted dry 
ingredients; mix thoroughly. Stir in rolled 
oats, peanuts and cornflakes. Drop dough 
by rounded teaspoons onto lightly greased 
cookie sheets.

The recycling subcommittee has 
estimated that the cost of glass collection 
would be less than the cost of incineration 
and landfill operation for the same ton¬ 
nage of glass, but that estimate may be 
changed by the fact that regular packer 
trucks will have to be used instead of open- 
body trucks. 

Former Public Works-Director Richard 
Dudman, who left the position last week, 
was a strong supporter of recycling and 
helped draft the ordinance. 

The recycling subcommittee may have 
a hard job to convince Acting Director U. 
M. Schiavone and Street acommissioner 
Edmund Bolduc that the program can and 
should be put into operation. 

Asked this week for an opinion on the 
proposed ordinance, Schiavone (head of 
the Engineering Department) said he 
knows nothing about the proposal or about 
recycling and referred the question to 
Bolduc. 

Bolduc, too, was unfamiliar with the 
recycling proposal, but expects to attend 
the Public Works Committee meeting at 
which it will be discussed.

The Newton High Schools will again 
have their young “ambassadors to the 
world” with the recent announcement of 
two ’74-’75 American Field Service AFS) 
international scholarship winners by the 
Newton AFS selection committee. 

South High’s Julie Criscitiello ’75 of 
Newton Highlands is already involved in 
her oveseas experience, having recently 
arrived in Te Kuiti, New Zealand. Betsy 
Gerlach NNHS ’74) of West Newton is 
waiting to be momentarily assigned to 
some far corner of the world. 

Julie’s host family for the year is that of 
the principal of the high school, M. R. 
Bailey. Bailey is known in this area among 
educators as he was on an exchange at 
Waltham High six years ago.) Her host 
“mother” is also a teacher, and her host 
siblings are Robyn, 14, Judy 12, and David 
10 . 

Julie writes that her locale is a small 
town of 5,000 in the North and the county 
seat for surrounding farming country. It 
has a 40 percent Maori population (the 
national is 7 percent). Julie has already 
swum in the Pacific, camped by trailer 
through most unusual topography and 
attends school. She writes, “It is strange to 
be attending school in uniform!” 

Julie’s Newton family has always been 
involved with the outdoors, hiking, cross¬ 
country skiing, music and music making, 
as has her new family In New Zealand. Her 
experience at a work camp in Vermont 
last summer, maintaining a farm which 
supplied the camp needs with fresh 
vegetables, milk, feeding afarm animals, 
etc., was an unexpected bonus preparation 
for her assignment in Te Kuiti country! 
Her only other formal orientation for New 
Zealand was by AFS International in South 
Africa with 21 other Americans and three 
multinationals (Non-Americans) all 
headed for New Zealand. 

The ’73-74 AFS scholarship recipient, 


Diana Levy (NNHS 74), has just com¬ 
pleted a year’s stay in Japan. Her ex¬ 
periences there were highlighted by a 
year’s study at Tokyo University High 
School and extensive travels to the old city 
of Kyoto, Mt. Hakone and climbing Mount 
Fuji at night. 

The student body at the Tokyo school is 
keenly interested in these student ex¬ 
changes from the United States, and the 
American visitor to their school is im¬ 
mediately integrated into the academic 
and social life as a whole. Week-long class 
trips are focal pint for junkor and seniors 
at the school, and Diana was an honored 
guest on these trips from both classes. The 
Japanese high schooler, Dana'says, is a 
serious student and scholajr and must 
compete for seating in ea£h academic 
level. t r 

The AFS student frgm overseas this 
year is Colleen Butche of Johannesburg, 
South Africa. Her host family is the Dr. 
Frank Howards of West Newton, and she is 
attending Newton North High School. 

Colleen has been busy appearing before 
several community groups and hopes to 
continue to meet as much of the com¬ 
munity as she can, and interchange ideas 
and attitudes regarding her experience 
here. Colleen has inspired the reactivation 
of the NNHS AFS Gub and taken with her 
several Newton students on short-term 
exchange to Glen, N. Y. Her own school 
community is very similar to some schools 
in Newton where over half of the students 
are of Jewish backgrounds and in a similar 
suburban setting. 

The coming month’s activities will 
center on locating two host homes for next 
year’s foreign student, which will also 
make it possible for Newton to send four 
students overseas.

AFS has been very active in Newton 
since 1953 when the secondary school 
appointments first started. The scholar¬ 
ships were originally created by surviving 
members of the American Field Service 
Ambulancers of the First World War to 
develop an international exchange bet¬ 
ween the then much-misunderstood 
French and German young adults and 
American college students. 

The program has since brought hun¬ 
dreds of young people to Newton (70,ooo 
countrywide) and has sent from Newton 
over 100 high schoolers to such places as 
Thailand, India, Switzerland, Denmark, 
Sweden, Greece, and ITALY. Teacher 
exchanges have also taken place between 
Belgium and the United States. 

The Newton AFS chapter has always 
received the enthusiastic support of the 
school administration, having had as its 
co-founder and first host family the family 
of the then NHS principal, Raymond 
Green. The PTSAs and PTAs throughout 
the system have provided the bulk of the 
financial support in the past, along with 
help from friends and the over 70 AFS 
returnees now living in Newton. 

AFS international scholarships have a 
commitment to four programs—the 
teacher and student exchanges (in¬ 
ternational), domestic (between students 
from diverse areas in the U. S.), and short¬ 
term student exchanges. This year’s ex¬ 
change is with upstate New York farm 
community of Glen, whose six students are 
now being hosted by Newton families for 
the next two weeks. 

The experience is not only an adventure 
in living, but a commitment for those 
involved to continue in some way to “walk 
together—talk together” the international 
AFS way. 


Chain banking legislation killed 


The Massachusetts Senate 
has adopted the motion of Sen. 
Jack H. Backman (D- 
Brookline) to recommend for 
additional study legislation 
which would have permitted 
commercial banks and other 
banking institutions to enlarge 
their powers and create chain 
banking facilities across county 
lines. 

This action in effect defeats 
the bills for this session. 

Backman stated, “77115 was 
an attempt to foist upon the 
public legislation that would 
aggravate monopolistic 
banking practices and place the 
small banks in jeopardy of 
being completely swallowed by 
the large bank holding com¬ 
panies.” 

“A study of the Big Six bank 
holding companies in 
Massachusetts will shock the 
public. What the people must 
know is the extent of the present 
power of the major Big Six 


holding companies,” Backman 
said. 

“Of a total of $13 billion 
deposited in national and state 
chartered commercial banking 
institutions in Massachusetts, 
almost $11 billion are in the 
hands of the Big Six holding 
companies. Of 818 commercial 
banking offices in the Com¬ 
monwealth, 500 are owned by 
the Big Six,” Backman went on. 

Backman continued, “This 
bill which was defeated would 
have allowed the bank holding 
companies further to control 
Massachusetts banking and the 
whole Massachusetts economy. 

“TTie Big Six constitute a 
hidden government in 
Massachusetts. A realistic 
study must disclose the extent 
of control over banks and 
business in Massachusetts by 
this oligarchy of banks. 

“A realistic study will 
disclose that federal and state 
banking commissions have 


already allowed a monopoly to Massachusetts public utilities

Advice for students 
from office of VA 


Here’s some timely advice 
from the Veterans 
Administration at Boston for 
the thousands of veterans 
studying at colleges and 
universities under the GI Bill: 

Return those “cert” cards 
promptly to insure payment of 
education allowances for the 
final month of training! 

The certification of at¬ 
tendance card the veterans 
receives with his next to final 
check should be filled out, 
signed and returned to the VA 
"* office where he filed for 
training. Otherwise, the agency 
can’t prepare his final check for 
the current school year, ac¬ 
cording to William F. Connors 
acting director of the Boston VA 
office. 

For most veterans, final 
months of training are May or 
June, and most “cert” cards 
will be mailed in April. Forms 
already have been mailed to 
veterans whose enrollment 
periods and earlier,however. 

Connors cited another reason 
veterans should return their 
"cert” cards promptly: "If the 
card is not reutmed at the end 
of the current semester,” he 
stressed, "the veterans cannot 
automatically be enrolled for 
upcoming summer or fall 


sessions, "the veterans cannot 
automatically be enrolled for 
upcoming summer or fall 
sessionsl if he plans to con¬ 
tinue.” 

It also was pointed out that 
veterans attending college 
under the GI Bill must keep VA 
informed on changes in the 
number of dependents or 
education programs.

Little children leap up 
and down In glee and their 
parents smile when they see 
it This source of pleasure 
for Chicago residents Is a 
multi-colored "scoreboard" 
that flashes results of the 
recently-introduced com¬ 
pulsory emissions tests in 
the second largest U.S. city. 

The scoreboard with its 
green and red lights that 
tells motorists they "Pass" 
or "Fail’’ their emissions 
probes may be a .showman’s 
touch to the serious pro¬ 
gram. 

But when it flashes green 
for a car that has just com¬ 
pleted the test, the car own¬ 
er seems to feel genuine joy 
and a sense of satisfaction 
that his or her car Ls not 
part of Chicago’s air pollu¬ 
tion problem.

The emissions inspection 
program was begun in Chi¬ 
cago in June of 1973. Since 
then tens of thousands of 
cars have been probed to^ 
see If they meet hydroca^ 
bon and carbon monojj 
limits established b^Rhe 
city. 

To date, about J^Fout of 
every three eaj^Wave been 
able to meey^Fstandards.

ments have been made. 

The test itself is short and 
simple for the motorist. He 
drives to one of 18 check 
lanes situated in various 
parts of Chicago. The car is 
hooked up to a test equip¬ 
ment van, with an infra-red 
emissions probe inserted in 
the tall pipe and a lead 
attached to the ignition 
system. Information about 
the car ls fed into a com¬ 
puter and emission read¬ 
ings are taken at two speeds 
-one at normal idle and 
a second at fast Idle. 


It ls the computer and 
test machines, rather than 
the operator, that deter¬ 
mines pass or fall. Since 
allowable limits differ for 
age of car and for private 
or commercial vehicles, the 
computer instantly com¬ 
pares the emissions of the 
car being tested and what 
permissible levels are. Re¬ 
sults arc simultaneously 
printed out for the car 
owner and flashed on the 
"scoreboard" for hhn to see.

age. A faulty thermostat, 
causing an engine to run 
too cool, creates a condition 
where more gas is needed 
to maintain power. An over¬ 
heating engine also ham¬ 
pers efficient combustion of 
fuel. 

Inside the engine, a stuck 
heat riser valve also wastes 
gas. When this valve is not 
operating as it should, fuel 
ls not vaporized efficiently 
and excess raw gas escapes 
into the exhaust. 

As for the exhaust system 
itself, if there is any ob¬ 
struction in it, fuel econ¬ 
omy suffers. The reason is 
the obstruction will make 
the engine work harder and 
thus use more gas.

Automobiles are an im¬ 
portant part of the Ameri¬ 
can way of life. Since the 
1920’s, while the population 
of the United States dou¬ 
bled, the number of auto¬ 
mobiles has increased 800 
percent. 

Today we have nearly 100 
million registered automo¬ 
biles in this country, virtu¬ 
ally one for every two per¬ 
sons. And three out of every 
four Americans are licensed 
to drive those automobiles. 

Our entire way of life has 
been restructured, especi¬ 
ally since the end of World 
War n, to accomodate the 
tremendous increase in the 
number of automobiles and 
the mobility which they af¬ 
ford. We have built our lives 
around the automobile and 
are now almost totally de¬ 
pendent upon some form of 
personal transportation. 


of this maintenance is rou¬ 
tine work which would nor¬ 
mally have been performed 
voluntarilv by prudent mo¬ 
torists. 

In addition to the pollu¬ 
tion-control benefits, the 
Department of Interior es¬ 
timates that an auto tuneup 
every six months will cut 
American oil consumption 
by 140,000 barrels a day. 

A properly tuned car may 
seem like a small way to 
cope with today’s pollution 
and energy problems. And 


yet such an ordinary pro¬ 
cedure may well be crucial 
in many situations. Of all 
the transportation control 
strategies devised to reduce 
air pollution, the one which 
causes the most public con¬ 
cern — because it entails 
the greatest personal incon¬ 
venience — is the "Reduc¬ 
tion of Vehicle Miles Trav¬ 
eled." 

MrHn* "Drive I/*****" 

In plain language, that 
means taking steps to insure 
that people drive less. New 


York, Los Angeles, Ban 
more and Washington, 
have included such meas¬ 
ures in their plans. Obvious¬ 
ly, the more pollution can 
be controlled through other 
measures, the less need 
there will be for more strin¬ 
gent controls. 

An untuned car can, in¬ 
deed, be a lot of trouble. 


Care for 
Your Car 


If you think the gasoline 
shortage is a drag, then 
there is something you can 
do to make it less of one. 
Make sure critical compo¬ 
nents of your car are in 
good condition to eliminate 
conditions that waste fuel.

Mujor Pollutants 

As a result the automobile 
has become the single most 
important source of three 
major air pollutants. 

It is estimated that in 
1971, on a nationwide basis, 
gasoline powered motor ve¬ 
hicles contributed 43 per¬ 
cent of the hydrocarbons, 62 
percent of the carbon mon¬ 
oxide, and 31 percent of the 
nitrogen oxide emitted into 
the air. 

In many cities, however, 
these motor vehicles contri¬ 
buted far more than the 
national averages —• reach¬ 
ing the 90 percent range in 
some cities. 

The Clean Air Act of 1970 
requires the automobile in¬ 
dustry to reduce these emis¬ 
sions by at least 90 percent 
by 1976, as compared with 
1970 or 1971 emission levels. 

Even with these major 
reductions, the Environ¬ 
mental Protection Agency 
has determined that more 
than 35 metropolitan areas 
in the United States, having 
a combined population of 
88 million, would not be able 
to meet the health-related 
air quality standards of the 
Clean Air Act by the law’s 
1975 deadline unless stricter 
controls were imposed on 
pollution sources.

About one-half of these 
cities can reach their goals 
by being tougher on station¬ 
ary sources, primarily in¬ 
dustrial and commercial 
facilities, and through 
transit improvements, park¬ 
ing restrictions and auto¬ 
motive inspection and 
maintenance programs. 

Proper engine mainte¬ 
nance, enforced tty sound 
inspection programs, is an 
important part of every 
community’s effort to re¬ 
duce and control air pol¬ 
lution. The amount of 
pollution reduction through 
inspection and maintenance 
piugrams varies among cit¬ 
ies because nearly every 
city has to cope with cir¬ 
cumstances somewhat dif¬ 
ferent from the others. 

Portland Acts 

Portland, Oregon antici¬ 
pates a 12 percent reduction 
in pollutants through its 
inspection and maintenance 
program; Denver and Sac¬ 
ramento look for about a 7 
percent reduction and Bos¬ 
ton about 3 percent. 

Annual emissions inspec¬ 
tion in State-operated fa¬ 
cilities will cost an estimated 
$2 per vehicle. Annual 
maintenance costs are ex¬ 
pected to be in the $20 to 
$30 range for vehicles which 
fail the Inspection test. Most

as tires, brakes, shocks, 
wheel alignment and trans¬ 
mission can affect gasoline 
mileage as well as safety. 
In some cases, these faulty 
components help create a 
"drag’’ on the engine, thus 
requiring more gasoline to 
keep the car running. 

Underinflated tires create 
such a drag. So can poorly 
adjusted brakes, especially 
when the driver has a habit 
of "riding" the brake pedal. 
Gas-wasting engine drag 
also can result from im¬ 
properly aligned wheels. 

Worn shocks also can 


cause road wandering with 
resultant fuel waste. 

Slipping transmission 
bands or low transmission 
fluid levels can hinder prop¬ 
er changing of automatic 
transmission gears, thereby 
causing fuel wastage. 

Neglected, these compo¬ 
nents can cost you money 
in premature tire and brake 
wear as well as possibility 
of expensive transmission 
repairs. With the extra bo¬ 
nus of better fuel economy 
and safety, routine main¬ 
tenance of these items is 
more important than ever.

Right Turn: Look in your 
right mirror.

If turn is sharp, move 
ahead until car’s front 
wheels are well ahead of 
curb . . . then turn to the 
right. 

Left Turn: Check traffic. 
Signal. Proceed slowly. 
When you make your turn, 
drive well into Intersection 
in order to swing wide, to 
allow for the trailer. 


SLOWING, STOPPING: A 
sudden stop can Jacknfe 
your trailer or shift your 
load, so keep a greater dis¬ 
tance than normally be¬ 
tween you and the car 
ahead. Keep out of the fast 
lanes and maintain a speed 
that makes sudden stops 


and slow-ups unnecessary

PASSING: When towing 
a trailer you can’t acceler¬ 
ate as fast as without it. 
Then too your car plus 
trailer Is much longer. Be¬ 
fore you pass, make sure 
there’s enough time and 
room. When you have 
passed, allow more room 
before you move back to 
your lane. Don’t cut in and 
swerve . . . this can make 
your trailer swing and sway. 

BEING PASSED: Help 
other drivers pass you 
where necessary. If you’re 
holding up a line of traffic, 
the right thing to do Is sig¬ 
nal, pull off, and let them 
pass. 


If a large bus or transport 
passes you, air pressure may 
push the rear of your trail¬ 
er to the right. Almost In¬ 
stantly, this pressure will 
push the front of your 
trailer. Be prepared to steer 
out of this situation. Accel 
erating a bit may help. 
Braking will not. 


BACKING: Back very 
slowly. Turn wheel slightly, 
then straighten. Steer by 
a series of slight turns. 

Racking to right: Turn 
front wheels of car to left 
. front end of trailer 
go left, rear end will 
right. 

Racking to left: Tu; 
wheels to right. 


Task Force Proposes Uniformity 
In Safety, Emissions, Noise Tests 


It’s a 95 mile drive from 
Benton Harbor, Mich, to 
Chicago, Ill. Yet In that 
short distance a motorist 
will pass through jurisdic¬ 
tions with three different 
types of vehicle Inspection 
laws. 

In Michigan, the only in¬ 
spection law Is a random 
spot test of a few safety- 
related Items. Indiana has 
compulsory vehicle inspec¬ 
tion on an annual basis. 
Chicago has no safety in¬ 
spection law but has com¬ 
pulsory emissions tests. 

To eliminate such confu¬ 
sion and help alleviate three 
major problems involving 
motor vehicles, a new group 
has proposed a solution. The 
Motor and Equipment Man¬ 
ufacturers Association has 
formed a periodic motor ve¬ 
hicle Inspection Task Force. 

According to Task Force 
Chairman Wayne E. Rapp 


of Walker Manuiaciuuug 
Co.', “The Task Force’s ob¬ 
jective is to help formu¬ 
late and establish at the 
state level, with federal 
approval, a uniform na¬ 
tional periodic motor ve¬ 
hicle inspection program 
which includes safety, emis¬ 
sions and noise inspection 
standards and procedures.’’ 

Only 31 states have com¬ 
pulsory inspection of safety 
items like tires, brakes and 
lights. Along with Chicago, 
New Jersey has emissions 
Inspection laws. 

According to car experts, 
Inspection laws now in ef¬ 
fect have value beyond con¬ 
tributing to vehicle safety 
Inspections also make mo¬ 
torists more conscious of 
the over-all condition of 
their cars, Including engine 
components affecting lower 
emissions and better fuel 
economy.

NEW DELHI (UPI) - A 
“ban-the-booze” campaign has 
virtually collapsed in India 
almost before it got started. 

None of the 13 states which 
sent representatives to a 
federal Prohibition Committee 
meeting would agree to enforce 
a total ban on alcohol. Most 
maintained they could not af¬ 
ford to lose the substantial 
revenue from excise duties on 
liquor. 

Under Article 47 of the Indian 
Constitution, enforcement of 
prohibition rests with the states. 
And some which have been dry 
for years now have decided to 
go wet to curb bootlegging and 
boost their incomes. 

Today only one of India’s 21 
states—Gujarat—is totally dry. 

In the capital of New Delhi, 
where diplomatic cocktail par¬ 
ties flourish, public drinking is 
still forbidden by law. However,

there is no ban on those who 
drink in private clubs or are 
guests of foreign tourists 
staying in local hotels. 

Calcutta the Wettest 

Of the major cities, Calcutta 
remains the bastion of the 
lawful drinker. Although 
Wednesdays are dry, the rest of 
the week Calcutta bars do a 
brisk trade. 

Another area where prohibi¬ 
tionists have made few inroads 
is the Indian military, still 
steeped in British tradition. 
Indian military clubs steadfast¬ 
ly continue to cater to the 
thirsty soldier. 

It was Mahatma Gandhi who 
championed the temperance 
movement in India. Hejjetested 
liquor as “the jjRNTcause of 
poverty.”
